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PREFACE. 



The following work, although chiefly in- 
tended for the u&e of the ancient and hon- 
ourable society of Free and Accepted Ma- 

> 

sons, is also calculated to explain the nature 
and design of the Masonic Institutk)n, to 
those who may be desirous of becoming 
acquainted with its principles^ whether for 
the purpose of initiatiott into the society, or 
merely for the gratificiation of their curiosity^ 

The observations upon the first three de- 
grees are many of theim taken from Pres- 
ton's ' Illustrationa of Masonry^^ with some 
necessary alterations. Mr. Preston's dis- 
tribution of the first lecture into , six, the 
second into four, and the third into twelve 
sections, not being agreeable to the mode 
of working in America, tiiey are differently 
arranged in this work. 

It is presumed that all regular Lodges, 
and iRoyal Arch Chapters, will .find it a iise- 
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ful assistant and Momtor ; inasmuch as it 
contains most of the Charges, Prayers, and 
Scripture Passages, made use of at our 
meetings, and which are not otherwise to 
be found, without recourse to several vol* 
umes. This often occasions much delay in 
the recitals, produces many irregularities in 
their distribution, and sometimes causes im* 
portant omissions. 

The whole are here digested and arrang- 
ed in such order, through the several de- 
grees, from the Entered Apprentice to the 
Royal Jrch Muson^ that they may be easily 
understood ; and, by a due attention, to their 
several divisiofts, the mode of working, as 
well in arrangement as matter, will become 
universally the same. This desirable oh- 
ject will add mucli to the happiness and sat- 
isfaction of all good Masons, and redound 
to the honour of the whole fraternity.

CHAPTER L 



Origin of Mafmry and its general Advantages. 

From the commencement of the world we 
Inay trace the foundation of Mafonry.* Ever 
fince fymmetry began, and harmony difplayed 
her diarms, our order has had a being. During 
tnany ages, and in many different countries, it 
has flouriihed. In the dark periods of antiquity, 
when literature was in a low ftate, and jhe rude 
manners of our forefathers withheld from them 
that knowledge we now fo amply ihare, mafon* 
ry difiufed its influence. This fcience unveiled^ 
arts arofe, civ3ization took place, and the pro- 

§re(s of knowledge and philofophy gradually 
ifpelled the gloom of ignorance and barbarifm J 
Government being fettled^ uuthority was given 
to laws, and the aflemblies of the fraternity ac-

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quired the patronage of^the great and thegood, 
while the tenets, of the profemon were attended 
with unbounded utility. 

Mafonry is a fcience confined to no particular 
country, but diffufed over the wholp terreftrial 
* globe. Wherever arts flourifh, there it fiouriihes 
too. Add to this, that by fecret and inviolable 
figns, carefully prefcrved among the fraternity 
throughout the world^ mafonry becomes an uni- 
verfal language. Hence many advantages are 
gained : the diftant Chinefe, the wild Arab^ and 
the American favage, will embrace a brother 
Briton, Frank, or Gernotan ; and will know, that 
befide the common ties^of humanity there is ilili 
a fironger obligation to induce him to kind and 
friendly offices. The fpirit of the fulminating 
prieft will be tamed; and a moral brother, 
though of a different perfuaiion, engage his ef* 
teem. Thus, through the influence of mafoiiry, 
which is reconcileable to the beft policy^ all thoib 
difputes, which embitter life, and four the tem- 
pers of men, are avoided: wliile the common 
good, the general defign of the crafty is zealoufly 
purfued. 

From this view of the fyftem, its utility muft. 
be fufficiently pbvious. The univcrfal princi-. 
pies of the art unite men of the molt oppofite 
tenets, of the mofl diflant countries^ and of the 
moll contradiftory opinions, in one indiffoluble 
bond of affcAion, fo that in every nation a mafon 
finds a ffiiend, aud in avery climate a horiie. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Tbe^GwernmeHtof the Fraternity €xplained. 

The mode of governntfnt obferved by'thc 
fraternity will beft expla^in the importance, an4 
give the trueft idea or the nature and defign oF* 
the mafonic fyftem. * ^ . 

There are feveral claffes of mafons, under dif- 
ferent appellations. The privileges of thefe 
claffes are diffind/ and particular means are 
adopted to prefervc thofc privileges to the juft 
and meritorious of each clals. 

Honour and probity are recommendations to 
the firft clafs ; in which the pra^bice of virtue is 
enforced, and the duties of morality inculcated, 
while the mindis prepared for regular and focial 
converfe in the principles of knowledge and 
philofophy. 

Diligence^ afliduity and application, are qua- 
lifications for the fecond ciate ; in which an ac- 
curate elucidation of fcience, both in theory and 
praftice, is given. Here human reafon is cul- 
tivated by a due exertion of the rational and 
intelledual powers and faculties : nice and diffi*- 
cult theories are explained ; new difcoveries 
produced, and thofe already known beaiitifully 
embelliihed. 

The third clafs is compofed of thofe whom 
truth and fidelity have diftinguifhed ; who, when 
aflaulted by threats and violence, after f61icita- 
ti6n and perfuafion have failed, have evinced 
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their firmnefs and integrity in preferring invio- 
late the myfteries of the order. 

The fourth clafs coniiils of thofe is^ho have 
perfeveriBgly fiudied the fcientific branches of 
the art, and exhibited proofs of their fldll and 
acquirements, and who have confequently ob- 
tained the honour of this degree, as a reward of 
merit. 

The fifth clafs confifts of thofe who, having 
acquired a proficiency of knowledge to become 
teachers, have, been eleded to prefide over regu- 
larly conftituted bodies of mafons. 

l1ie fixth clafs confifts of thofe who, having 
difcharged the dutiies of the chair with honour 
and reputation, are acknowledged and recorded 
as excellent mq/iers. 

"i'he feventh clafs confifts of a feled few, whom 
years and experience have improved, and whom 
merit and abilities have entitled to preferment. 
With this clafs the ancient landmarks of the 
order arc preferved -y and from them we learn 
and pradtife the neceffary and inftruiftive leflons, 
which at once dignify the art, and qualify its 
profeflbrs to illuftrate its excellence and utility. 

This is the eftablifhed mode of the mafonic 
government, when the rules of the fyftem arc 
obferved. By this judicious arrangement, true 
fricndfliip is cultivated among different ranks 
and degrees of men, hofpitality promoted, in- 
duflry rewarded, and ingenuity encouraged* 
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CHAPTER m. 

The Imp9rtance of the Secrets of Mqfonry 

demon/irated^ 

If the fecrets of mafonry are replete with fuch 
advantages to mankind, it may be alked, Why 
are they not divulged for the general good of 
fociety ? To which it may be anfwered : Were 
the privileges of mafonry to be indifcriminatdy 
beftowed,^ the defign of the infiitution would be 
fubverted \ arid, being familiar, like many other 
important matters, would foon lofe their value, 
and link into difregard. 

It is a weaknefs in human nature, that men 
are generally more charmed with npvelty, than 
the Teal worth or intrific value of things. No- 
velty influences all our afttens and determina- 
tions. What is new, or difficult in the acquifi- 
tion, however trifling or infignificant, readily 
captivates the imagination, and enfures a tem- 
porary admiration ; while what is familiar, or 
eafily obtained, however noble and eminent for 
its utility, is fufe to be difregarded by the giddy 
and unthinking. 

Did the particular fecrets or peculiar forms 
prevalent among mafons conflitute the eflence 
of the art, it might be alledged that oUr amufe- 
ments' were trifling, and our ceremonies fuper- 
ficial. Bjut this is not the cafe. Having their 
ufe, they are preferved ; and from the recollec- 
tion of the lefloBS they inculcate, the well 
informed mafon derives inftrudiion. Drawing 

a* 
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them to a near infpedlion^ he viewi them 
through a proper medium; adverts to the 
drcumllances which gave them • rife ; dwells 
upon the tenets they convey ; and^ finding them 
replete with ufeful information, adopts them as 
keys to the privileges of his art, and prizes them 
as facrcd. Thus convinced of their propriety, 
he eftimates the value from their utility. 

Many perfons are deluded by their vague 
fuppofition that our myfteries are merely nomi- 
nal ; that the practices eftablifhed among us are 
frivolous; and that our ceremonies might be^ 
adopted, or waved, at pleafure. On this falfe 
foundation, we have found them hurrying 
through all the degrees, without adverting to 
the propriety of one ftep they purfuc, or poflef- 
£ng a iingle qualification requifice for advance- 
ment. Pafling through the ufual formalities, 
they have accepted offices, and aflumed the 
government of lodges, equally unacquainted 
with the rules of the inftitution they pretended 
to fupport, or the nature of the truft repofed in 
them. The confcquence is obvious ; wherever 
fuch praftices have been allowed, anarchy and 
confufion have enfued, and the fubftance has 
been loft in the fhadow. 

Were the brethren, who prefide over lodgesj, 
properly tnftrufted previous to their appoint- 
ment^ and regularly apprifed of the importance 
of their refpe^ive offices, a general reformation 
would fpeedily take place. This would evince 
the propriety of our mode of government, and 
lead men to acknowledge, that qur honours were 
dcfervedly conferred. The ancient confequence 
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of the order would be reftored, and the reputa- 
tion of the fociety preferved. 

Such condud alone can fupport our chara6):er, 
Unle^ prudent actions ihall difiinguifli our title 
to the honours of mafonry, and regular deport- 
ment difplay the influence and utility of our 
rules, the world in general will not eafily be led 
to reconcile our proceedings with the teneU of 
our profeffion* 



CHAPTER IV- 



eEJfERjiL REMARKS. 



Masonry is an art equally ufeful and exten- 
five. In every art there is a myftery, which 
requires a gradual progreflion of knowledge to 
arrive at any degree ofperfeftion in it. With- 
out much inftruaion, and more ^xercife, no man 
can be ikilful in any art ; in like manner, with- 
out an arduous application to the various fub- 
ieas treated of in the different leftures of ma- 
lonry, no perfon can be fufficiently acquainted 
with its true value. 

It muft not, however, be inferred from this 
remark, that perfons, who labour under the 
diJadvantages of a confined education, or whofe 
fphere of life requires a more intenfe appUcatioh: 
to . bufinefs or ftudy, are to be difcouraged in 
their endeavqjLirs to gain a knowledge of tna- 
6nry. 
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To quajify an individual to enjoy the ben^- 
fits of the fociety at large, or to partake of its 
privileges, it is not abfolutely ncccflary that he 
ihould be acquainted with all the intricate parts 
of the fcience. Thefe are only intended for the 
diligent and aiGduous inafon, who may have lei* 
fure and oppojrtunity to indulge fuch purfuits. 

Though fome are more able than others, fome 
more eminent, fome more ufeful, yet all, in their 
different fpheres, may prove advantageous to the 
community. As the nature of every man's pro- 
feilion will not admit of that leifure which is 
neceffary to qualify him to became an expert 
mafon, it is highly proper that the official duties 
of a lodge ihould be executed by perfons whofe 
education and fituation in life enable them to 
become adepts ; as it muft be allowed, that all, 
who accept offices and exercife authority, ihould 
be properly qualified to difcharge the talk af- 
figned them, with honour to themfelves, ai^d 
credit to their fundry flations. 



CHAPTER V. 



The Ceremony of Opening and Claftng a Lodge. 

In all regular affemblies of men, who are con* 
vened for wife and ufeful purpofes, the com- 
mencement and conclufion of bufinefs are ac- 
companied Vith fome form. In every country 
©f the world the praftice prevaUs, and is deemed 
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effential. From the moft remote periods of an- 
tiquity it may be traced, and the refined im- 
provements of modern times have not totally 
abolifhed it. 

Ceremonies, wheq fimply con&dered, it is 
true, are little more than vifionary delufions ; 
but their effects are fometimes important.-^ 
When they imprefs awe and reverence on the 
mind, and engage the attention by external at- 
traction, to folemn rites, they are interefting 
objeds. Thefe purpofes are effeded by judi- 
cious ceremonies, when regularly conducted and 
properly arranged. On this ground they have 
received the fanftion of the wifeft men inr all 
ages, and confequently could not efcape the no- 
tice of mafons. To begin well is the moft like* 
ly means to end well } and it is judicioufly re- 
marked, that when order and method are ne- 
gleded at the beginning,, they will be feldomi 
found to take place at the end^ 

The ceremony of opening and doling a todge 
with folemnity and decorum, is therefore uni- 
verfally admitted among mafons ; and though 
the mode in fome lodges may vary, and in eve- 
ry degree muft vary, ftill an uniformity in the 
general praftice prevails in every lodge ; and 
the variation (if any) is folely o6ca(ioned by a 
want of method, which a little application might 
eafily remove. 

To conduA this ceremony with propriety 
ought to be the peculiar ftudy of every mafon } 
efpeciaSy of thofe who have the honour to rule 
in our aflemblies. To perfons who are thug, 
dignified) every eye is naturally direded for pro- 
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pricty of conduft and behaviour ; and from 
them, other brethren, who are lefs informed, 
will naturally expeft to derive an example wor- 
thy of imitation. 

From a fliare in this ceremony no mafon can 
be exempted. It is a general concern, in which 
all muft ailift. This is the firft requeft of the 
mafter, and the prelude to all bufinefs. No 
fooner has it been fignified, than every officer 
repairs to his flation, and the brethren rank ac- 
cording to their degrees. The intent of the 
meeting becomes the fole obje£t of attention, 
and the mind is infenfibly drawn from thofe 
indifcriminate fubjefts of converfatipn, which 
are apt to intrude on our lefs ferious moments. 

.This efFeft accompliflied, our care is direfted 
to the external aveniles of the lodge, and the 
proper officers, whofe province tr is to difcharge 
that duty, execute their trull with fidelity, and 
by certain myftic forms, of no recent date, inti- 
matjB that wq may fafely proceed. To deteft 
impoftors among ourfelves, an adherence to or* 
der in the charad:er of mafons enfues, and the 
lodge is either opened or qlofed in folemn form. 

At opening the lodge, two purpofes arc wife- 
ly effefted : the matter is reminded of the dig- 
nity of his character, and the brethren, of the 
homage and veneration due from them in their 
fondry ftations. Thefe are not the only advan- 
tages rcfulting from a due obfervance of this 
ceremony j a reverential awe for the Deity is 
inculcated, and the eye fixed on that objeft from 
whofe radiaat beams light only can be derived. 
Here we are taught to adore the Gpd of heaven. 
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sfjttd to Supplicate his preteaion 6n our well 
meant cnd^avf>urs. The maftc* ^flumes his go- 
vernment in duie^ form, and under Mm his war* 
dens ; who accept their truft, after the cuilom- 
ary falutatibns* The brethren thefn, wkh one 
accord, unite in duty and refped, and the ccre- 
inony toncludies. 

At clofirig the IbdgCj a fimilar form takes 
pkfce. Here the lefs important duties of mafon- 
ry are not paffed over uriobfervcd. The iiecefr 
fary degree of fubordination in the government 
of a lodge is pecuKarly marked, while the pro- 
per tribute of gratitude is offered up to the 
beneficent Author of life, and his UeiSng in- 
voked and extended to the whole fraternity. 
Each brother faithfully locks up the trcafurc he 
has acquired, in his own fccret repofitory j and, 
pleafed with his reward, retires to enjoy and 
diffeminate among the private circle of his bre- 
thren, the fruits of his labour and induftry in 
the lodge. ' ^ ' ^' 

Thefe are faint outKnes of a ceremony, whidi 
univerfally prevails among mafons in every coun- 
try, and diftinguiflies all their meetings. It is 
arranged as a general fedlion in eVery degree, 
and lakes the lead in all our iUuftrations* 

Charge ufed at Opening a Lodge. ' 

Behold ! how good and how pleafant it is for 
brethren: to dw^l togethlsr in unity ! 

It is like the precious ointment upon the head, 
that ran down upon the beard, even Aaron*s 
beard, that went down to the fkirts of his gar- 
ment : 
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As the dew of Hermon, that defcended upon 
the mountains of Zion: for there the Lord 
commanded a bleffing, even life forevermore;

CHAPTER yi. 

Charges and Regulations for the Condud and Beha-' 

viour of M^sfons. 

A REHi^ARSAL of the aucient charges properly 
fucceeds the opening, and precedes the clojGing, 
of a lodge. This was the conftant pradice of 
our ancient brethren, and <mght never to be 
neeleded in our regular aflembhes. A recapitu- 
lation of pur duty cannot be difagreeabie to 
thofe who are acquainted with it ; and to thofe 
who know it not, ifliould any fuch be, it muft 
be highly proper to recommend it. 

^ ANCIENt CHARGES. 

On the Management sf the Craft in Working. 

Mafons employ tbcmfelves diligently in their 
fundry vocations, live creditably, and conform 
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with chcerfulnefs to the government of the 
country in which they refide. 

I^The moft expert craftfman is chofen or ap- 
pointed mafter of the work, and is duly honour- 
ed by thofe over whom he prefides. , 

[^The mafter, knowing himfelf quafified, un- 
dertakes the government of the lodge, and tru- 
ly difpenfes his rewards, giving to every brother 
the approbation which he merits. 

^A craftfman, who is appointed warden of 
the work under the mafter, is .true to mafter 
and fellows, ' carefully overfees tlfc work, and 
his brethren obey him.J 

The mafter, wardens, and brethren, receive 
their.rewards juftly, are faithful, and carefully 
finiflx the work they begin, whether it be in the 
firft or fecond degree j but never put that work 
to the firft which has been accuftomed to the 
fecond degree, nor that to the fecond or firft 
which has been accuftomed to the third. 

Neither envy nor cenfure is di£:overed among 
true mafons. No brother is fuppl^ted, or put 
out of his work, if he be capable to finifli it ; 
. as no ipan, who is not perfeftly {killed in the 
original defigil, can, with equal ad vantage to 
the mafter, finifli the work begun by anbtner; 

All employed in msifonry meekly receive their 

rewards, and ufe no difobliging name. Brother 

• or fellow are the terms or appellations they be- 

^ow on each other. They behave courteoufls^ 

within and without the lodge, and never defcrt 

the mafter till the work is finiflied 
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Laws for the Government of the Lodge. 

You are to falute one another in a courte- 
ous manner, agreeably to the forms eftabliflied 
among mafons ;• you are freely to give fuch 
mutual infiruftions as ihall be thought necefTary 
or expedient, not being overfeen or overheard, 
witliout encroaching upon each other, or dero- 
gating from that refpeft which is due to any 
gentleman were he not a mafon ; for though, 
fds mafons, ^t rank as brethren on a level, yet 
mafonry deprives no man of the honour due to 
his rank or chara6ter, but rather adds to his 
honour, efpecially if he has deferved well of the 
fraternity, who always render honour to whom 
it is due, and avoid ill manners. 

No private-committees arc to be allowed, or 
feparate converfations encouraged ; the tnafter 
or wardens are not to be interrupted, or any 
brother fpeaking to the mafter j but due deco- 
rum is to be obferved^ and a proper refpeft paid 
to the mafter and prefiding officers. 

Thefelaws are to be ftridUy enforced, that 
harmony may be preferved, and the bofine6 of 
the lodge be carried pn with order and regu- 
larity. Amen. So mote it be. 

Charge on the Behaviour (f Mafons out of the Lodge^ 

When the lodge is^ clofed, you may enjoy 
yourfelves with innocent mirth j but you arc 

* In a lodge, masons meet as members of one family; all prejudi- 
ces, thereforo, on account of religion, country, or private opinionji 
are removed. 
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carefully to avoid excefs. You are not to com- 
pel any brother to aft contrary to his inclina- 
tion, or give offence by word or deed, but enjoy 
a free and eafy converfation. You are to ufe 
no immoral or obfcene difcourfc, but at all times 
fupport with propriety the dignity of your cha^ 
rafter. 

You are to be cautious in your words and 
carriage, that the moil penetrating flranger may 
not difcover, or find out, what is not proper to 
be intimated ; and, if neceffary, you are to* 
wave a difcourfe, and manage it prudently, for 
the honour of the fraternity. 

At home, and in your feveral neighbourhoodar, 
you are to behave as wife and moral men. You 
^re never to communicate to your families, 
friends or acquaintance, the private tranfaftions 
of our different affembires ; but upon every oc- 
cafion to confult your own honour, and the re- 
putation of the fraternity at large. 

You are to ftudy the prefervation of health, 
by avoiding irregularity and intemperance, that^ 
your families may not be neglefted and injured^ 
of yourfelves difabled from attending to your 
neceffary employments in life. 

If a firanger apply in the charafter of a ma- 
fon, you are cautioufly to examine hini in fuch 
t^ method as prudence may direft^ and agreeably 
to the forms eftablifhed among mafons ; that 
you may not be impofed upon by an ignorant, 
falfe pretender, whom you are to rejeft with 
contempt ; and beware of giving him any fecret 
hints of knowledge. But if you difcover him 
to be a true and genuine brother, you are to re- 
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fpccl him ; if he be in want, you are to relieve 
him, or direft him how he may be relieved ; 
you are to employ him, or recommend him to 
employment : however, you are never charged 
to do beyond your ability ; only to prefer a poor 
brother, who is a good man and true, before 
any other perfon in the fame circumftances. 

Finally : Thcfe rules you are always to ob- 
ferve and enforce, and alfo the duties which ^ 
have been communicated in the ledures ; culti- 
vating brotherly love, the foundation and cape- 
^ ftone, the cement and glory, of this ancient fra- 
ternity ; avoiding, upon every occafion, wrang- 
ling and quarrellmg, flandering and backbiting $ 
not permitting others to flander honeft brethren » 
but defending their charader?,^ and dcdng them 
good offices, as far as may be confiftent with 
your honour and fafety, but no farther. Hence 
all may fee the benign influence of mafonry,^ as 
aU true mafons have done from the beginning 
of the world, and will do to the end of time*

. CHAPTER VIL 

Prerequifttes for a Candidate. 

By a late regulation, adopted by nK)ft of the 
grand lodges in America, no candidate for the 
myfteries of mafonry can be initiated without 
having been propofed at a previous meeting of 
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the lodge ; in order that no oAe may be intro- 
duced without due inquiry relative to his cha- 
racter and qualifications. 

AU applications for initiation ihould be made 
by petition in writing, figned by the applicant^ 
giving an account of his age, quality, occupa^ 
tion, and place of refidence, and that he b de- 
firous of being admitted a member of the fra- 
ternity ; which petition ihould be kept on file 
by the fecretary*

After this petition is read, the candidate mufi 
1)e propofed in form, by a member of the Ibdge^ 
and the propolition feconded by another mem- 
ber : a committee is then appointed to- mak;e 
inquiry relative tq hb charaoet and qualifica^- 
tions. r , 
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Declaration to be (Rented to by a Candidate^ in sm 
adjoining apartmgnt, previous to Initiation. 

" Do you feiioufly declare, upon your hon- 
our, before 'th*efe gentlemen,* that, unbiafled by 
friends, and uninfluenced by mercenary motives, 
you freely and voluntarily offer yourfclf a can- 
didate for the myfteries of mafonry ?** I do. 

^' Do you ferioufly declare, upon your hon- 
our, before thefe gentlemen, that you are 
prompted to folicit the privilege's of mafonry 
by a favourable opinion conceived of the infti«> 
tution, a defire of knowledge, and a iincere wifh 
of being ferviceable to your fellow creatures ?** 
I do. 

" Do you ferioufly declare, upon your honour, 
before thefe gentlemen, that you will cheerfully 
conform to ail the ancient eftabliflied ufages and 
culioms of the fraternity ?" I do, 

* After the above declarations are made, and 
reported to the maftef, he makes it known to 
the k}dge, in manner following, viz* 

*• Brethren, 

" At the requelt of Mr. A. B. he lias been 
propofed and accepted in regujar form ; I there- 
fore recommend him as a proper candidate for, 
the myfteries of mafonry, and worthy to por- 
take of the privileges of the fraternity j and, in 
confequence of a declaration of hk intentions, 
voluntarily made, I believe he will cheerfully 
conform to the rules of the order.** 

If there are then no objedions madcj^ the can- 
didate is introduced in due form.

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CHAPTER vin. 

REMARKS OJV THE FIRST LECTURE. 

< 

VJjL ihall now enter on a difquifition of the 
different fe£Uons of the leftuf es apprppriated to 
the feveral degrees ©f «iafonry, giving a brief 
fummary of the whole, and annexing to every 
remark the particulars to which the fe£tion al- 
ludes. By thefe means the induftrious mafon 
will be inftru€led |n the regular ^urrangement of 
the fei^ons in each lecture, and be enabled with 
•more eafe to acquire a knowledge of the art. 

The firft lefturc of m^onry is divided into 
three fefUons, and ^ach feftion into different 
claufes. Virtue is painted in the moft beautiful 
colours, and the duties of morality are enforced^ 
In it we are taught fucb ufeful leuons as prepare 
the mind for a regular advancement in the prin- 
ciples of knowledge and philofophy. Thefe are 
imprinted on the memory by lively and fenfiblc 
images, to influence our condu6i; in the propev 
dlfcharge of the duties of fodal life. 

THE FIRST SECTION 

In this lefture is fuited to all capacities, and 
*jnay and ought jto be k&own by every perfon 
who ranks as a mafon. It con£lfts of general 
heads, which, thoiigh ihort and limple, carry 
weight with them. They not only ferve as 
marks' of difUnciiion, but communicate ufeful 
and interefiing knowledge^ when they are duly 
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inveftigated. They qualify us to try and exam- 
ine the rights of others to our privileges, while 
they prove ourfelves ; and, as they induce us to 
inquire more minutely into other particulars of 
greater importance, they ferve as an introduc- 
tion to fubjeds more amply explained in the 
following feclions. 

A Prayer ufed at the Initiation (f a Candidate. 

" Vouchfafe thine aid. Almighty Father of the 
Univerfe, to this our prefent convention ; and 
grant that this candidate for mafonry may dedi- 
cate and devote his life to thy fervice, and be- 
come a true and faithful brother among us ! 
Endue him with a competency of thy divine wi£. 
dom, that, bvdhicfccjre^ts of our art, he may be 
better enabled tgdifplay thcTTeauties ofbrotherly 
rdXTTjIreUef, and truth, to the honour of thy holy 
name ! Amen.^* 

It is a duty incumbent on every" mafter of a 
lodge, before the ceremony of initiation takes 
place, to inform the candidate of the purpofe 
and defign of the inftitution; to explain tbt 
nature of his folemn engagements ; and, in a 
manner peculiar to mafons alone, to require his 
cheerful acquiefcence to the duties of morality 
and virtue, and all the facred tenets of the order. 

Towards the clofe of the fedipn is explained 
that peculiar eniign of mafonry, wie lamb-Jkin^ or 
white leather apron^ which is an emblem of inno- 
cence, and the badge of a mafon ^ more ancient 
than the golden fleecie or Roman eagle } more

honourable than the ftar and garter, or any other 
order that could be conferred upon the candi- 
date at the time of his initiation, or at any time 
thereafter, by king^ prince, potentate, or any 
other perfcm, except he be a mafon ; and which 
every one ought to wear with equal pleafure to 
himfelf, and honour to the fraternity. 

This fe^iion clofes with an^explanation of the 
wor.king tools and implelhents of an entered ap« 
prentice, which are, the twenty-four inch gauge^ 
and the common gavel* 

The twentyfour inch gauge is an inftrument 
made ufeof by operative mafons, to meafure and 
lay out their work ; but we, as free and accepted 
mafons, are taught to make ufe o£it for the more 
noble and glorious purpofe of dividing our time. 
Its being divided into twenty-four equal parts is 
emblematical of the twenty-four hours of the 
day, which we are taught to divide into three 
equal parts, whereby we find eight hours for the 
fervice of God and a diftreffed worthy brother ; 
eight hours for our ufual avocations j and eight 
for refrefhment and fleep.* 

The common gavel is an inftrument made ufe 
of by operative mafons, to break oflf the corners 
of rough ftones, the better to fit them for the 
builder's ufe ; but we, as free and accepted ma- 
fons, are taught to make ufe of it for the more 

* *' The most effec^tual expedient employed by Alfred the Great, 
ibr the encouragemeat of learning, was his own example, and the 
constant assiduity with which he employed himself in the pursuit of 
knowledge. He usually divided his time into three equal portions ;' 
one was (employed in sleep and the refection of his body \ another iu 
t|K dispatcfa of bodnt ss ; and a third in study and devotion.^^ 

BxinwU Hiitory of England* 
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noble and glorious purpofe of divefting our 
minds and confcienccs of all the vices and fuper- 
fluities of life, thereby fitting our bodies, as 
living Hones, for that fpiritual building, that 
houfe not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. 



THE S-ECOIfD SECTION 

Rationally accounts for the origin of our hie- 
roglyphical inftrudion, and convinces vis of the 
advantages which will ever accompany a faithful 
obfervance of our duty : it maintains, beyond 
the power of contradiftion, the propriety of our 
rites, while it dcmonftrates to the moft fceptical 
and hefitatlng mindrheir excellency and utility ; 
it illuftrates, at the fame time, ccrt^n particulars, 
of which our ignorance might lejd us into error, 
and which, as mafons, we are indifpenfably bound 
to know. 

To make a daily progrefs in the art, is our 
conftant duty, and exprefsly required by our 
general laws. What end can be more noble 
than the purfuit of virtue ? what motive more 
alluring than the practice of juftice ? or what 
inftruaion more beneficial than an accurate 
elucidation of fynibolical myflieries which tend 
to embellifh and adorn the mind ? Every thing 
that ftrikes the eye more immediately engages 
the attention, and imprints on the memory feri- 
ous and folemn truths : hence mafons, univer- 
ially adopting this method of inculcating the 
tenets of their order by typical figures and alle- 
gorical emblems, prevent their myftcries from 
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defcending into the £simi)iar reach of inattentive 
and unprepared novices, from whom they might 
not receive due veneration. 

Our records inform us, that theufagesand ^ 
cuftoms of mafons have ever correfponded with 
thofe of* the Egyptian philofophers, to which 
they bear a near affinity. Unwilling t© expofe 
their myfteries to vulgar eyes, they concealed 
their particular tenets and principles of polity 
under hieroglyphical figures ; and expreffed their 
notions of government by figns and fymbols, 
which they commynicated to theil: Magi alone, 
who were bound by oath not to reveal thejDti. 
•The Pythagorean fyftem fecms to have been ef- 
tabliflied on a fimilar plan, and many orders of 
a more recent date. Mafonry, however j is not 
only the moll ancient, but the moft moral infl:i- 
tution that ever fubfifted ; every charafter, figure 
and emblem, depided in a lodge, has a moral 
tendency, and inculcates the praSice of virtue. 



The Badge of a ^Mafon. ^ 

Every candidate, at his initiation, is prefentjd 
with a lamb-lkin, or white leather apron. 

The lamb has in alt ages been deemed an em- 
blem of innocence ; he J therefore, who wears the 
^ lamb-fkin as a badge of mafonry, is thereby con- 
tinually reminded of that purity of life and 
Conduct which is effentially neceffary to his 
gaining admifiion into the Celeftial Lodge above, 
where the Supreme Architecl: of the univerfe 
prefides. 
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THE THIRD SECTION 

Explains the nature and- principles of our 
conflitution, and teaches us to difcharge with 
propriety the duties of our refpe^ve itations. 
Here, too, we receive inftrudion relative to the 
form, fupports, covering, furniture, ornaments, 
lights and jewels of a lodge, how it fhould be 
fituated, and to whom dedicated. A. proper at- 
tention is alfo paid to, our ancient and venerable 
patrons. 

Fronj eaft to weft, freemafonry extends ; and 
between the north and fouth, in every dime and 
nation, are mafons to be found* 

Our inftitutioii Is faid to be fupported.by 
wifdom^ Jirength and beauty ; becaufe it is necef- 
fary that there ihould be wifdom to contrive, 
Jirengih to fupport, and beauty to adorn, all great 
and important undertakings. Its dimenfions 
are unlimited, and its covering no leis than the 
canopy of heaven. To this objeA the mafon's 
mind is^ continually dire&ed, and thither he 
hopes at laft to arrive, by the aid of the theo- 
logical ladder, which Jacob, in his vifion, faw 
afcending from earth to heaven ; the three prin- 
cipal rounds of which are denominated faith^ hope^ 
and charity ; and which admonifh us to have 
faith in God, hope in immortality, and charity 
to all mankind. 

Every well governed lodge h furnijhed ^ith 
the Holy Bible, the Square and the Compqfs; the 
Sible points out the path that leads to happinefs, 
and is dedicated to God; the /quare teaches. us 
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to regulate our condud by the principles of mo- 
rality and virtue, and is dedicated to the Majler ; 
the compa/s teaches us to limit our dc;fires in eve- 
ry flat Ion, and is dedicated to the Craft. 

The bible is dedicated to the fervice of God, 
becaufe it is the ineftimable gift of God to man ; 
the fquare to the mafter, becaufe, being the pro- 
per mafonic emblem of bis office, it is conftantly 
to remind him of the duty he owes to the lodge 
over which he is appointed to prefide;; and the 
compafs to the craft, becaufe, by a due attention 
to its ufc, they are taught to regulate their de- 
fires, and keep their pamons wi$hin due bounds. 

The ornamental parts of a lodge, difplayed in 
this feftion, are, the Mofaic pavement^ the indent-^ 
edteffsU and. the hlazing Jiar. The Mofaic pave- 
ment is a r^prefentation of the ground floor of 
king Solomon's temple.; the indented- teffelyXhzt 
beautiful teflelated border, or Ikirting, Which 
furrounded it j and the blazing Jiar in the centre 
is commemorative of the ftar which appeared 
to guide the wife men of the eaft to the place of 
our Saviour's nativity. The Mfifaic pavement is 
emblematic of human life, chequered with good 
and evil ; the beautiful barder which furrounds 
it, thofe blcffings and comforts which furround 
us, and which we hope to obtain by a faithful 
reliance on Divine Providence, which is hiero- 
glyphically teprefented by the blazing ^ar in the 
centre. 

w 

The moveable and immoveabif jewels alfo claim 
our attention in this feftion. 

The rough ajloler^ is a ftone as taken from the 
quarry in its rude and natural Hate. The per- 
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feSl ajhfer is a ft one made ready by the handb of 
the workman to be adjufted by the tools of the 
fellow craft. The treJile4>Qard is for the mafter 
workman to draw his defigns upon. 

By the rou^h ajbler we are reminded of our 
rude and imperfed ftate by nature ; by the fer^ 
fe^ ajhkr^ that ftate of perfeftion at which wc 
hope to arrive, by a virtuous education, our own 
endeavours, and the bleifing of God ; and by the 
trejile-boardy we are reminded, that as the opera- 
tive workman ere6b his temporal building 
agreeably to the rules and defigns laid down by 
' the mafter on his treftle-board, fo ihould we, 
both operative and fpeculative, endeavour to 
ereA our fpiritual building agreeably to the rule$ 
and defigns laid down by the Supreme Archi- 
tcd of the Univerfe, in the book of life, or the 
holy fcriptures, which is our fpiritual treftle** 
board 

By a recurrence to the chapter upon the dedi^ 
cation of lodges, it will be perceived, that aU 
though our ancient brethren dedicated their 
lodges to king Solomon, yet mafons, profefllng 
(hnftianity, dedicate theirs to St. John the Bap*- 
tift, and St. John the Evangelift, who were emir 
nent patrons of mafonry ; and fince their time 
there is reprefented in every regular and well 
governed lodge, a certain -point witffin a circUi ; 
the poini reprefenting a« individual brother, the 
circle reprefenting the boundary line of his duty 
to God and man^ beyond which he is never to 
fufFer his paffions, prejudices or intereft, to betray 
him, on any occafion. This circle is embordered 
by twaperpendicular^ paraU^d lines, reprefentiag 
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St. John the Baptift, and St. John the Erangelul, 
who were perfect parallels in chriftianity as well 
ias *mafonry ; and upon the vertex refis the book 
of Holy Scriptures, which point out the whole 
duty of man. In going round this circle, we 
fieceflarily touch uponthefe two lines, as well as 
upon the Holy Scriptures ; and while a mafon 
keeps himfdf thus circumfcribed, it is impollible 
that he i&ould materially err. 
*' This fe£tion, though the laft in rank, is not 
the lead confideraMe in importance* It flrength- 
cns thofe which precede, and enforces in the 
moil engaging manner a due regard to chair^der 
>nd behaviour^ in public^ as well as in private 
life, in the lodge, as well as in the general com- 
merce of fociety. It forcibly inculcates the moft 
inftrudlive leflbns^ Brotherly love, relief, and 
truths are themes on which we here expatiate. 

Of Brotherly Love. 

By the exercife of brotherly love, we are 
taught to regard the whole human fpecies as one 
family, the high and low, the rich and poor ; 
who, as created by one Almighty Parent, and 
inhabitants of the fame planet, are to aid, fup- 
jport and proted each other. On this principle, 
mafonry unites men of every country, feci and 
opinion, and conciliates true friendfhip^mong 
thofe who might otherwife have remaiOTd at a 
perpetual diftance. 

Of Relief 

To relieve the diftreffed is a duty incumbent 
j&n all toen; but particularly on mafons, who 
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are linked together by an indiflblubk chain oi 
fin<;^re afFe^ion. To foothe the unhappy, to 
fympathize with their misfortunes, to compaC- 
fiotiate their miferies, and to reflore peace to 
their troubled minds, is the grand aim we have 
in view. On this bails wc form our friendfhips, 
and efiablifh our connexions. 

• Of Truth. ^ 

Truth is a divine attribute, and the foundi^ 
tion of every virtue. To bd»good and true, is 
the firft IdTon we are taught in mafonpy. On 
this theme we contemplate, and by its didlates 
endeavour to regulate our conduft ; hence, while 
influenced by this principle,^ hypocrify and de- 
ceit are unknown among us, fincerity and jdain 
dealing diftinguifli us, and the heart and tongue 
join in promoting each other's welfare, and re^- 
joicing in each other's profperity* 

To this illuftratibn fucceeds an explanation of 
the four cardinal virtues — temperance, fortitude, 
prudence ^nd juftice. • ^ 

Temp9ranc4 

Is that due reftraint upon our affeftions and 
paffions, which renders the body tame and gov- 
ernable, and frees the mind from the allurements 
of vice. This virtue fliould be the conftant 
prafti^ of every mafon, as he is thereby taugh): 
to avoid excefs, or contracting any licentiqus or 
vicious habit, the indulgence of* which might 
lead him to difclofe fome of thofe valuable fe- 
crets, which he has ptomifed to conceal and 
never reveal, and which would confcquently 
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fubjeft him to the contempt and dcteftation of 1 
all good mafons. 

Fortitude 

Is that noble and ftcady purpofe of the m\tiSy 

.whereby we are enabled to undergo any pain, 

peril or danger, when prudentially deemed ex- 

' pedient. This virtue ia equally difiant from 

^ lafhnefs and cowardice ; and, like the former, 

Ihould be d^ply imprelled upon the mind of 

•every mafon^ as a fafeguard or fecurity againft 

« any illegal attack that may be made, by iforce of 

otherwife, to extort from him any of thofe fe- 

crets with which he has been fo folemnly en- 

trufted, and which was emblematically repre- 

fen ted upon his firft admiffion into the lodge. 

Prudence 

Teaches us to regulate our lives and ac^ioni 
agreeably to the di<?lates of reafon, and is that 
habit by which we wifely judge, and pruden- 
tially determine, on all things relative to our 
prefent as well as to our future happinefs« This 
virtue fliould lie the peculiar charaftcriftic of 
every mafon, not only, for the government of 
his conduct while in theiodge^ but alfo when 
abroad in the world ^ it fhould"be particularly 
attended to. in ^11 flrange and mixed conipanies, 
never to let fall the leaft fign, token or word, 
whereby the fccrets of mafonry might be unlaw- 
ftilly obtained., 

jHfiice ■ 

Is that ftandard, or boundary, of right, which? 
. enables ue to render to every man his juft due^ 

4* ' 
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without diftin^tion. This virtue is ^ot ovlf 
confiftent with divine and human laws, but is 
the very cement and fupport of civil fociety ; 
and, as jufiice in a. great meafure confiitutes the 
real good man, fo ihould it be the invariable 
pradice of everv mafon never to deviate from 
the minuteft prmciples thereof. 

The illuftration of thcfe virtues is accompani*- 
td with fome general obfervations peculiar to 
mafons.- • ^ 

Such is the arrangement of the different fcc- 
tions in the firft lefture, which, with the forms • 
adopted at the opening and doling of a lodge, 
comprehends the whole of the firft degree of 
mafbnry. .This plari^has the advantage of regu- 
larity f o recommend it^ the fupport of precedent 
and authority, and the fandion and refpefl 
which flow from antiquity. The whole is a 
regular fyftem of morality, conceived in a ftrain 
of interefting allegory, which muft unfold it* 
beauties to the candid and induftrious inquirer* 

Charge at hUiation into the Firji Degree. 

•" Brother, ^ 

f* As you ar^^jTKrtr introduced into the firft 
principles jDfinafoqry, I congratulate you on be- 
ina; ap^pted into this ancient and honourable 
ordler f ancient, as having fubfifted from time 
imiuemorial ; and honourable, as tending, in 
ev^ry -particular j fo to render all men who will 
be conformable to its precepts. No inftitutiori 
"was ever raifed on a better principle, or more 
folid foundation 3 nor were ever moi*e excellent 
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rules and ufefiil maxims laid down, than are 
inculcated in the feveral mafonic ledures. The 
greeted and beft of men in all ages have beea 
eocouragers and promoters of the art, and have 
never deemed it derogatory from their dignity, 
to level themfelves with the fraternity, extend 
their privileges, and patronife their aflemblies* 

*' There are three great duties, which, as a ma- 
fon„you are charged to inculcate — to God>.your 
neighbour, and yburfelf^ To God, in never 
.mentioning his name, but with that reverential 
awe which is due from a creature to This Crea- 
tor ; to implore his aid in all your laudable un- 
dertakings, and to efteem him as the chief good : 
to your neighbour, in afting upon the fquare, 
and doing unto him as you wifii he fhould do 
unto you : and to yourfelf, ,ip avoiding all ir-: 
regularity and intemperance, whi(?h may impair 
your faculties, or debafe the dignity of your 
profeffion- A zealous attachment to thefe du- 
ties will enfure public and private efteem. 

** In the ftate, you are to be a quiet and peace- 
ful fubjeft, true to your government, and juft 
to your country ; you are not to countenance 
difloyalty or rebellion, but patiently fubmit to 
legal authority, and conform with cheerfulnefs 
to the government of the country in which you 
live. 

** In your outward demcan9ur be'particularly 
careful to avoid cenfu re or reproach. Let not 
intereft, favour, or prejudice, bias your integri- 
ty, or influence you to be guilty pf .a dilhonour- 
able aftion. Although your frequent appear- 
ance at our regular meetings is carneftly foUcit- 
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ed, yet it is not meant that mafonry {hould 
interfere with your neceflary vocations ; for 
thefe are on no account to be negleded j nei* 
thcr are you to fuffcr your zeal for the infti- 
tution to lead you into argument with thofb 
who^ through ignorance, may ridicule it. At 
your leifure hours, that you may improve in 
mafonic knowledge, you arc to converfe with 
WeM informed brethren, who will be always as 
ready te give, as you will be ready to receive, 
inflru&ion. 

** Finally : keep facred and inviolable the myf- 
teries of the order ,^ as thefe are to difiinguiih 
you from the reft of the community, and mark 
your confequence among mafons. If, in the 
circle of your acquaintance, you find a peifon 
defirous of being initiated into mafonry, be par^ 
tieularly attentive not to recommend him, unlef& 
you arc convinced he will conform to our rules ;. 
that the honour, glory and reputation of the 
inftitution may be firmly eftabliflied, and the 
world at large convinced of its good effefts/* 



CHAPTER IX. 

REMARKS OJV THE SECOND DEGREE. 

Masonry is a progreffive fcience, and is dU 
vided into two difierent claffcs or degrees, for 
the more regular advancenient in the knowledge 
of its myfteries. According to the progrefs we 
make, we limit or extend our inquiries y and ia. 
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proportion to our capacity, we attain to a Icfs 
or greater degree of perfeftion. 

Mafonry includes within its circle almoft eve- 
ry branch of polite learning. "Wnder the veil 
of its myfteries is comprehended -a regular fyf- 
tem of fcience. Many of its illuftrations^ to the 
confined genius, may appear unimportant ; but 
the man of more enlarged faculties will peircq^ve 
them to be, in the highefi degree, ufeful and 
interefting. To pleafe. the accompUjhed fcho^ 
lar, and ingenious artifi, mafonry is* wifely plan- 
ned ; and m the inveftigation of its latent docT 
trines, the philofopher and mathematician may 
experience equal delight and fktisfadion. 

Tg exhauft the various fubjefls of which it 
treats, would tranfcehd the powers of the bright- 
eft genius ; ftill, however, nearer approaches to 
peri^dion may be made, and the nian of wif- 
dom will not check the progrefs of his abilities, 
though the taft; he attempts may at firft feem 
infurmountable. Perfeverance and ^application 
remove each difficulty as it occurs ; every ftep 
he advances, new pleafures open to his view, 
and inftru Aion of the nobleft kind ' attends his 
refearches. In the diligent purfuit of know- 
ledge, the intelledual faculties are employed in 
promoting the glory of God, and the good of 
man. 

The firft degree is well calculated to enforce 
the duties of morality, and imprint on the me- 
mory the nobleft principles which can adorn the 
human mind. It is therefore the beft introduc- 
tion to th<r fecond degree, which not only ex- 
tends the fame plan, but comprehends a more 
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diifufive fyftcm of knowledge: Hferc prajfticc 
and theory join, in qualifying the induftrious 
mafon to (hare the pleafures which an advance- 
ment in the aft muft neceffarily afford. Liften- 
ing with attention to the wife opinions of expe- 
rienced craftfmen on important fubjeAs, he 
gradually familiarizes his mind to ufeful inftruc- 
tioD, ^nd is foon enabled to invefiigate truths 
oftheutmoft concern in the general tranikc- 
tions of life. ^ 

From this fyftem proceeds a rational amufe- 
mcnt ; while the mental powers arc fully em- 
ployed, the judgment is properly exercifed; a 
fpirit of emulation prevails ; and all are indu- 
ced to vie, who Ihall moft excel in promoting 
the valuable rules of the iif1^itut;on« 

,THE riRST SECTION 

Of the fecond degree accurately ducidates the 
mode of introduction into that particular chfs ; 
and inftrufts the diligent craftfman how to pro- 
ceed in. the proper arrangement of the ceremo- 
nies ufed on the occafion. It qualifies him to 
judge of their importance, and convinces him of 
the neceflity of ftriftly adhering to every ef- 
tablifhed ufage of the order. Here he is en- 
trufted with particular tefts, to enable him to 
prove his title to the privileges of this degree, 
while fatisfaftory reaforts arc given for their 
c^igin. Many duties, which cement in the firm- 
eft utiion well informed brethren, are illuft rated 
in this feiflion ; and an opportunity is given to 
make fuch advances in mafonry as Will always 
difiiigiiiih the abilities of thofe ^rt^ho h&ve acrir- 



^ at prd^io^nt. Tl^c. knpwlcd|p8 of thk fee* 
tion is abfQlutely neceffary for all craftfmen ; 
and a^ it recapitulates the oereuiony pf iaitia- 
tipH) and contains many other important parti* 
culars, no officer or member of a lodge ihould 
be. unacquainted vnAx it. 

The plftmpf fquarey and lev^h thofc noble and 
tifeful implementisi of a fellow craft, are here in* 
troduced and moralised, and fcjrvq as:i|,conftant 
adn^onition to the prad:lce of virtue and mo^ 
rality. 

The plumb is an inftrupient .made.ufe of by 
operative maipna, to raife perpendiculars; the 
fqmre^ to fquare their work ; and the levels to 
lay hprizp^talsj but we» as free, and accepted 
mafons, ar^ taught to mak^ ufe of them for 
more noble and glorious purpofes : the plumb 
admoniihes us to walk uprightly in our feveral 
fiations b^^fore God and man, fquaring our ac- 
tions by the fquare of virtue, and remembering 
that we are travelling upon the /fi^/ of time, to 
^' that undifcovered country, from whofe bourne 
no traveller returns." 

THE SECOND SECTION 

Of this degree has recourfe to the origin of 
the inflitytion, and views mafonry under two 
denominations, operative and fpeculati ve. Thdfe 
are feparately confidered, and the principles on 
which both are founded particularly explained. 
Their affinity is pointed out by aUegorkal figures, 
^nd typical reprefentations. The period fiipu. 
lated for rewarding merit isiixed, andJthe inimi- 
table. OK^al to whkh that circuoiilance alludes is 
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explained ; the creation of the world is deftrib* 
ed, and many particulars recited, all of which 
have been carefuUy preferred among mafons, 
and tranfmitted from one age to another, by 
oral tradition. 

Circumftances of ^reat importance to the fra-^ 
ternity are here particularized, and many tradi* 
tional tenets and cufioms confirmed by facred 
and profane record. The cdeftial and terreftrial 
globes are confidered ; and here the accomplifhed 
gentleman may difplay his talents to advantage, 
in thev^idcidation of the Orders of Architeflurej 
the Sen/a of human nature, and the liberal Arts 
and Sciences^ which are Severally clafied in a regu^ 
lar arrangement* In fliort, this fedion contains a 
ftore of valuable knowledge, founded on reafon 
and facred record, both entertaining and inftruc- 
tive. 

Mafonry is confidered under two denomina- 
tions ; operative ^ndfpeculative. 

Operative Mafonry. 

By operative mafonry we allude to a proper 
application of the ufeful rules of architecture, 
whence a ftrudure wiU derive figure, ftf ength, 
and beauty, and whence will rcfult a due propor- 
tion and a juft correipopdence in all its parts. It 
f urniihes us with dw^^Uings, and convenient ihel- 
ters from the vtciffitudes and inclemencies of 
the feafons ; and while it difplays the effefts of 
human wifdom, as well in the choice as in the 
arrangement of the fundry materials of which 
an edifice is compofed, it demonfirates that a 
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fiind of fcience and induflry Is imphnted in man i 
for the beit, moft falutary, and beneficent pur- 
pofes. 

*• • 

Spemlathe Ma/onry. 

By fpeculative mafonry^we learn to fubduc 
the paffions, aA upon the fquare, keep a tongue 
of good report, maintain fecrccy, and praftifc 
charity. It 'is fo fer interwoven with rcKgion, 
as to lay us under obligations to pay that ration* 
al homage to the Deity, which at once confti- 
tutes our duty and our happineis. It leads the 
qontemplative to view with reverence and admi- 
ration the glorious works of the creation, and 
infpires him with the moft exalted ideas of the 
perfedtions of his divine Creator. 

In fix days God created the heavens and the 
earth, and refted upon the feventh day j the fev- 
enth, therefore, our ancient brethren conlecrated 
as a day of reft from their labours, thereby en- 
joying frequent opportunities to contemplate 
the glorious works of the creation, and to adore . 
their great Creator. 

The dodrine of the fpheres is included in the 
* ^fcience of aftronomy, and particularly confidered 
in this fedion^ 

Ofth€ GLOBES. 

The globes are two artificial ipherics^I bodies^ 
on the convex furface of which are repr^iented 
the countries, feas, and various pjirts of the earth, 
the face of the heavens, the planetary rcvolutioti^, 
and other particvlars.

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i THe f^here, with the parts of the earth deline- 

ated on its furface, is called the terreftrial globe j 
and that, with the conftellations, and other 
heavenly bodies^ the celelijial globe. 

The Ujlf of the Ghbes.^ 

Their principal ufe, befide ferving as maps to 
diftinguifii the outward parts of the earth, and 
the fituation of the fixed ftars, is to iUuftrate 
and explain the phenomena . arifing from the 
annual revolution, and the diurnal rotation, of 
the earth found its own axis. They are the 
nobleil infiruments for improving the mind, 
and giving it the moil diftin£l idea of any pro- 
blem or propofition, as well as enabling it to 
folve the fame. Contemplating thefe bodies, we 
are infpired with a due reverence for the Deity 
and his workt, and are induced to encourage 
the ftudies of aftronomy^ geography, navigation, 
and the arts dependent on them, by which fo- 
ciety has been fo much b^iiefited. 

The orders of archite<Elurc come under con- 
fideration in this fedion ; a brief defer iption of 
them may therefore not be improper. 

(^ ORDER /« ARCHITECITJRE. 

By order in architefture, is meant a fyftem of 
all the members, proportions and ornaments of 
columns and pilafters ; or, it i» a regular^ ar- 
rangement of tjie projeding parts of a building, 
which, united with thofe of a column, fprm a 
hcautiful, pet-fed and cosmpletc whole. ^ 
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Of its Antiquity^ 

From the firft fprmation of focicty, order in 
architefture may be traced. When the rigour 
of feafons obliged men to contrive fheltcr from 
the inclemency of the weather, we learn that 
they firft planted trees on end, and then laid 
others acrofs, to fupport a covering* The 
bands, which connected thofe trees at top and 
bottom, are faid to have given rife to the idea 
of the bafe and capital of pillars ; and from this^ 
fimple hint originally proceeded the mpre im- 
proved art of architedure. 

The five orders are thus clailed : the Tufcan^ 
Doric, Ionic, Corinthian, and Gompofite. 

i> 
TheTufean 

• 

Is the moft fimple and folid of the five orders*. 
It was invented in Tufcany, whence it derives 
its name. Its column is ieven diameters high ; 
and its capital, bafe and entablature have but 
few mouldings. The fimplicity of the ciHiftruc- 
tion of this column renders u eligible where 
ornament would be, fuperfluous. 

The Doricy 

Which is plain and natural, is the moft an* 
cient, and was invented by the Greeks. Its 
column is dght diameters high, and has fddom 
any ornaments on bafe or capital, except mould- 
ings ; though the frieze is difiinguilhed by tri- 
glyphs and metopes, and triglyphs compole tha 
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ornaments of the frieze* The folid compofitiait , 
of this order gives it a preference, in ftruclures 
where ftrengtn and noble fimplicity arc chiefly 
' reqtiired. ' " , 

The Doric is the bcft proportioned of all the 
orders. The fevcral parts, of which it is com* 
pofed^ ire founded on the natural pofition of 
folid bodies. In itd firft invention it was mor^ 
fimpk than in its prefent flate. In after times, 
when it began to be adorned, it gained the name 
of Doric J for when it was conftruded in its 
primitive and fimple form, the name of TiiicanT 
w;is conferred on it. Hence the Tufcan pre-; 
cedes the Doric in rank, on account of its rc^"^ 
Ambiance to that pillar in its original ftatew 

« The lonic^ 

Bears a kind of mean proportion between the , 
more folid and delicate orders* Its column i^ 
nine diameters high ; its capital is s^dol-ned with 
volutes, audits cornice has dentals. Therein 
both dclic«cy and ingenuity difplayed in thli 
pillar J th6 invention of which is attributed to 
the lohians, as the famous temple of Diana at 
Ephefus was of this order. It is faid to have^ 

V been formed after the model of an* agreeable 
young woman, of an elegant fliape, dreffed ia 
her hair ; as a contraft to the Doric order, 

- which was formed after that of a ftrong,'robuft 
man. 

The Corinthian^ 

• 

The richeft of th^ five orders^ is deemed a 
mafterpicce of art. Its colun^ is ten diameters * 
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highland its capital is adorned i^ith two rows 
of l^ves, and eight volutes, which fufiain the 
abacus. The frieze is ornamented with curious 
devices, the cornice with dentals and tnodillions. 
' This order is ufed in flately and fuperb ifruc- 
fures. It:.\vas invented at Corinth, bv Callima- 
chus, who is faid to have taken the hint of the 
capital of this pillar from the following remark- 
able circumftance : — Accidentally paffing by the 
tomb of a yqung liidy, he perceived a balket gf 
toys, covered witlva tile, placed ©V4?r an acan- 
thus root^ Having been left there by her .nurfe. 
As the branches grew up, they encompaffed the 
Balket, tillj arriving at the' tile, they met with 
an obftruftiori, and bent downwards. Calli-^ 
machus, ftnick with the obfeft, fet about imita* 
ting the figure : the vale (jf the capital he made 
.to reprefent the balket; the abacus the tile ^ 
9»d tne vblyf^Jtlie bending leaves* 

' ^Thei Compojiie 

Is compounded of the. other orders^, and was. 
contrived by the Romans. Its capital has the 
two row?' of leaves of the Corinthiaa, and the 
volutesibfth^ Ionic. Its column has the quar- 
ter-round, as the Tufcan 4rid Doric order ; is 
ten diameters high, and its cornice has dentals, 
orjSmple modillions. Tlfls pillar is generally 
found in.bn^ildings where ftrength, elegance and: 
beauty are di^layed. 

Of the Inventhn ofOrderHn Archiiediurt. 

The ancient and ori^nal orders of architec- 
<^iire, revened by mafons, are no more thanr 
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three, the Doric, Ionic and Corimthjak, 
which were invented by the Greeks. To thdG? 
the Romans have added two : the Tufcan, which 
they made plainer than the Doric; and the 
Compofite, which was more ornamental, if not 
more beautiful, than the Corinthian. The firft 
three orders alone, however, fliew, invention and 
particular character, and effentially diflFer from 
each other; the two others have nothing but 
what is borrowed, and differ only accidentally ; 
the Tufcan is the Doric in it^earlieft ftate ; and 
the Compofite is the Corinthian, enriched with 
the Ionic. To the Greeks, therefore, and not to 
the Romans, we are indebted for what is greats 
judiciots and diftind in architefture. 

Of the FIVE SENSES of Human Mature. 

An analyfis of « the human faculties is ne±l 
given in this feclion, in which the five external 
ienfes particularly claim attention ; thefe are, 
J^earing, feeing, feeling, fmelling and tailing. 

Hearing 

Is that fenfe by which wie diftinguifh founds, 
and are capable of enjoying all the agreeable 
charms of mufic. Bij it- we are enabled to en- 
joy the pleafures of fociety, and reciprocally to 
communicate to each other our thoughts and 
intentions, auf purpofesand defires ; while thus 
our reafon ii^ capable of exerting its utmoft pow- 
er and energy. ^ • 

The wife and beneficent Author of Nature 
intended, by the formation of this lenle> that 



We fliould be focial creatures, and receive the 
greateft and moft in>portant part of our know* 
ledge by the information of others. For thefe 
purpofes we are endowed with hearing, that by 
a proper exertion of our rational powers, our 
happinefs may be complete^ t 

Seeing 

Is that fenfe by which we diftingutfb objefts, 
and in an inftant of time,, without change of 
j)lace or fituation, view armies in battle array, 
figures of the moft ftately ftru^lures, and all the 
agreeable variety difplayed in the laridfcape of 
nature. By this fenfe we find our way in the 
pathlefs ocean, traverfe the globe of earth, de-i 
termine its figure and-dimenfions, and delineate 
any region or quarter of it. By it we meafure 
the planetary orbs, and make new difcoveries in 
the fphere of the fixed ftara. Nay, more : by 
it we perceive the tempers and difpofitions, the 
paflions and affedions of our fellow creatures^ 
when they wiih moil to conceal them ; fo that^ 
though the tongue may be taught to lie and 
diifemble, the countenance womd difplay the 
hypocrify to the difcerning eye. In fine, the 
rays of light, which adminifter to this fenfe, are 
the mofi: aftonifhing parts of the animated crea- 
tion, and render uie eye a peculiar objed of 
"^ admiration. 

0f all the faculties, fight is the noblefi. The 
ftrufture of the eye, and its appurtenances, evin- 
ces' the admirable contrivance of nature for per- 
forming all its various external and internal 
motions f while the variety difplayed in the 
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eyes of different animals, fuited to their feveral 
ways of life, clearly demonftrates this organ to 
be the mafierpiece of nature's work. 

Feeling 

Is tlftt fenfe by which we didinguiih the dif. 
ferent qualities of bodies } fuch as heat and cold, 
hardne^ and foftneis, roughnefs and fmooth* 
nefs, figure, folidity, motion, and extenfion. 

Thefc three fenfes, Hearings Seeing and Feelings 
are deemed peculiarly effential among maf<>ii5» ^ 

Smelling 

Is that fenfe by which we (tiftinguifli odours, 
the various kinds of which convey difierent inri- 
preifions to the mind. Animal and vegetable 
bodies, and indeed ihoft other bodies, while ex- 
pofed to the air,, continually fend forth effluvia 
of vaft fubtilty, as well in the .ftate of life and 
growth, as in the ftate of ferqientation and po« 
trefaction. Thefe effluvia, being drawn into the 
noftrils along with the air, are the means by 
which all bodies are fmelled. Hence it is evi- 
dent, that there is a manifeft appearance of de- 
fign in the great Creator's having planted the 
organ of fmell in the infide of that canal, through, 
which the air continually paiTes in refpiration* 

Tafiing 

Enables us to make a proper diftinAion in the 
choice of our food. The organ of this fenfe . 
guards the entrance of the alimentary canal, a& 
that of fmelling guards the entrance of the ca- 
nal for refpiration. From the fituation of botii 



tkefe orgaii»,4t is. plain tfiat t&ey were intepd€4 
by nature to diftinguifh wholefome food from 
that which is naufeous. Every thing that enters 
into. the ftomach muft undergo the fcrutiny of 
tafiinjg ; and by it wc are aipable of difcerning 
the changes vhich the fame body undergoes in 
the different compofitions of art, cookery^ chem* 
iftry , pharmacy, &c* 

Smelling and tailing are infeparably connect* 
ed } and it is by the unnatural kind of life men 
commonlv lead in fociety, that thcfe fenfes arc 
gendered lefs fit to perform their natural offices. 

On the mind all our knowledge muft depend : 
what, therefore, can be a more proper fubjeft 
for the inyeftigation of mafoiis ?- By anatomi* 
cal diffe^ion^ and obfbrvation, we become ac- 
quainted with the body } but it is by the anato- 
my c^ the mind alone we difcover its powers 
and principles. 

To fum up the whole of this tranfcendent 
meafure of God's bounty to n^n, we ihall add, 
thatnnemory, imagination, tafte, reafoning, mor« 
al perception, and all the aftive powers of the 
fdu), prefent a vaft and boundlefs field for phi- 
lofophical difquifition, which far exceeds human 
inquiry, and are peculiar myfteries, known only 
to nature and to nature's God, to whom we and 
all are indebted for creation, prefervation, and 
every bleflSng we enjoy. 

Of the Seven Liberal ARTS a«rf. SCIENCES. 

The feven libersil Arts and Sciekcis are 
H^TLk illuftrat^d in this feftion : it may not there- 
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fore be improper to infert here a ihort cxfhm^ 
tion of them. 

Grammar 

Teacher the proper arraogement of words, ac-* 
cording to the idiom or diakd of any particular 
people ; and that excellency of pronunciation, 
which enables us to fpeak or write a language 
with accuracy, agreeably to reafoh and cprrcA 
ufage. 

Rhetoric 

Teaches us to fpeak copioufly and fluently on 
any fubjeft, not merely with propriety, but 
with all the advantages of force and elegance % 
wifely contriving to captivate the hearer by. 
ftrength of argument and beauty of expreflion, 
whether it be to entreat or exhort, to admoniih 
or applaud. 

Logic 

Teaches tis to ^uide our reafon difcrctioi^jdly 
in^ the general knowledge of things, and dire6U 
01^ inquiries after truth. It confifts of a regu« 
lar tt:ain of argument, whence we infer, deduce^ 
and conclude, according to certain premifes laid 
down, admitted, or granted ; and in it are em- 
ployed the faculties of conceiving, judging, rca-- 
loning, and difpofing ; all of which are naturally 
led on from one ^adation to another, till the 
point io queftioB is finaUy determined* 

' ^ Arithmetic 

Teaches the powers and properties of num- 
bers, which b varioully e&ded^ by letters^ 
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tabksy figures, and idftruments. ^^ this art, 
reafons and demonfirations are eiven, for findin^^ 
out any certain number, whole relation or zm* 

nity to another is already known or difcovered* 

• 

Geomsiry 

Treats of the powers and properties of magni« 
tudes in general, where length, breadth, and 
thicknefs, are confidered, from a point to a line^ 
from a line to zfuperficies^ and from a fuperficies 
to zfolid. 

A point is a dimenfionleis figure ; or an indi- 
vifible part of fpace. 

A //;2^is a point continued^anda figure of one 
capacity, namely, length. ^ 

A fuperficies is a figure of two dimenfions, 
namely, length and breadth. / 

A /olid is a figure of three dimenfions, namely, 
lengthy breadth^ and thicknefs. 

Of the Advantages of Geometry * 

By this fcience, the archited is enabled to con- 
ftrud: his plans, and execute his defigns ; the 
general to arrange his foldiers ; the engineer to 
mark out ground for encampments ; the geo- 
grapher to give us the dimenfions of the world, 
'and all things therein contained, to delineate the 
extent of feas, and fpecify the divifions of em- 
pires, kingdoms and provinces ; by it, alfo, the 
aftronomer is enabled to make his obfervations, 
and to fix the duration of times and feafons, 
years and cycles* In fine, geometry is the foun- 
dation of architedurc) and the root of the ma- 
?thematics. -

M&fic 

Teaches the art of forming concords, (p as te 
compofe dettghtful harmony, by a mathematical 
and proportional arrangement of acute, grave 
and mixed founds. This, art, by a feries of ex- 
periments, is reduced to a demon((rative Koeace, 
with refp^ to tones, and the intervals of fdtmd. 
It inquires into the nature of concords and difl 
cords, and enables us to find out the proportion 
between them by numbers. 

Aftronemy 

Is that divine art, by which we are taught to 
read the wifdom, ftrength and beauty of the Al- 
mighty Creiator, in thofe facred pages, the cele£> 
tial hemifphere. Aififled by aftronomy, we caa 
pbferve the motions, meafure the diflances, com- 
prehend the magnitudes, and calculate the peri- 
ods and edip&s of the heavenly bodies. By it 
we learn the ufe of the globes, the fyftem of the 
world, and the preliminary law of nature. 
♦ While we are employed in the ftudy of this fci- 
cnce, we mufl perceive unparalleled inftances of 
wifdom and goodnefs, and, through the whole 
creation,trace the glorious Author by his works* 

Cf the Moral Advantages of Geomhry^ 

"" From this theme we proceed to illuftrat? the 
moral advantages of Geometry ; a fubje<5t on 
which the following obfervations may not be 
unacceptable. 

Geonietry, the firft and nobleft of fciences, is 
the bs^fis on which the fuperftrudkure of mafonrj 
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is ereded. By geometry, we raay curioufl;f 
trace nature, through her various windings, to 
her moft concealed receffes. By it, we difcover 
the pow:er, the wifiiona, and thegoodnefs of the 
Grand Artificer of the Univcrfe, ajad view with 
delight -the propOTtions which conneft this vaft 
^ maonne. By it, we difcover how the planets 
move in their different orbits, and drtnonftratc 
their various revolutions. By it, we account 
for the return of feafons, and the variety of 
fcents which each feafon'^difplays to the difcern* 
ing eye. - Numberleis worlds are around us, all 
framed by the fame Divine Artift, which roll 
through the vaft expanfe, and ^x^ ail conducted 
by the fame uiierring law of nature. 

A furvey of nattire, and the obfervation of 
her beautiful' proportions, firft determined man 
to imitate the divine plan, and ftudy fymmetry 
and order. This gave rifci^to foci«ties, and birth 
to every ufeful art^ The arx^hiteft began to de- 
fign ; and the plans which/he laid dowi^, being 
improved by experience and time^ have produced 
works yhich are the admiration of every age. 

The lapfe of ^ime, the ruthlcfs hand of igno- 
rance, and the devaflations of War, have laid 
wafte and deftroyed many valuable monuments 
of antiquity, on which the utmoft exertions of 
human genius have been employed. Evfen the 
Temple of Solomon, fo fpacious and magnificent, 
and conftruded by fo many celebrated artifts, 
efcaped not the unfpafing ravages of barbarous 
force; Freemafonry, notwithuanding, has ftill 
furvived. The aitenfhe ear receives the found 
from the infiru^live Ungtky and the myfterles of 
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mafonry are fafdy lodged in tlie repoficotf o£ 
faithful breads* Took and implemenU of archi* 
tenure are feleded by the fraternij:y» to imp^rist 
on the memory wife and ferious truths; and 
thus, through a fucceffion of ages, are tranfeiit- 
ted unimpaired the excellent tenets of our infii* 
tution. 

Thus end the two ieAions of the fecond lee* 
ture ; which, with the ceremony ufed at opening 
and clofins the lodge^ comprehend the whole of 
the fecond degree of mafonry^ This lefture 
contains a regular fyftem of fcience, demonftra- 
ted on the cleared principles, and efiablilhed on 
the firmeft foundation* ^

^' Being advanced to the iea>nd degree of nia« 
fonry, we congratulate you on your preferments 
The internal, and not the external, qualifications 
of a man, are what mafonry regards. As you 
increafC' in knowledge, you wSl improve in 
fecial intercpurfe. 

^' It is imneceflkry to recapitulate the duties 
•which, as i, mafon, you are bound to difcharge ; 
or enlarge on the neceflity of a ftriA adherence 
tto them, as your own experience muft have et 
tablHhed their value. 

"Out laws and regulations you are ftrenu- 
oufly to fiipport ; and be always ready to affift 
in feeing them duly executed You are not to 
palliate, or aggravate, the offences of your breth- 
ren ; but in the decifioa of every trelpafii 
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sgaifift our roles, yotir are to judge witk -can* 
dour, admonilh with fiiendfhip, and reprehend 
withjuftke. 

*' The ftudy of the Kberal arts, that valuable 
branch of education, which tends fo efFeAually 
to poliih and adorn the mind, is earaeftly recom- 
mended to your ' eoniideration ; efpecially the 
fcience of geometry, which is eftaUiflied. as the 
bafis of our art. Geometry, or mafonry, origi- 
nally fynbnimous terms, being of a divine and 
moral nature, is enriched with the moft ufeful 
knowledge : while it proves the wonderful {h-o* 
perties of nature^ it demonftrates the more 
important truths of moraUty. 

^^ Tour pall behavidur and regular deportment 
have merited the honour which we have now 
conferred ; and in y oi^r new charader it is ex« 
peAed that you will conform to the principles of 
the order, by fieadily perfevering in the practice 
of every commeiidabte virtue. 

^* Such is the nature of your engagements as

CHAPTER I. 

RijmilKS OA- THE THIRD BEGREMt. 

From this cla(s the rulers of regulaf bodies of 
tnafons, in the firft three degrees, are felefted ; 
as , it is only from thofe, who are oapable of 
giving infirudioQ, that we can properly expert 
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to receive it. The leAure of this degree, coa* 
fidered feparately from the duties and ceremoniet 
appertaining to the degree of prefiding cmt paft 
snafTer, is divided into three fedions. 

THE FIRST SECTION. 

The ceremony of initiation into the third de- 
gree is particularly fpecified in this branch of the- 
le^ur?, and here many other ufeful inftrudions 
are given. 

Such is the importance of this feftion, that 
we may . fafely declare, that the perfon who is 
unacquainted with it is ill qualified to ad as z 
ruler or governor of the work. 

The- following ps^age of fcripture i^ intror 
duced during the ceremonies. ^ • 

ECCL£RIAST£8 Xli. 1—7. 

" Remember now thy Creator in the days of 
thy youth, while the evil days, come not, nor 
the years draw nigh, when thou Ihalt fay, I 
have no pleafure in them ; Whitd the fun, or the 
light, or the moon, or the fiars, be not darkened^ 
nor th^ clouds Teturn after the rain : io the day 
when the keepers of the houfe ihall tremble, and 
the ftrong men fiiall bow^themfel^es, and the 
•grinders ceafe becaufe they are fpw, and thofe 
.that loc(k out of the windows be darkened, and 
the doors Ihall be fhut in the ftreets, when the 
ibund of-'the grinding is low, and he ihall rife 
up at the voice of the bird, and all the daughters 
€xf mufic fliall be brought low. Alfo when they 
ihall be afraid of that whicfi is high, and fear^ 
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&dl be la the way, and the almond tree fhaU 
flourifh, and the grafhopper ihali be a burden, 
and defire ihall faU : becaufe man goeth to hi« 
long home, and t^ie mourners go about the 
ilreets : or ever the filver cord be loofed, or the 
golden bowl be broken, or the pitdier be broken, 
at the fountain, or the wheel broken at the cif- 
tern. Then fliall the duft return to the earth 
as it was ; and the fpirit fhali return unto God 
who gave iti" 

The working took of a mafter mafon, which 
are illuftrated in this fe^lion, are all the imple- 
ments of mafonry indifcriminately, but mor^ 
efpedally the trowel. 

The TRow£L is an inftrument made ufe of by 
operative mafons, to fpread the cement which 
unites a building into x>ne common mafs ; but 
.we, as free and accepted mafons, are taught to 
make ufe of it for the. more noble and glorious 
purpofe of fpreading the cement of brotherly love 
and affedion ; that cement which unites us into 
one facred band, or fociety of friends and bro*.

inculcates many ufeftfl leubns, to extend know- 
lcdge> and promote virtue. 

i#._*Iiis tai-anch of the leAure, many: particulars 
r«Hf\ve to kip'g Solomon's temple are confijjcred* 
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The confinidioa of this grand edifice was at- 
tended with twp remarkable circumftances* 
From Jofephus we learn, that although fevcn 
years were occupied in building it, yet during 
the whole term it rained not in the day time^ 
that the workmen might not be obfiruAed in 
their labour : and froin facred hiftory it appears, 
that there was neither the found of the hammer, 
nor axe, nor any tool of iron, heard in the houfe, 
\yhile it was building. 

This famous fabric was fupported by fourteen 
hundred and fifty-three columns^ and two thou- 
fand nine hundred and fix pilafters ; all hewn 
from the fined Parian marble. There wei:e em- 
ployed in its building three grand matters j three 
tl^ufand -and three hundred mailers, or over- 
feers of the work; eighty thoufand fellow crafts ; 
and^ feventy thoufand entered apprentices, or 
bearers of burthens. All thefe were clafled and 
arranged in fuch a manner by the wifdom of 
Solomon, that neither envy ,^difcord nor confu- 
fion, were fuffered to interrupt that univerfal 
peace and jtranquillity which pervaded the world 
at t^is important period. 

The pQi oflncenfe • \ 

Is an emblem of a pure heart, whieh is always 
an acceptable facrifice to the Deity ; and, a&4Us 
glows with fervent heaf, fo fliould oup^ hearts 
continually glow with gratitude to tdie great 
and beneficent Author of our exiftence, for the ^^ 
manifold blefiings and comforts we enjoy. 
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TTfe Bee-Hive 

Is an emblem of indufiry, and recommends 
the pradice of that yirtue to all created beings, 
from the higheft feraph in heayen, to the low^ 
reptile of the duft* It teaches ns^.that as yn 
came into the world rational and intelligent 
beings, fo we Should ever be indufirious ones ; 
never fitting down contented while our fellow- 
creatures around us are in want, when it is in 
our power to relieve them, without inconve* 
nience to ourfelves. 

When we take a furvey of nature, xfre view 
man, in his infancy, more helplefs and indigent 
than the brutal creation : hi lies languifliing for 
days, months and years, totally incapabk of 
providing fufienance for himfelf, of guarding 
againft the attacks of the wild beafts of the 
field, or ihelt^ring himfelf from the inclemen- 
cies of the weather. 

It might have pleafed the great Creator of 
heaven and earth to have made man independ- 
ent of all other beings ; but, as dependence is 
one. of the ilrongeft bonds of ibciety, mankind

tomb. It teacheii mafons to be general lovers 
of the arts and fiieilces. 

The Hour^Glafs . 

Is an emblem of human life. Behold ! how 
fwiftly the fands run, and how rapidly our lives 
^ are drawing to a dofe. We cannot without 
aftonifhment behead the little particles which 
are contained in this machine, how they pa& 
away almofl: imperceptibly, and yet to our fur- 
prife, in the ibort fpace of an hour, they are all 
exhaufted.

In 
youtlK as entered apprentices, we ought iiiduf- 
triouuy to occupy our minds in the attainment 
of ufeful knowledge: in manhood, as fellow 
crafts^ we ihoiild apply our knowledge to the 
difcharge of our rcfpeftive duties to God, our 
neighbours, and ourielves ; that fo in age, as 
matter mafons^ we may enjoy the happy reflec- 
tions confeqiient^on arwell fpent life, and die in 
•he. hope of a Morions immortality.

«< Your zeal for the inHitution of mafonry, 
the progrefs you have made in the myftery, and 
your conformity to our regulations, have jpoint*

*^ Tou are now bound bf duty, honour and 
gratitude, to be faithful to your truftj to fup- 
port the dignity of your character on every oc- 
cafion } and to enforce, by precept and example, 
obedient tb the tenets of the order. 

" In the charafter of a mafter mafon, you are 
authorized to correct the errors and irregulari- 
ties of your uninformed brethren, and to guard 
them againft a breach of fidelity. To preferve 
the reputation of the fraternity unfullied, muft 
be your conftant care ; and for this purpose it 
is your province to recommend, to your inferi- 
ors, obedience md fubmiflion ; ^to your equals, 
courtcfy and affability ; to your fuperiors, land- 
nefs and condefoeniion. Univerfal benevolence 
you are always to inculcate ; and, by the regu- 
larity of your own behaviour, aftbrd the beft 
example for the conduct of others lefs informed.

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CHAPTER XI. 

REJ\iARKS Ojr TMB FOURTH, OR MARK MASTER 

MASON'S DEGREE. 

This degree of mafonry was not lefs ufeful 
in its original inftitutionj nor has it proved 
lefs beneficial to mankind, than thofe which 
precede it. 

By the influence of this degree, each opera- 
tive mafon, at the eredion of the temple of 
Solomon, was known and diftinguilhed by the 
Senior Grand Warden. 

By its effefts, the diforder and confufion that 
might otherwifc have attended fo immenfe an 
undertaking were completely prevented ; and 
not only the craftfmen themfelves, who were 
eighty thoufand in number, but every part of 
their workmanfhip, was difcriminated with the 
greateft nicety, and the utmoft facility. If de- 
fefts were found in the work, by the help of 
this degree the overfecrs were enabled without 
difficulty to afcertain who was the faulty work- 
man : fo that its deficieiicies might be remedi- 
ed, without injuring the credit, or diminifhifig 
the reward, oi the induflirious and faithful of 
the crafu 

Charge to be read at Opening the Lodge, 

^' Wherefore, brethren, lay afide all malice* 
and guile, and hypocrifies, and envies, and all 
evil fpeakings.

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^* If fo be ye have tafted that the Lord is gra- 
cious, to whom coming as unto a living fione, 
difallowed indeed of men, but chofen of God, 
and precious ; ye alfo^ as living ftones,' be ye 
built up a fpiritual houfe, an hxAy priefihoody to 
coffer up facrifices acceptable to God. 

" Wherefore, alfo, it is contained in the fcrip- 
tures. Behold, I lay in Zion, for a foundation, 
a tried ftone, a precious corner ftone, a fure 
foundation J he that bdieveth Ihall not make 
hafte to pafs it oven Unto you, therefore, 
whidi believe, it is an honour ; and even to 
them which be difobedient, the ftone which the 
builders difallowed, the (ame is made the head 
of the corner. 

** Brethren, this is the will of God, that with 
well doing ye put to filencathe ignorance of fool- 
ifti men. As free, and not ufing your lib r ty for 
a cloak of malicioufnefs, but as the fcrvants of 
God. Honour all men, love the brotherhood, 
fear God.;' 

HEM^iRKS OK THE FOURTH LECTURE. 
THE FIRST SECTION 

Explains the manner of convocating and open- 
ing a mark matter's lodge. It teaches the fla- 
tions and duties of the refpeftive offiders, and 
recapitulates the myftic ceremony of introdu 
cing a candidate. 

In this feftion is exemplified the regularit-j 
and good order that was obferved by the craft £ 
men on. Mount Libanus, and in the plains abc 
quarries of Zeredalhah, and it ends with a beau 
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tiful di^lay of the manner in wMch one of the 
principal events originated, which charaAerizes 
this degree. 

IN THE SECOND SECTION 

The mark matter is particularly inftni<9:ed in 
the origin and hiftory of tfcis degree, and the 
Sndifpenfable obligations iie is imder to ftrctch 
forth his affifting hand to the relief of an in- 
digent and worthy brother, to a certain and 
fpecified extent. 

The progrefs made in architeAure, particu- 
larly in the reign of Solomon, is remarked $ the 
number of artifts employed in building the tem- 
ple of Jerufalem, and the privileges they enjoy- 
ed, are fpecified ; the mode of rewarding merit, 
and of punilhing the guilty, are pointed out ; 
and the matrks of diftin^ion which were con- 
ferred on our ancient brethren, as the rewards 
of excellence, are named. 

In the courfe of the lefture, the* following. 
texts of fcripture are introduced and explained, 
viz. 

'Revs of St. yohrtj ii. i7.-r-To him that ovfer- 
cometh will I give to eat of the hidden manna, 
and will give him a white Jione^ and in the ftone 
a new name written, which no man knoweth, 
faving him that receiveth it. 

2 Chron. ii. 1 6.— And we will cut wood out 
of Lebanon, as much as thou fhalt need ; and 
we will bring it to thee in floats by fea to Jop- 
pa, and thou (halt carry it up to Jerufalem. 

Pfalmj cxviii. 2 a.— The ftone which the build- 
ers refufed is become the head ftone of the 
i corner. 
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MaiU xxi. 42.— Did ye never read in iht 
fcriptures. The ftone which the builders rejeft- 
cd is become the head of the corner. 

Mark xii. 10.— And have ye not read this 
fcripture, The ftone which the builders rejefted 
is become the head of the corner. 

Luke XX. 17.— What is thn, then, that is 
written, The ftone Which the builders rejeAed 
is become the head of the corner. 

J^s iv. 1 1. — This Is the ftone which was iet 
at nought of you builders, which is become the 
head of the corner. 

Rev. iii. 1 3.— He that hath an ear to hear, let 
him hear. 

Ezekielj xliv. i, 3 & 5.— Then he brought mc 
back the way of the gate of the outward fanc« 
tuary, whicn looketh toward the eaft, and it 
was fliut. Then faid the Lord unto me, Thb 
gate fliall be ihut» it (hall not be opened, and na 
man (hall enter in by it ; becaufe the Lor<i, the 
God df Ifrael, hath entefed in by it, therefore it 
fliall be ihttt. It is for the prince ; the prince 
he fliall fit in it to eat bread before the Lord ; 
he -feall enter by the way of the porch of that 
gat«, and fliall go out by the way of th« fame. 
And the Lord iaid unto me, Son of man, tnark 
well, and behold with thine eyes, and hear With 
thine ears, all that i fay unto thee concerning 
all the ordinances of the houfe of the Lord, and 
all the laws thereof; and mark well the enter- 
ing in of the houfe, with «vcry going forth of 
the fancluary. 
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The 'vMrking tmds of a mark ma^r are the 
cbyil and mallet. 

The cbifel morally demonilrates the advanta* 
ges of difcipline and education. The mind, like 
the diamond in its original ftate, is rude and 
unpdliihed ; but as the effed c^ the chifd on 
the e3:ternal coat foon prefents to view the k* 
tent beauties of: the diamond, fi> education dif** 
covers the latent virtues of the mind, and draws 
them forth to range the large field of matter 
and fbace, to difplay the fummit of human 
knowledge, our duty to God and to man. 

The mallet morally teaches to correal irregu- 
larities, and to reduce man to a proper level ; 
fo that, by quiet deportment, he may, in the 
fchool of difcipline, learn to be content. What 
the mallet is to the workman, enlightened rea- 
fon iis to the pafiions : it curbs ambition, it de- 
prefles envy, it moderates anger, and it encoura- 
ges good difpofitions ; whence arifes^ among 
good mafons, that comely order, 

" Wtocb nothing earthly gives, or can de^tf&y, 

** The souI'b ca]m sunshine, and the heart-felt joy.'* 

Charge to be delivered when a Candidate is ad" 
vanced to the Fourth Degree. 

•* Brother, 

** I congratulate you on having been thought 
worthy of being promoted to this honourable 
degree of mafonry. Permit me to imprefs it on 
your mind, that your affiduity fiiould ever be 
commenfurate with your duties^ which become 
more and more extenfive as you advance in ma- 
fonry. 
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<< The fitaatioa to which ytm are now pro- 
moted will draw upon you not only the fcmti* 
nizin^ eyes of the world at large, but thofe alfo 
of your brethren, on whom thb degree of 
mafonry has not beoi conferred: all will be 
juilified in eKpeding your condud. and beha- 
viour to be fuch as may with fafety be imitated, 

*^ In the honourable chara£):er of mark raafter 
mafon, it is more particularly your duty to en- 
deavour to let your condud in the lodge and 
among your brethren be fuch as may ftand the 
teil of the Grand Overfeer's fquare, that you 
may not, like the unfiniQied and imperfeA work 
of the negligent and unfaithful of former times^ 
be rejected and thrown afide, as unfit for that 
fpiritual building, that boufe not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. 

^' WMle fuch is your condu^ ihould misfcHT- 
tunes afiail you, ihoukl friends forfake yoUt 
fliould envy traduce your good name, and malice 
perfecute you; yet. may you have confidence^ 
that among mark mafter mafons you will find 
friends who will adminifter relief to your dif- 
trefles, and comfort your afiliftions ; ever beair- 
itig in mind, as a confolation under all the 
frowns of fortune, and as an encouragement to 
hope for better profpefts, that thcjione wkkh the 
builders rejeSed (poflfefling merits to them un- 
known) became the chief Jime of the comen** 

Previous to clofing the lodge, the foflowing 
parable is recited. 

Matthbw XX. 1—16. 

" For the kingdom of heaven is like unto a, 
'man that is an houfeholder, which went out early 



in'the morfiing to hire kbouren sntohis vine*» 
yard. And w&n he had agreed vgkh the labour* 
ers for a penny a day, he fent them into his vine- 
yard. And ne went out about the third hour, 
^d iaw others ilanding idle in the market place, 
and faid unto them, Go ye alfo into the vineyard, 
and whatfoeveir is' right I will give you« And 
they went their way. Again^he went about the 
iixth and ninth hour^ and did Ukewife. And 
about the eleventh hour he went out and found 
others ftanding idle, and faith unto them. Why 
'fiand ye here 2l the day idle ? They fay unto 
him, Bec^ufe no man hath hired us. He faith 
unto them. Go ye alfo into the vineyard, and 
whatfoever is right, that fliall ye receive. So 
when even was come, the lord of the vineyard 
&ith unto his fteward, Call the labourers, and 
give them their hire, beginning from the laft 
unto the firft. And" when they came that were 
hired about the eleventh hour, they received 
every man a penny. But when the firft came, 
they fuppofed that they ihould have received 
more, and they likewife received every man a 
pdiny. And when they had received it, they 
murmured againft the good man of the houfe, 
faying, Thefe laft have wrought but one hour, 
and thou haft made them equal unto us, which 
have borne the burthen and heat of the day. 
But he anfwered one of them, and faid. Friend, 
I do thee no wrong^: didft thou not agree with 
me for a penny ? Take that thine is, and go 
thy way } I will give unto this laft even as unto 
thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I will 
with mine own ? Is thine eye evil becaufe I am 
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gopd ? So the laft (ball be firft, and the firft laft : 
tor many be called, but few chofen/' 

The ceremony of clofing a lodge in this degree, 
when properly conduced, is peculiarly intereft- 
ing. It affifis in firengthening the fecial af« 
feaions ; it teaches us the duty we owe to our 
brethren in particular, and the whole family of 
mankind in general ; by afcribing praife to the 
meritorious, and difpenfing rewards to the dili- 
gent and indufirious*

Xhis degfce fhould be carefully ftudied, and 
well underltood, by every mafter of a lodge. It 
treats of the govermneiit of our fociety; the 
difpofition of our rulers; and illufiratcs tbeir 
requfite qualifications. It includes the ceremo- 
ny of opening and clofing lodges in the feveral 
J)receding degrees ; and alfo the forms of inftal- 
ation and cohfecration, in the grand lodge, as 
well as private lodges. It comprehends the cere- 
monies at laying the foundation Hones c^ public 
buildings, and alio at dedications and at fune- 
rals, by a variety of particulars /explanatory of 
thofe cermonies. %

THE FJRST SECTION.

Mafonsm 

Any number of mafter mafons, not under 
feven, defirous of forming a new lodge, muft 
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apply, by petition, to the grand lodge of the 
flate in which they refide, fetting fonh. 



*^ That thej are free and accepted, master jnaMiM ; that thej 
at present, or have been, members of regular lodges ; that, having 
the prosperitT of the frutemiiy at heart, they are wflling to exert 
their best endeavours to promote and diffuse the genuine principles 
ef masonry ; that, for the conveoiaicy of their respective dwellingB^ 
and for other good reasons, ^ey are desirous of forming a new lodg«^ 

in the town of -....^ to be named ^ «••; that^ 

in consequence of this desire, they pray for letters of dispensation, or 
ft warrant of constitution, to empower &em to assemble, as a legal 
lodge, to discharge the duties of masonry, ia a regular and constitu- 
tional manner, according to the original forms of the order, and th* 
regulations of the grand lodge. That they have nominated aaod da 
xecomm^DuI A B to be the £rst master ; C D to be the first semer 
warden, and £ F to be the first junior warden, of the said lodge : 
that, if the prayer of the petition should be granted, they promise a 
strict conformi^ to all the constitutional laws and regulations ef tb* 
grand lodge.?' 

This petition, being figned by at leaft feven 
regular mafons, and recommended by a lodge or 
lodges adjacent to the place where the new lodge 
is to be holden, is delivered to the grand fecre- 
tary, who lays it before the grand lodge. 

If the petition meets the approbation of the 
grand lodge, they generally order a difpetifatlon 
to be iffued, which is figned by the grand or 
deputy grand matter, and authorizes the peti- 
tioners to aflemble as a kgal lodge, for a certain 
fpecified terni*»of time. 

In fome jurifdidions, the grand and deputy 
grand matters, refpeftively, are invcfted with 
authority to grant difpenfations, at pleafure, 
during the recefs of the G;rand lodge ; in others, 
they are never iflued without the fpecial direo 
tion of the grand jlodge. 

Lodges working under difpenfations are con- 
lidered merely as agents of the grand lodge; 
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iheir presiding 6£icers ar^ not entitled to the 
rmk of paft mailers ; their oiEcers are not pri* 
vileged with a vote or voice in the grand lodge ; 
Acy cannot change their oiEcers without the 
fpecial approbation and appointment of the 
grand lodge,; and in cafe of the ceflation of fuch 
lodges, their funds, jewels, and other property, 
accumulated by initiations into the feveral de- 
grees, become the property of the grand" lodge, 
^nd muft be delivered over to the grand trea- 
furer. 

When lodges, that are at firft inftituted by 
difpenfation, nave pafled a proper term of pro- 
bation, they make application to the grand lodge 
for a charter of conftitution. If this be obtained, 
they are then confirmed in the poflefllon of their 
property, and poffefs all the rights and privileges^ 
of regularly conftituted lodges, as long as they 
conform to the conftitutions of mafonry. 

After a charter is granted by the grand lodgc^, 
the grand mafter appoints a day and hour for 
conilituting and confecrating the new lodge, 
and for inftailing its mafter, wardens, and other 
officers. 

If the grand mafter, in perfon, attends the 
ceremony, the lodge is faid to be conftituted in 
ample form ; if the deputy grand mafter only, 
it is faid to be conftituted in due form ; but if 
the power of performing the ceremony is vefted 
in a fubordinate lodge, it Is faid to be conftitut- 
^ cd in form. 

When charters of conftitutionare granted for 
places where the diftance is fo great as to render 
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it iaconv^ieat for the grand officers to attend, 
the grand mailer, or his deputy^ iflues a written 
inftrument under his hand and private feal, to 
fome worthy prdS^nt or palk mafter, with full 
power to conjugate, conuiitute and inftali the 
petitioners* 

Ceremony ef Conftiintian attd Confscratim. 

On the day and hour appointed, the grand 
mafter and his officers meet in a convenient 
room near to that in which the lodge to be con- 
iUtuted is afiembled, and opea the grand lodge 
in the three degrees of mafonry. 

The officers of the new loc^e are to be exam- 
ined by the deputy grand mafter, after which 
tjiey return to their k)dge. 

Thq new lodge then fends a meffenger to the 
grand mafter with the following meffage, viz. 

" Most Worshipful, 

** The officers and brethren of ............ lodge, 

who are now aifembled at .•..,.have inftru6led 

me fo inform you, that the moft worfbipful 
grand lodge {[or grand mafter] was pleafed to 
grant them a letter of difpenfation, bearing date 

the .......«^ day of , in the year , au- 

thorifing them to form and open a lodge of free 

and accepted mafons, in the town of ; that 

fince that period they have regularly affembled» 
and conduced the bufinefs of mafonry accord- 
ing to the beft ©f their abilities j that their pro- 
ceedings having received the approbation of the 
M. W. grand lodge, they have obtained a charter 
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of couftittition, and are defirous that tlieir lodge 
ihould be confecrated, and their ofl^rs inftalled, 
agreeably to the ancjeni ufages.and cuftoms of 
the craft ; fqr which purpofe they are now met, 
and await the pJea&re of the moft worfhipful 
grand niafter.*\ * \ 

He then returns, to his lodge, who prepare for 
the reception of thegrand lodge. When notice 
is given that they are pr^ared, the grand lodge 
walk in proceffiorf to their hall. When the 
grand mafter enters, the grand honours are given 
Jby the new lodge ; the officersrof which refign 
their feats to the grand officers, and take their 
feveral Rations on the left. 

The neceffary cautixms are then given, and all, 
excepting matters aiid paft matters of lodges, 
are requefted to retire until the mafter of the 
new lodge is pfaced in the chair of Solomon. 
He is then bound to the faithful performance of 
his truft, and invefted with the charaderifiics of 
the chair. •' 

Upon due notice, the grand marihal recrni- 
dixds the brethreil into the hall, and alf take 
their places, except the members of »the new 
lodge, who form a proccffion on .one fide of the 
hall, to falute their mailer. As they advance, 
the grand mafter addreffcs them, " Brethren^ be- 
hold your mafter /" As they pafs, they make the 
proper falutation ; and when they have all paiT*- 
ed, he joms them, and takes hisf* appropriate 
nation.

Tlie whole proceffioa moves on to the church 
or houie where the ferviccfr are to be performed. 
When the front of the proceffion arrives at the 
door, they halt, open to the right and left, and 
face inward, wiule the grand mailer, and others 
in fucceffion, pafs through, and enter the houfe. 

A pktform is erefted in front of the pul^it^ 
and provided with feats for the accommodation 
of the grand officers. 

The bible, ^uare and cdmpafs, and book of 
• conftitutions^ are placed upon a table, in front 
of the grand mafter ; the lodge is placed in the 
cantnr, upon the platform, covered with m^hite 
iatin or linen, and encompafied by the three ta« 
pws, and the veflels of corn, wine and oil. 

A piece of mufic is performed, and the publie 
fervices commence with prayer. An oration, 
or fermon, upon the defign and principles of ^he 
InlHtutioo, is then ddivered by the grand chap- 
Iain, or fome one appointed tor that purpoie, 
vMch is futceeded by a piece of mufic. 

The gf 2ind marlhal then directs the officers 
ftnd members of the new lodge to form in front 
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f of t hegrand truft^n The deputy grand maifter 

addrefics the grand mailer^ as follows : 

" Most Worshipful, 

•* A number of ^ brethren, duly infirudl:ed in 
the myfteries of mafonry, having aflembled to- 
gether, at fiated periods, for fome time paft, by 
virtue of a difpdnfation granted them for that 
purpoie, do now defire to be conjiiiuted into % 
regular lodge^ agreeaWy tp the ancient ufages and 
cuftoms'of the fraternity.'* 

Their fecretary then delivers the di^penfation 
and records to the mafter eleft, who prefentg 
them to the grand mafter. 

The grand mafter examines the records, and 
if they are found correft, prodaims, ' 

" Tl^e records appear to be properly entered^ 
and are approved. Upon due deliberation, the 
grand lodge have granted the brethren of this 
new lodge a charter, confirming them in the 
rights and privileges of a regularly conftituted 

lodge /which the grand fecretary will now read."

" Fifteen thly, That every master shall trtiely make an end of hit 
wftrkc, ta^ke, ot journey, Td".»thersoe it be. 

^^ These be all the ehar^ and covenant* that o«ght to be read at 
the instalment of master, or making of a ft'eemason or freemason?. 
The Althiigbty Qo^ of Jacob, who ever have you and ipke in his kee^ 
ing:, bless us now and even;, Amen.^* 
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The grand mafter then addrefles the mafler 
eleA in the following n^^anner : 

** Do you fubmit to thefe charges, and promife 
to fi4>port thefe regulations, as xnafters have 
done in all ages before you ?" 

The new mafter having fignified his cordial 
fubmiifion as before, the grand niafter thus ad- 
drefies him : 

*' Brother A B, in confequence of your cheer- 
ful conformity to the charges and regulations 
of the order, you are now to be inftalled mafter 
of this new lodge, in full confidence of your 
care, ikill and capacity, to govern the fame/* 

The new mafter is then regularly inveftcd 
with the iniignia of his office, and the furniture 
and implements of his lodge. 

The various implements of the profeffion are 
emblematical of our condud: in life, and upon 
this occafion carefully enumerated. 

" The Holy Writings^ that great light in mafon- 
ry, will guide you to all truth ; it will direct 
your paths to the temple of happinefs, and point 
out to you the whole duty of man. 

'* The Square teaches to regulate our adions 
by rule ant 'Ine, and to harmonize our conduct 
by the principles of morality and virtue. 

^ The Compafs teaches to limit our defires in 
every fiation, that, rifing to eminence by merit, 
we may live refpefted, and die regretted. 

" The Rale direfts that we fhould punAualljr 
obferve our duty ; prefe forward in the path of 
virtue, and, neither inclining to the right nor 
to the left, in all our actions have eternity in view.

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" The Line teaches the criterion of mwA rec- 
titude, to avoid dtfiimulation io converiatioft 
and adion, and to dii^efik ouridepf to the path 
which leads to immortalitj. 

" The Book of Con/lltutims you are to fearch at 
all times. Caufe it to be read in your lodge, 
that none may pretend ignorance of the excel- 
lent precepts it enjoins. 

" Laflly, yoju receive in charge the By Laws 
of your lodge, which you are to fee car^uUy 
and punctually executed." 

The jewels of the oiEcers of the new lodge 
being then returned to the mafter, he delivers 
them, rcfpeftively, to the feveral officers of the 
grand lodge, according to their rank. - 

The fubordinate officers of the new lodge ar^ 
then invefted with their jewels, by tKc grand 
officers of correfporiding rank ; and are by them, 
feverally in turn, coodu&ed to the grand ma%r, 
who delivers each of them a ftiort charge, as foI» 

lows, viz*

The Senior Warden. 

"Brother C D, you are appointed Senior War- 
den of this new lodge, and are now invefted with 
the enfign of your office. 

" The Level denionftratcs that we arc defcend^- 
ed from the fame ftock, partake t>f tJve fame 
nature, and fliarc the fame hope ; and though 
diftinftions among men are necefiary to preferve 
fubordi nation, yet no eminence of ftatioa ihould 
make us forget that we arc brethren; for fe? 
who is placed on the lowed fpoke of fortuna'^ 
wheel may be entitled to our regard ; becaufe 
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ft time will come, and the wifeft knows not ht)w 
foon, when all diiHn<flions, but that of goodnefs, 
fliail ceafe ; atid death, the grand leveller of hu- 
man greatnefs, reduce trs to the fame fiate. 

" Your regularattcndtoce on our ftated meet- 
ings is effentially neceffaryj in tht abfence of 
the mafter, you are to govern this lodge j in his 
prefen^e, you . are to aflift him in the govern- 
ment of it. I firmly rely on your knowledge 
of mafonry, an^ attachment to the lodge, for the 
faithful difcharge of the duties of this important 
tnift.— Li^* well to the Weft P* 

The jfunior Warden. 

" Brother E F, you are appointed Junior War* 
den of this new lodge ; and are now invefted 
with the badge of your office. 

" The Plupib admonifhes us to walk uprightly 
in^our feveral fiations, to hold the fcale of juflice 
in equal poife, to obferve the jufi medium be- 
tween intemperance and pleafure, and to make 
OUT paffions and prejudices coincide with the 
line of our duty. 

" To you, with fuch affiftance as may be ne- 
ceflary, is entrufted the exammation of vifitors, 
and the reception of candidates. To you ^!]^ 
committed the fuperintendence of the cri^i^- 
ing the hours of refreihment ; it is therefore 
indifpenfably neceflary, that you fhould not only 
be temperate and difcreet, in the indulgence of 
your own inclinations, but carefully obferve 
that none of the craft be fufiered to convert the 
purpofes of refreihment into intemperance and 
txceis. 
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*^Tour regular and punAual attendance is 
particularly requefted ; and I have no doubt that 
you will faithfully execute the duty which you 
owe to your prefent appointment^-r-Lo^/t iJoell to 
f he South r 

The Treafurer. 

** Brother G H, you are appointed Treafurer 
©f this new lodge. It is your duty to receive 
all moneys front) the hands of the fecretary, keep 
juft and regular accounts of the fame, and pay 
them out at the worfhipful mailer's will and 
pleafure, with the confent of the lodge. Itruft 
your regard for the fraternity will prompt you 
to the faithful difcbarge of the duties of your 
office." 

The Secretary. 

** Brother I K, you are appointed Secretary of 
this new lodge. It is your duty to obferve the 
wQj*fhipful matter's will and pleafure, to record 
the proceedings of the lodge, to receive all mo- 
neys, and pay them into the hands of the trea- 
furer. 

" Your good inclination to mafonry and this 
lodge, I hope, will induce you to difcharge your 
office with fidelity, and by fo doing you will 
merit the eftcem and applaufe of your brethren." 

The Senior and Junior Deacons. : 

** Brothers L M and N O, you are appointed 
iPeacons of this new lodge. It is your province 
to attend on the mafter and wardens,, and to aA 
as their proxies in the adive duties of the todge;, 
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fuch as in the reception of canduiates into the 
difierent idegrees of xnafonry ; the introdudion 
and accomn^odation of viiitors, and in the im* 
mediate pri&ice of our rites. Thofe cohimnsy 
as badges of your office, L trufi to your care, not 
doubting your vigilance and attention.'^ 

The Stewards. 

"Brothers PQ^and R S^ you are appointed 
Stewards of this new lodge. The duties of your 
office are, to affift in the colle&ion X)i dues and 
fubfcriptions, to keep an account of the lodge ex- 
penfes, to fee that the tables are properly fur« 
nifhed at refrefhment, and that every brother is 
fuitably provided for ; and generally to i&St the 
deacons and other officers in performing their 
refpedive duties. Your regular and early ». at- 
tendance will afford the befi; proof of your zeal 
and attachment to the lodge/'^ 

TJje Tyler 

Is then appointed, and receives the inftrument 
of his office, with a ihort charge on the occaiion. 

The grand matter then addreffes the officers . 
and members of the new lodge as follows. 

Charge uptm the In/iallation ^of the. Officers of a 

Lodge. 

" Worshipful. Mast£R, 

" The grand lodge having committed to your 
care the fuperintendance and government of the 
brethren who are to compofe this new lodge, , 
you cannot be iofenfible of the obligations Which i 

9* 
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devolve on you, as their head ; nor of your re* 
fponlibility for the faithful difcharge of the im- 
portant duties annexed to your appointment. 

"The honour, reputation and ufefulnels of 
your lodge will materially depend on the Ikill^ 
and affiduity with which you manage its cgn-T 
cerns } while the happiness of its members will 
be generally promoted, in proportion to the zeal 
and ability with which you propagate the genu- 
ine principles of our inftitution. 

" For a pattern of imitation^ conlider the great 
luminary of nature, which, rifing in the Eq^^ 
regularly diffufes light and lufire to all within its 
circle. In like manner it is your province to 
fpread and communicate light and inilruclion to 
the brethren of your lodge. Forcibly imprefi 
upon them the dignity and high importance of 
mafonry ; and ferioufly admoniih them never 
to difgrace it. Chairge them to praftife, out- of 
the lodge, thofe duties which they have been 
taught in it ; and by amiable, difcreet and vir- 
tuous conduA, to convince mankiild of the 
goodnefs ^of the inftitution ; fo that when any 
t)ne is faid to be a member of it, the world may 
know that he is one to whom the burthened 
heart may pour out its forrows ; to whom dif- 
trefs may prefer its fuit ; whofe hand is guided 
by juftice, and his heart expanded by benevo- 
lence. In fliort, by a diligent obfervance of the 
by-laws of your lodge, the copftitutions of ma- 
fonry, and above all the Holy Scriptures, which 
are given as a rule and guide to your faith, yo^ 
will be enabled to acquit yourfelf with honoiu: 
and reputation, and lay up a irewn of rejoicings 
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which fliall continue when time Ihall be no 
more/' 

** Brother Senior and Junior Wardens, 

" You are too well acquainted with the prin- 
ciples of mafonry to warrant any apprehenfion 
that you will be found wanting in the difcharge 
of your refpedive duties. Suffice it to mention, 
that what you have feen praifeworthy in others 
you ihould carefully imitate ; and what in them 
may have appeared defcfAive you Ihouid in your- 
felyes amend. Tou ihould be examples of good 
order and regularity ; for it is only by a due 
regard to the laws in your own conduft, that 
you can expeft obedience to them from others. 
You are affiduoufly to affift the mafter in the 
difcharge of his truft ; diffufing light, and im- 
parting knowledge, to all whom he fball place 
under your care. . In the abfence of the matter, 
you wiU fucceed to higher duties j your acquire- 
ments muft therefore be fuch, as that the craft 
may never £ufFer for want of proper inftruftion. 
From the fpirit which you have hitherto evin- 
ced, I entertain no doubt that your future con- 
duct will be fuch as to merit the appjaufe of 
your brethren, and the tcftimony of a good con- 
fcienee.** . 

"Brethren of Lodge., 

^ Such is the nature of our conftitution, that 
as feme muft of neceffity rule and teach, fo 
others muft of courfe learn to fubmit and obey. 
Humility ki both is an effential duty. The 
officers wh4> are appointed to govern jyour lodge 
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are tu&dently converfant with the rules cxf pro- 
priety, and the laws of the inftitution, to avoid 
exceeding the powers with which they are en- 
tnified ; arid you are of too generous difpoii- 
tions to envy their preferment. I therefore 
truft that you will have but one aim, to pieafe 
each other, and unite in the grand defign of be- 
ing happy^ and commuBicating lu4>pinefs« 

'^ Finally, my brethren^ as this aflbdation has 
been formed and perfeded in fo much unanimi- 
ty and concord, in winch we greMiy rejoice, fo 
may it long continue. May you long enjoy 
eyery^ fi^isfaftion and delight which difintereft- 
ed friend&ip can afford. May kindnds and 
brotherly affedion difttnguifh your condu& as 
men and "as mafons. Within your peaceful 
walls, may your children's children celebrate 
with joy and gratitaide the tranfadfctons of this 
aufpicious folcmnity. A*id may the tenets of our 
prdfejftm be tratifmitted through your lodge, 
pure and unimpaired, from generation to gene- 
ration.^' .y 

The grand marOial then proclaims the new 
lodge, in the following manner, viz. 

" In the name of the moft worfliipful grand 

lodge of the ftate of , I proclaim this new 

lodge, by the name of Lodge, duly confti- 

tuted.*' 

This proclamation is made thrice, and each 
time followed with a flourifti of drums or trum- 
pets. ^ 

The grand chaplain then makes the concluding 
prayer, which ends the public ceremoni^. 
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, The grand proceffion is then formed in the 
fame order as before, and returns to the hall. 

The grand mafter, deputy grand mafter, and 
grand warde^is, being feated, all but mafter ma- 
fons are caufed to retire, and the procefllon con- 
tinues round the hall, and upon pafllng the 
feveral grand officers pays them due homage, 
by the ufual congratulations and honours, in 
the' different degrees. During the proceffion, 
(which paffes three times round the lodge) the 
following fong 4s fung, which concludes the 
ceremony of inftallation.

The lodge is then clofed with the ufual folem- 
nities in the different degrees by the grand maf- 
ter and his officers. 

This is the ufual ceremony obfervcd by regu- 
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lar mafofts at the conftitution of a Itew lodge, 
which the grand ihafter thay abridge or extend 
at pleafure ; but the material points are on no 
account to be omitted. The fame ceremony 
and charges attend every fucceeding inftalktion 
of new officers. 

THE fHltlD SECTION. 

Ceremony ob/erved at Laying the Foundation Stone 

of Public Stru6lures. 

This ceremony is conduced by the grand maf- 
ter and his officers, affifted by the members of 
the grand lodgCj and fuch officers and members 
of private lodges as can conveniently attend. 
The chief magiftrate, and other civil officers of 
the place where the building is to be erefted, alfo 
generally attend on the occafion. 

At the time appointed, the grand lodge is con- 
vened in fome fuitable place, approved by the 
grand mafter. A band of martial mufic is pro- 
vided, and the brethren appear in the infignia 
of the order, and with white gloves and aprons. 
The lodge is opened by the grand mafter, and 
the rules for regulating the proceffion to and 
from the place where the ceremony is to be per- 
formed are read by the grand fecretary. The 
neceffary cautions are then given from the chair^ 
and the lodge is adjourned ; after which the pro- 
ceffion fets out in the following order :

Two Stewards, with White Rods. 

A triumphal arch is ufually creded at the 
place where the ceremony is to be performed. 
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The proceffion ptfles tKrough the arch, and 
the brethren repairing to their flands, the grand 
mafter and his officers tak^ their places on a tem- 
porary platform, covered with carpet. An ode 
on mafonry is fung. The grand marihal com- 
mands iilence, and the necefiary preparations 
are made for laying the ftone, on which is en- 
graved the year of mafonry, the name and titles 
of the grand mafter, &c. &c. 

The ftone is raifed up, by mean& of an en^ne 
erefted for that purpofc, and the grand chaplain 
or orator repeats a fliort prayer. The grand 
treafurer then, by the grand mafter*^ command, 
places under the ftone various forts of coin and 
medals of the prefent age. Solemn mufic is in- 
troduced, and the ftone let down into its place. 
The principal archited then prefents the work- 
ing tools to the grand mafter, who applies the 
plumbs /quare and level to the ftone, in their pro- 
per poutions, and pronounces it to be ** well 

FORMED, TRUE AND TRUSTY.** 

The golden and filver vcffels are next brought 
to the table, and delivered, the iFormer to the 
deputy grand mafter, and the latter to the grand 
wardens, who fucceffively prefent them* to the 
grand mafter : and he, according to ancient cere- 
m^ony, pours the corn, the wine and the. oil, 
which they contain, on the ftone, faying, 

"May the all-bounteous AutJior of Nature 
blefs the inhabitants of this place with all the 
neceffarics, conveniences, and comforts of life ; 
aflift in the ereftion and completion of this build- 
ing; proteft the workmen againft every acci- 
dent, and long preferve this, ftrudure fr-om

decay ; and grant to ns all,4n nieeded ft^>ply, the 
CORN of murijbmeni^ the win£ oirefreftiment^ and 
the OIL oijoy /" 

. ^^ Amen ! fo mote it be ! AmenP^ 

He then ftrikes the ftone thrice with the mal- 
let, and the public honours of rhafonry are given. 

The grand mafter then delivers over to the 
archite<5t the various implements of architefture, 
entrufting him with the fujpcrintendence and di- 
region of the work ; after which, he re-afcends 
the platform, and an oration fuitable to the oc- 
cafion is delivered. A voluntary collection is 
made for the. workmen, and the fum colleAed is 
placed upon the ftone by the grand treafurer. 
A fong in honour of mafonry concludes the cere- 
mony ; after which the proceffion returns to 
the place whence it fet out, and the lodge is 
dofad. i

Ceremony ob/ervedat the Dedication ofMa/ons* Malls. 

On the day appointed for the celebration of 
the ceremony of dedication, the grand iriafter 
and his' officers, accompanied by the members 
of the grand lodge, meet in a convenient room 
near to the place where. the ceremony is to be 
performed, and the grand lodge is opened in 
ample form in the firft three degrees of mafonry. 

The mafter of the lodge to -which the hall to 
be dedicated belongs, being prefeht, rifes, and 
addrefles the grand mafter, as follown.

The whole 
move forward to the hall which is to be dedicated, 
and upon the acrivaLof the:front of the proceffion 
at the door, they halt, open to the right and left, 
and face inward ; while the grand mafter, and 
others in fucceffion, pafs through, and enter. 
The mufic coniinues while the proceffion march- 
es three times round the hall; 

The lodge is then placed in the ^:entrc; and^ 
the gf and qiafter haviiig taken the chair, under 
a canopy of ftate, -the graad officer s,- anxf the* 
mafl;ers and wardens of the lodge^^ repair tp tHe. 
places previouily prepared for their reception.} 
the three lights, and the gold and filver pitch- 
ers, with the corn,v wine and oil,, are placed' 
raund the lodg^, at the head o£ wiiich. ftand^ 
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the pedeftaL) with the hibh open, znd the fquare 
and cbmpafs laid thereon, with the coniiitntion 
roily on a crimfon velvet cufliion. Mattei:s be- 
ing thus difpofedj) an anthem is fung, and an 
exordium on xnafonry given ; after which the 
architefi: addrefies the grand mafler^ as follows : 

** Most Wo&8Hip:pul, 

"Having been entrufted with the fuperin- 
tendence and management of the workmen em- 
ployed in the conftru£tion of this edifice; and 
"having, according to the hclk of my ability, ac- 
compliihed the talk afligned me ; I now return 
. my thanks fur the honour of Ihis appointment^ 
.and hag leav^ to furrender xip the implements 
which were <}0fninittcd to my ;care when the 
foundation of this fabric was laid ; 'humbly 
hoping*, that the exertions which have been 
made ob this occafioa will be crowned with 
your approbation, and that ^cf the mofi wor- 
ihipful^rand lodge.** 

To whidi the grand mafter stakes the follow- 
-hig reply : ^ 

" Brother ArchitbcTi 

" The ikiU and fidelity difplayed in the execu- 
tion of the truft repofed in you, at ' the com- 
mencement of this undertakings have fecured 
the entire approbation of the grand lodge ; ind 
they fincerely pray, that this edifice may con- 
tinue a lafting monument of the tafl^ fpilit and 
liberality of its founders// 

An ode in honour of mafonry is fiing, accom- 
fisniaed with iaftriimental mufic. 
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The deputy grand mafter then rifcs, and lays : 

" Most Worshipful, 

" The hall in which we are now aflembled, 
and the plan upon which it has \>ecti conftruft- 
ed, having met with your approbation, it is the 
deiire of the fraternity that it fliould be novr 
dedicated, according to ancient form and ufage.** 

Whereupon the grand matter requefts all to 
retire but fuch as are mafter mafons. A pro- 
ccffion is then formed in the foUow^ing order^ 
viz.

The lodge is uncovered^ 
and the firft proceffion being made round it, the 
junior grand \varden prefents the pitcher of cor^x 
to the grand mafter, who pours it but upon the 
lodge, at the .fame time pronouncing,

fie. The grand lodge is th^n dofed in ample 
form^ in the fevcral degrees. 



THE FIFTH SECTION. 

The Ceremanjf •kfsrved at Funerals^ according to 
ancient Icu/iom ; with tbe Service u/ed on the oc* 
eqfion* 

No tnafon can be interred i^ith the formali- 
ties of the order, nnlefs it be by his own fpecial 
requeft, communicated to the nufter of the lodm 
of which he died a member, foreigners and to« 
journers excepted ; nor unlels he has been ad- 
vanced to the third degree of mafonry ; and 
from this reftriAion there can be no exception.

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The brethren are not to defer t their ranks, or 
change places, but keep in their diffeteDt depart* 
ments. When the proceffion . arrives at the 
church yard, . the menabers of the lodge form a 
circle round the grave, and the dei^yman and 
officers of the a&ing lodge taking their Nation at 
the head of the grave, and the mourners at the 
foot, the fervice is refunaed^ and the following 
exhortation given : 

^* Here we view a ftriking inftance of the un- 
certainty of life, and the vanity of all human 
purfuits. The laft offices paid to the dead are 
only ufefiil as leftures to the living ; from them 
we are to derive inftruftion, and confider every 
folemnity of this kind as a fammons to prepare 
for our approaching diffolution.

leaft expeft him, and at an hour which we pro- 
bably conclude to be the meridian of our exift- 
cnce. . ';

•* In conformity to this ufage, and at the fpe- 
cial requeft of our deceafed brother, whofe roe- 
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mory we revere, and whofe io& we now dqplore, 
we have afiembled in the charader of mafons, to 
rtfign his body to the earth whence it came,^ and < 
to offer up to his memory, before, the world, 
the laft tribute of our affedion ; thereby demon?- 
ilrating the fincerity of our paft efteem, and our . 
fteady attachment to the principles of the orden 

"The great Creator having been pleafed, out 
of his mercy, to remove our brother from the 
cares and troubles of a tranfitory exiftence, to a 
ftate of eternal duration, and thereby to weaken 
the chain, by which we are united, man to man ; 
may we, who furvive him, anticipate our ap- 

. proaching fate, and be more ftrongly cemented 
in the ties of union and friendlhip ;. that, during 
the fhort fpace allotted J6 our prefent exiftence,' 

^ we may wifely and ufcfully employ our time; 

* and, in the reciprocal intercourfe of kind and 
friendly afts, mutually promote the welfare and 
happinefs of each other* 

'* Unto the grave we refign the body of our 
deceafed friend, there to remain until the general 
reiurreftion; in favourable expeftation that his 
immortal foul may then partake of joys which 
have been prepared for the righteous from the 
beginning of the world. And may Almighty 
God, of his infinite goodnefs, at the grand tri- 
bunal of unbialTed juftice, extead his., mercy 
towards him, and all of usv, and cifown our hope 
with everlafting blifs in the e:jcpanded realms of 
a boundlefs eternity ! This we beg, for the hon- 
our of his name ; to whom be glory, now and 
forever.

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Thm tbe fervke endi, and the proceifion re- 
tanis i» fovm to the place whence it fet out!, 
where the neceffary duties are complied with, 
aiidf the bufineft of malbfiry is renewed^ The 
infigniar and ornameotS' of' the deceafed, if an 
officer of a lodge, are returned to the maAer with 
the< ufoal ceremonies, after which the charges 
for regulating the conduAof the brethren arc 
f ehearfed, and the lodge is ck)fed in the third 
degree. 

If -a past oitpfM^it grand mafitor flhould join ih« procetnoB of a 
private lodge, or deputy grand maeter, or a grand warden, a proper 
attention is to be paid to Uiexa. They take place after the ma^iter of 
' the lodge. Two deacons with black* rods are appointed bj the mas- 
ter to attend a gnoid warden ; and when the grand .master is present^ 
or deputy grand master, the book of constitutions is borne before 
him, a «word bearer follows him, and the deacons,- with black rods, 
are placed on his nght and laft, at an angular distance of seven feet^ 

JVfarshals are to walk or rfde, en the left of the procession. 

On entering public IJuildings, the bible, square and compass, book 
<^f constitutions, &c. i^e placed before the grand mastef* The gsan^ 
iQanhal and grand deacons keep heas him. 



CHAPTER Xlir. 

REMARKS 0,Y THE SIXTM] OR MOST BXCELLEXT 

MASTER^S DEGREE, 

None but the meritorious and praife worthy > 
none but' thofe who through diligence and in- 
duftry have advanced far towards perfeftion ; 
none but thofe who have been feated in the 

u 
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Oriental Chair^ by the unanimous iuSn^ffSs of 
their bnethren, can be adnoitted to this degree of 
mafonry. 

Ill its original eftabliihment^ when the tem{^ 
of Jerufalem was finiihed, and the fraternity 
celebrated the cape-fione with great joy, it is de- 
monftrable that none but thofe, who had proved 
thetnfelves to be complete mafters of their pro- 
• feffion, were admitted to this honour ; and 
indeed the duties incumbent oa^every mafon, ' 
who is accepted and acknowledged ;as a moft 
excellent mafter, are fuch as render it indifpen- 
iable that he ihould have a perfed knowledge of 
all the preceding degrees. 

One of the following paflages of fcriptur6 is 
rehearfed at opening, accompanied by folemn 
ceremonies : 

Psalm xxiv. 

"The earth is the Lord's, and the fulnefs 
thereof; the world, and they that dwell therein. 
For he hath founded it upon the feas, and eflab- 
lifhed it upon the floods. Who fliall afcend' in- 
to the hill of the Lord? or who fhall fiand in his 
holy place ? He that hath clean hands, and a 
pure heart ; who hath not lifted up his foul unto 
vanity, nor fworn deceitfully. He fhall receive 
the bleffing from the Lord, and righteoumefs '^ 
from the God of his falvation. This is the 
generation of them that feek him, that feek thy 
fece, O Jacob. Selah. Lift up your heads, O 
ye gates, and be ye lift lop, ye everkfting doors, 
and the King of Glory fhall come in. Who is 
thig King of Glory? The Lord, firong and 
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mighty ; the Lord, mighty in battle. Lift up 
your heads, O ye gates, even lift them up, ye 
everlaftiog doors, and the King of Glory fhall 
come in. .

*' Pray for the peace of Jerufalem ; they fhall 
profper that love thee. Peace be within thy 
walls, and profperity within thy palaces. For 
my brethren and companions' fakes, I will now 
fay, Peace be within thee. Becaufe of the houfe 
of the Lord our God, 1 will feek thy good.** 

The following paffages of fcripture are alfo in- 
troduced, accompanied with folemn ceremonies.

Ivfheo said Solomon^ The Lord hath said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. But I have built an house of habitation for thee', 
and a place for thy dwelliiig forever. 

And the king turned his foce, and blessed the whole congregation 
of Israel, (and aU the congregation of Israel stood :) And he said j 
Blessed be the Lord God of Israel, who hath with his hands fulfilled 
that which he spake with his mouth to my father David, saying, 
Since the day that I brought forth m^ people out of the land of 
Egypt, I chose no city among ail the tribes of Israel to build an house 
in, that my name might be there ; neither chose I any man to be a 
•ruler over my peopl^ Israel ; but I have chosen Jerusalem, that my

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Now it wajB in the heaol of David, mpriather, to build wi house 
lor the name of the Lord God of Israel. But the Lord said to Batid 
my father, Forasmuch as it was in thine heart to build an boVie Uift 
my name, thou didst vvell in that it was in thine heart : notwith- 
standing, thou shalt not build the house ; but thy son, which shall 
come forth oat of thy loins, he shall build the honse for .tny ittune. 
The Lord, therefore, hath performed his word that he hatii spoken:; 
for I am risen up in the room of David my fatiier, an<f am set on thft 
throne of Israel, as the Lord jpromised, and have built the honse for 
the name of the Lord God of Israel : and -n it hare I put the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the Lord, tiiat he made with the chfldren

And he stood before the altar of the Lord, in the presence of lA 
the consregation of Israel, and spread forth his hands : For Sdomoa

Now, therefore, O Lord God of Israel, keep 
with thy servant David my father, that which ^ou hast promised hio^ 
saying, There shall not fail thee a man in my si^t to sit upon the 
throne of Israel ; yet so that thy (children take heed to their way to 
walk in my law, as thou hast walked before me. Now then, O Lord 
God of Israel, let thy word be verified, which thou hast sj^oken unto 
thy servant David. X^ut will God in very deed dwell with men on 
the earth ? Behold, heaven, ^nd the heaven of heavens, cannot con- 
tain thee ; how much less this house which I have builded !) H&ve 
respect, therefore, to the pray^ of thy servant, and to his supplioa:* 
tion, O Lord my God, to hearken unto the cry and the prayer which 
thy servant prayelh before thee : that thine eyes may be open upon 
this hou«e day and night, upon the place whereof thou hast said that 
thou woiildest put thy name there ; to heajrken unto the prayer which 
thy servant prayeth towards this place. 

Hearken, therefore, unto the supplications of thy servant, and of 
thy people Israel, which they shall make towards this place : hear 
thou from thy dwelling place, even Irom heaven ; and, when thou 
Nearest, forgive.] 

[If a man sin against his neighbour, and an oath foe laid upon him 
to make him swear, and the oatii come before thine altar in this house •. 
Then hear thou from beavea, and do and judge thy servants^ byTe- 
quiting the wicked, h^ recompensing bis way upon his own head ; 
l^nd by justifying i^ r^teous, by giving him according tp hi;5 right- 
eoasnesf« 
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JLhd if thy peofJe Israel be pat to the worse before the enemy, be- 
eanse they have siixDed against thee, and shaU/retum and confeis thy 
name^ and pray and make supplication before thee in this house : 
Then hear thou from the heavens, and forgive the sin of thy people 
Israel, and bring them again unto the land whigh thou gavest to them 
and to their fathers. . 

When the heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee ; yet if they pray towards this place, and 
cqnfess thy name, and turn from their sin when thou dost afflict them : 
Then hear thou from heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
9f thy pc^^le Israel, when thou hast taught them the good way 
wherein they should walk ; and send rain upon thy l»nd;i which tho« 
hast given unto thy people for an inheritance. 

If there be dearth in the land, if there be pestilence, if there be 
blasting or mildew, locusts or caterpillars ; if their enemies besiege 
them in the cities of their land ; whatsoever sore or whatsoever sick- 
ness there be * Theit what prayer or what supplication soever shall be 
made of any man, or of all thy people Israel, when every one shall 
Jmow his own sore, and his own giie^ and shall spread forth his hands 
in this house : Then hear thou from heaven thy dwelling place, and 
fo^ve, and render unto every man according unto all his ways, , 
whose heart thou knowest ; (for thou only knowest the hearts of the 
children ofmenQ that they may fear thee, to walk in thy ways a* 
long as they live, in the land which thou gavest unto our fathers. 

Moreover, concerning the stranger, which is not of thy people Isra- 
ri, but is come from a far country for thy great name^s si&e, and thy 
mighty hand and thy stretcbed-oik arm ; if they come and pray in this 
house : Then hear thou from the heavens, even from thy dwelling 
place, and do according to all that the stranger calleth to thee for ; 
that all people of the earth may know thy name, and fear thee, as 
doth thy people Israel ; and may know that this house, which I have 
built, is called by thy name. 

If thy people 20 out to war against their enemies, by the way that 
fho'u shall send uiem, and they pray unto thee toward this city lihich 
tliou hast chosen, and the house whieh I have built for thy name:^ 
Then hear thou from the heavens their prayer And their supplication, , 
and maintain their cause. 

If they sin against thee (for tiiere is no man which sinneth not) and 
thou be angry with them, and deliver them over before their enemies, 
and they carry them away captives unto a land far off or near ; yet 
if they bethink themselves in the land whither they are carried cap- • 
tive, and turn and pray unto thee in the land of their captivity, say- 
ing. We have sinned, we have done amiss, and have dealt wickedly ; , 
if they return to thee with all their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their captivity, whither they have canned them captives^ , 
and pray toward their land which thougavest unto their fathers, and i 
toward the city which thou hast chosen, and toward the house ' 
which I have built for thy name : Then hea» thou from the heavens, , 
tren /roxn thy dwelUng place, their prayer and their supplicationf, ,

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and maintain their came, and forgire ttiy people which hare siiihedr 
against thee. 

Now, my Crod, tet, I beseech thee, thine eyeabe open, and let thine 
ears be attent unto the prayer that is made in this place. 

Now, therefore, arise, O Lord God, Into thy resting^-pktce, thou 
and the ark of thy strength : let thy priests, O Lord God, be closed 
with salvation, and let thy samts r^oice in goodness. 

O Lord God^tum not away the race of thine anointed : remetttber 
the mercies of David thy serwnt.]

{Now, wfiem SotdttOQ had made an end of prayings, tkd fire came 
down from heaven, a&4 consumed the burnt offering and tbe faoriO- 
ces ; and the glory of the Lord £lled the house.

CHAPTER XIV. 



OBSERVJiTJOJ^ OJf Tim SEFEJrPH, OR DEGREE OF 

ROYAL JRCH JUASOJ^. 

This degree is inde&ribably more auguft, fub- 
lime, and important, than all which precede it ^ 
and is the fummit and perfe6tion of ancient ma« 
fonry. It impreffes on our minds a belief of the 
being and cxiftence of- a Supreme Deity, with- 
out beginning of days or end of years j and re- 
minds us of the reverence due to his holy name. 

This degree brings to light many effentials of 
the craft, which were for the fpace of four hun- 
dried and feventy years buried in darfsnefs ; and 
without a knowledge of which the mafonic char- 
ader cannot be complete. 

The following paffage of fcripture is read at 
opening : 
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a TvtMSAixmnMrs^ iii. 6-^17. 

•* Now wc command you, brethren, that ye 
withdraw yourfclvcs from every brother that 
walketh disorderly, and not after the tradition 
which ye received of us. For yourfelves know 
how ye ought to follow us, for wc behaved our- 
felves nft d?fordcrly among you. Neither did 
we eat any man's bread for nought, but wrought 
with labour and travail day and night, that we 
might not be chargeable to any of you. Not 
becaufe we have not power, but to make our- 
felves.an enlample unto you tb follpw us. ^ For 
even when wc were with you, this we com* 
manded you, that if any would not work, nei- 
ther ihould he eat : For we hear that there are 
fome who walk among you diforderly, working 
not at all, but are bufy-bodies. Now them that 
are fuch, we command and exhort, that with 
quietnefs they work, and eat their own bread. 
But ye, brethren, be not weary in well doing. 
And if any man obey not our word, note that 
man, and have iio company with him, that be 
may be afhamed. Yet count him not as an en- 
emy, but admonifh him as a brother. Now the 
Lord of peace himfelf give you peace always. 
The falutation of Paul, with mine own hand, 
which is the token : fo I write/' 



OBSERVATION OX THE SEVEJTTH LECTURE. 

The ]e<5lure of this degree is divided into two 
fedions, and fliould be well underftood by eve- 
ry royd arch iiiafon. Upon an accurate ac- 
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quaintance with it, wiU depend his ufefulnefs at 
our aflemblies ; and without it he will be m» 
qualified to perform the duties o£ the various 
ftatione in which his lervices may be required 
by the diapter* ^ 



THE FIRST SECTION 

Opens to our view a large field for contem- 
plation and ftudj. It furniflies us with many 
interefting particulars relative to the ftate of 
the fraternity, during and fihce the reign of 
King Solomon ; and illufirates the caufce and 
confequcnces of fome very im|sc«'tant events 
which occurred during his reign. 

This feftion explains the mode of government 
in this clafs of mafons ; it defignates the appel- 
lation, number and fituation of the feveral offi- 
cers, and points out the purpofes and duties of 
their refpedlivc Rations. 



THE SECOND SECTION 

Contains much valuable hiftorical informa- 
tion, and prdveis, beyond the power of contra- 
diAion, and in the moft firiking colours, that 
profperity and happinefs are ever the ultimate 
confequcnces of virtue and juilice, while difgrace 
and ruin invariably follow the pradices of vice 
and immorality. 

A proper arrangement of the following char- 
ges, &c. is efientially iieceflary to be observed in 
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every chapter ; and their application ihould be 
fiiniliar to every royal arch mafoo. 

Ifaiah xlii. 1 6. ' '^ I will bring tfaje blind^^by a 
way that they knew not ; I will lead them in 
paths that they have not known ; I will make 
darkneis light before them,, and crooked things 
ftralght : Thefe things will I do unto them^ and 
will not for&ke them,"

humbly adore and worfhip thine unfpeakable 
perfeftion. We blefs thee that when man had 
fallen from his innocence and his happinefs, thou 
didft ftill leave unto him the powers of reafon- 
ing, and capacity* of improvement and of plea- 
fure- We thank thee that amidft the pains and 
calamities of our prefent ftate, fo njany means of 
refrefliment and fatisfaAion are referved unto 
us, while travelling the rugged path of life. Efpe- 
cially would we at this time render thee our 
thankfgiving and praife for the inftitution, as 
members of which we are at this time aflembled, 
and for all the pleafiires we have derived from 
it. We thank thee that the few here aiTembleii 
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before thee have been fev6u]?ed ijirith new in- 
ducements, and hdd under new and flronger 
obligations, to virtue and holinefs. May thefe 
obligations, O bkfTed Father, have their full ef- 
tc& upon U8« 1 each us, we pray thee, the true 
reverence of thy great, mighty, and terrible 
name; Infpire us with a firm and unfhaken re- 
folution in our virtuous purfuits. Give us grace 
diligently to fearch thy word in the Book of 
Nature, and in the holy fcripturcs, wherein the 
duties of our high vocation are inculcated with 
divine authority- May the folemnity of the 
ceremonies of our inflitution be duly imprefled 
on our minds, and have a lading and happy ef- 
fect upon our lives. O thou, who didft afore- 
time appear unto thy fervant Mofes in ajlame <f 
fire wt of the midji of a bufh^ enkindle, we befeech 
thee, in each of our hearts^ a flame of devotion 
to thee, of love-to each other, and of charity to 
all mankind.

a Chron. xxxvi. i i-*--2o. ** Zedel^ah wasone 
and twenty years cdd when he began to reign^ 
and reigned eleven years in JerufaLem. And he 
did that which was evil in tho fight of the Lord 
his God, and humbled not himfelf before jere<« 
miah the prophet, .fpeaking from the mouth of 
the Lord.. And he aUb rebelled againft King 
Nebuchadnezzar, and fiiffened his neck, and 
hardened his heart, frc»^ turning unto the Lqrd 
God of IfiraeL 

** Moreover all the chirf of the priefts and the 
people tranfgreffed very much, after all the abo- 
minations of the heathen, and [polluted the houfe 
of the Lord, which he had hallowed in Jerufalem. 
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And the Lord God of their fathers fent to them 
by his mefieiigers ; becaiife he had compaflion on 
his people, and on his dwelling pface. But they 
mocked the meffengers of God, and ddfpifed his 
* words, and mifufed his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lord arofe againft his people, till there 
was no remedy. Therefore he brought upon 
them the king of the Chaldees, who flew their 
young men \gith the fword, in the houfe of their 
fanftuary, and had no compaiEon upon young 
man or maiden, old man, or him that flooped 
for age : he gave them all into his hand. And 
all the veflels of the houfe. of God, great and 
fmall, and the treafures of the houfe of the Lord, 
and the treafures of the king, and of -his princes j' 
aU thefe he brought to Babylon. And, they 
burnt the houfe of God, and brake down the 
wall of Jeriifalcm, and burnt all the palaces there- 
of with £re^ and deftroyed all the gopdly vcfTefe 
thereof. And them that had efcaped from the 
fword, carried he away to Babylon ; where they 
were fervants to him and his Cons, until the 
reign of the kingdom of Perfia.** 

Ezra i. i — 3. ** Now in the firft year of*Cy- 
rus, king of Perfia, the Lord flirred up the fpirit 
of Cyrus, king of Perfia, that he made a procla- 
mation throughout all his kingdom, and put it 
al&^in writing, faying, Thus faith Cyrus, king 
of Perfia, The Lord God of Heaven hath given 
me all the kingdoms of the earth, and he hath 
charged me to build him an houfe at Jcrufaleni, 
which is in Jud^h, Who is Ihere among you of 
adl his people ? his Gofl be with him, and let him

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go up to Jerufalem which is in Judah, and build 
the houfe of the Lord God of Ifrael, which is in 
Jerufalem.*'

[ fathers hath fent me unto you ; and they (hall 
fay to me. What is his pame ? what Ihall I fay 
unto them ?

- Incline not my heart 
to any evil thing, to praftife wicked work 
with men4hat work iniquity* Let the right- 
eous fmite tnt^ it fhall be a kindnefs ; and let 
him reprove me, it fhall be an excellent oil.

' again : and he put his hand into his bofom again, 
and plucked it out of his bofom, and, behold, it 
was turned again as his other flefh. Audit (hall 
come to pafs, if they will not; believe thee, ncith-. 
er hearken to the voice of the firft fign, that they 
will believe the voice of the latter ngn. 

'* And it fliall come to pafs, if they i;vdll not 
believe alfo thefe two figns, neither hearken un- 
to thy voice, that thou fhak take of the water of 
the river^ and pour it upon the dryland : and 
the water which thou takeft odt of the river, 
fliall become blood upon the dry larifl." 

Haggai iii 1—9, 223* ^' In tfhe feveuth month, 
in the one and twentieth day of the month, came 
the word of the Lord by the prophet Haggai, 
faying, Speak now to Zerubbabei the fon of 
Shealtiel, governor of Judah, and to Jofhua the 
fon of Jofed^ch, the high prieft, and to the refi- 
due of the people, Ciying, Who is left among

. you iJbiat faw this houfe in her firft glory ? and 
how do you fee it, now / is it not in your eyes 
in comparifon of it as nothing ? Yet now be 
ftrong, O ZerubbabeU and be ftrong, O Jolhua, 
fon of Jofedech the high prieft, and be ftrong all 
ye people of the land, and work ; for I am with 
you, according to the word which I covenanted 
with you when ye came out of Egypt, fo my 
fpirit rcmainieth among you : fear ye not. For 

' thus faith the Lord of Hofts, Yet onjce^ it is a 
little while, and I will fhake the heavens, and the 
earthy and the fea, and the dry land : and I will 
ihak^^ all nations, and the deiire of all nations 
fiiall come, and I will fiU this houfe with glory. 
The filver is mine, and the gold is mine.. The 
glory of this latter houfe fhall be greater than of 
the former, and in this place will I give peace. 

" In that day will I take thee, O Zeriibbabcl, 
my fervant, the fon of Shealtiel, faith the Lord, 
and will make thee as a fignet : for I have chofen^ 
thee.*'

the Lord unto Zerubbabel, faying. Not by might 
nor power, but by my fpirit.

John i. I— 5, •^In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God,' and the 
Word was God. The £une was in the begin^ 
ning with God. AU thing»^were made by him ; 
and without him was not any thing oiade that 
was made. In hi^ was life, and the life was 
the light of men. And the fight fliineth in dark- 
nels, and the darkneis compfthendeth it not/^ 
'^ DeuUr. xxxi. 14—^6. •* And it came to i»6, 
when Mofes had made an end of writing the 
words of this law in a book, until they were 
finifhcd, that Mofes commanded the Levkes 
which bare the ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
faying. Take this book of the law, and- put it in 
tM fide of the ark of the covenant of tne Lord 
youd God, that it may be there for a witneis 
againft thee." ^ 

Mxoduixxv. 21. '* And thou ihalt put the 
mercy feat above, upon the ark ; and in the ark * 
thou {halt put the teftimony that I fliall give 
thee.'* 

Exodus xvh 31^-— 34* '^ And Mofes faid. This* 
is the thinff which the Lord commandeth : ¥iD 
an omer of the manna, to be kept for your gen* 
crations ; that they may fee the bKad where* 
with [ have fod you in the wiidernefs, when I 
brought you forth fro^m the land (^ £gypt> And 
Mofes faid unto Aaron, Take a pot, and put an 
omer full of manna therein, and lay it up before 
jheJ-OLdi_to Jbe^k^tibr your ggQ^lions. As 
the Lord commanded Mofes, fo Aaron laid ittup 
fcffore the teftimony to be kept," 
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Numbers xvh. 10. ^^ And the Lord faCd unto 
Mofes, Bring Aaron's-rod again before the tef- 
timony, to be kept for a token/' 

Htbriws ix. 2—5. •^ For there was a taberna- 
cle made , the firft, wherein was the candleftick, 
and the table, and the fhewhread, which k call- 
ed The San^uary. And . after the vails, the 
tabernacle, which is called The Holieft c^all; 
which had the gcMen cenfer, and the ark of the 
covenant overlaid rofind about with gold, where* 
in was alfo the golddn pot that had mauQa, and 
Aaron's rod that budded, and the. tm^ of the 
covenant ; and over it the cherybims of ^lory, 
ihadowing the mercy feat ; of which we can^ 
not now %eak particularly." 

Ams ix. II. '^ In that day will I rs^fe up the 
tabernacle of David that is fkUen, and clofe' up 
the breaches thereof, and I will raife up his ru- 
inS) and I will build it as in the days of old." 

Exodus vi. 2, 3. "And God fpake unte Mo* 
fes, and fitid unto him, I am the Lord ; and I 
appeared unto Abraham, unto Ifaac, and unto 
Jacob, by the name of God Almighty^ but by 
my name Jehovah was I not known to them." 

The following partictilars, relative to King 
Solomon's Temple, may with propriety be here 
introduced, and cann^ be uninterefting to a 
royal arch mafon. 

This lamous fabric was fituated on Mount 
Moriah, near the place where Abraham was 
about to offer up his fon Ifaac. and where Da- 
vid met and appeafedthe deilroying angel. It 
was begun in the fourth year of the reign of 
Solomon ; the third after the death of David ; 
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four hundred and eighty years after the paflage 
of the Red Sea, and on thefecond day of the 
month Zif, being the fecond month of the £aL^ 
cred year, which anfwers to the 2 1 ft of April, 
in the year of the world 2992, and was carried 
on with fuch prodigious fpeed, that it was finilh- 
ed, in all its parts, in little more than ieven 
years. 

By the mafonic art, and the wife regulations 
of Solomon, every part of the building, whether 
of ftone, brick, timber or metal, was wrought 
and prepared before they were brought to Jeru- 
falem ; fo that the only tools made ufe of in 
ereAing the fabric were wooden inftruments' 
prepared for that purpofe. The noife of the axe, 
the hammer, and every other tool of metal, was 
confined to the forefts of Lebanon, where the 
timber was procured, and to Mount Libanus^ 
and the plains and quarries of Zeredathah, where 
the ftones were raifed, fquared, . marked and 
numbered y that nothing, might be heard among 
the mafons at Jerufalem but harmony and peace. 

In the year of the world 3029, King Solomon 
died, and, was fucceeded by his fon Rehoboam, 
who, immediately after the death of his father, 
went down to Shechem, where thexhiefs of the- 
people were met togethcx to proclaim him king. 

When Jeroboam, the fon of Nebat, who was 
in Egypt, whither he had fled from the j)refence 
of Solomon, and whofe ambition had long afpir- . 
ed to the throne, heard of the death of the king, 
he haftened to return from Egypt, to put himfdf 
at the head of tTie difcontented tribes, and lead 
tbem on to rebellion. **He accordingly affembled 
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them together, and came to king Rehoboam, 
and fpake to him after this manner : 

*^ Thy father made our yoke grievojas ; now, 
therefore^ eafe thou fomewhat the grievous fer- 
vitude-of thy father, and his heavy yoke that he 
put upon us, and we will ierve thee. And he 
iaid unto them. Come again unto me after three 
^ays. And the^peo{de departed. And king 
Rehoboam took counfel with the old 'men that 
had ftood before Solomon his father while he 
yet livedj faying. What counfel give ye me, to 
return anfwer to this people ? And they fpake 
unto him, faying. If thou be kind to -this peo-* 
pie, and pleafe tnem, and fpeak good words to 
them, they will be thy fervants forever. But 
he forfook the counfel which the old men gave 
him, and took counfel with the young men that 
were brought up with him, that flood before 
him« And he faid unto them, what advice give 
ye, that we may return anfwer to this people, 
which have fpoken to me, faying, Eafe fome- 
what the yoke that thy father did put upon us ? 
And the young men that were brought up with 
him fpake unto him, faying, Thus ihalt thou 
anfwer the people that ipake unto thee, faying. 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, but make 
thou it fomewhat lighter for us ; thus ihalt 
thou fay unto them. My little finger fhall be 
thicker than my father^s loins. For, whereas 
my father put & heavy yoke upon you, I will 
put more to your yoke: my father chaftifed 
you with whips, but I will chafiife you with 
fcorpions. So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam on the third day, as the 
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king bade, faying. Come again to me on the 
third day. And the king anfwered them rough- 
ly ; and king Rehoboam forfook the counfel of 
the old men, and anfwered them after the advice 
of the young men, faying. My father made your 
yoke heavy, but I wUi add thereto : my father 
chaftifed you with whips, but I will chafiife you 
with fcorpions. And when all Ifr^el faw that 
the king would not hearken unto them, the 
people anfwered the king, faying, What portion 
have we in David ? and we have none inheri- 
tance in the fon of JefTe ; every man to your 
tents, O Ifrael ; and now, David, fee to thine 
own houfe. So all Ifrael went to their tents.'* 

See 2 Chron. chap x. 

But as for the children of Ifrael that dwelt in 
the cities of Judah and Benjamin, Rehoboam 
reigned oyer them. 

In this manner were the tribes of Jfrael di- 
vided, and under two diftinft governments, for 
254 years, when the ten revolted tribes, having 
become weak and degenerated, by following the 
wlckednefs and idolatry of the kings who gov- 
erned them, fell a prey to Salmanezer, king' of 
Affyria, who in the reign of Hofhea, king of If- 
rael, beficged the city of Samaria, laid their 
country wafte, and utterly extirpated their gov- 
ernment. Such was the wretched fate of a peo- 
Ele who difdained fubjeflton to the laws of the 
pufe of David, and whofe impiety and eflemi- 
nacy ended in their deftrudion. 

After a feries of changes and events, of ^hich 
an account may be found in the hiftory of tjie 
Temple, Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, with 
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his forces, took poffeffion of Jcnifalem, and hav- 
ing made captive Jehoiachim the king of Judah, 
elevated his uncle Zedekiah to the throne, after 
hinding him by a folemn path neither to make 
innovations in the government, nor to take part 
with the Egyptians in their wars againft Babylon. 

At the end of eight years, Zedekiah viola- 
ted his oath to Nebuchadnezzar, by forming a 
treaty ofFenfive and defenfive with the Egyp^ 
tians ; thinking that jointly they could iubdue 
the king of Babylon. Nebuchadnezzar imme<- 
diately marched, and ravaged Zedekiah's coun- 
try, feiz.ed his caftle and fortrefs, and proceeded 
to the fiege of Jerufalem. Pharaoh, learning 
how Zedekiah was prefTed, advanced to his re- 
lief, with a view of railing the fiege. Nebu- 
chadnezzar, having intimation thereof^ would 
not wait his approach, but proceeded to give 
him battle, and in one conteft drove him out of 
Syria. This circumftance fufpended the fiege. 

In the ninth year of Zedekiah's reign, the 
king of Babylon again befieged Jerufalem, with 
a large army, and for a year and a half exerted 
all his ftrength to conquer it ; but the city did 
not yield, though enfeebled by famine and pefti- 
Jencc. .\ ' 

in the eleventh year, the iiege^went on vigor- 
oufly ; the Babylonians completed their works, 
having raifed towers all round the^city, fo as to 
4rivc the invaded party from its walls. The 
place, though a prey to plague and famine, was 
oblUnately defended during the fpace of a year, 
and a half. But at kngth want of provifions 
and forces conppelled its furrender, and it wa« 
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accordingly delivered^ at midni^t^ to the offi* 
cer^ of Nebuchadnezzar. 

Zedekiah, feeing the troops eater the ttmfAe^ 
abiconclcd hj a narrow pais to the defert, with 
his officers and friends ; but advice of his efbape 
being given to the Babylonians^ tfaey puiiucd 
them early in' the morning, and furrounded them 
near Jerico, where they were bound and carried 
before the king, who ordered his wives and dtiil* 
dren to be put to death in his fight, and then 
ordered Zedekiah's eyes to be put out, and him* 
fclf conduded in chains to Babylon. 

After this victory, Nebuchadnezzar difpatch- 1 
ed his' principal officer, Nebuzaradan, to Jerufa^ J 
lem» to ran^ick and burn both palace' and tem- 
ple, to raze the c;ty to the ground) and condud 
the captive inhabitants to Babylon ; this order 
he accordingly executed. Among the captives ^ 
"Wefk the following perfons of eminence : Serai- 
ah, the high prieft ; Zephaniah, next in rank ; 
the fecretary to the king ; three principal keep- 
ers of the temple ; feven of the king's chofen 
friends, and other perfons of diftindion. 

In the feventieth year of , the captivity of the 
Jews, and the firft of the reign of Cyrus, king 
of Perfia, he iflued his famous cdift, purporting 
that the God . adored by the Ifnelites was the 
eternal being through whofe bounty he enjoyed 
the regal dignity, and that he had found hiipfelf 
honourably mentioned by the prophets of an- 
cient date as the pcrfon who ihould caufe Jeru- 
falem to be rebuilt, ,and rcjlore the Hebrews to 
their former ftate of grandeur and independen- 
cy ; he therefore gave orders for the releafe of 
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the captives^ ynih his permiffien to return to 
their own native country, to rebuild the city> 
and the houfe of the Lor^. 

The principal people of the trib^ qf Judah 
and Benjamin, with the priefis and Levites, inir 
mediately departed for Jeru&leni, and commen- 
ced the undertaking; but many of the Jews 
determiiied to remam in Babylon, rather than 
relinquiih the pQffi^ons they had obtained in 
that city.

*'No one. can refleft on the ceremonies of

*^ Here wc are necefiarily led to coMemplate 
with gratitude and adtniration the facred fouroe 
from whence all earthly comforts flow; here 
we find additional inducements to contiaue 
ileadfaft and immoveable in the diicharge of our 
refpedive duties; and here W£ are bouud9 by 
the moft folemn ttes» to promote each other s 
.welfare, and correA each other's failings, by ad- 
vice, admonition, and reproof. 

*' As it is our mofi earnefi defire, and a duty 
we owe to our companions of this order, that 
the admiffioii of every candidate into this chapter 
fiiould be attended by the approbation of the 
moft fcrutinizing eye, we hope always to poffeis 
the fatisfadion of finding none among us, but 
fuch as will promote to the utmoft of their power 
the great end of our inltitutien. By paying due 
attention to this determination, we exped you 
will never recommend any candidate to this 
chapter, whofe abilities and knowledge of the 
foregoing degrees you cannot freely vouch for, 
and whom you do not firmly and confidrntly 
believe will fully conform to the principles of 
our order, and fulfil the obligations of a royal 
arch mafon. While fuch are our members, we 
may expeft to be united in one objed, without 
lukewarmneis, inattention or hegle<fl ; and that 
zeal, fidelity and affeAion will be the diftinguifh- 
inff charaAeriilics of our fociety, and that fatis- 
fad:ion, harmony and peace be enjoyed at our- 
meetings, which^no other fodety can aflford/'

ftiid the following prayer is rehearfed, by the 
mc^ exc^ent high prieft : 

« By the Wifdom of the Supreme High Prieft 
may we be diredcd, by his Strength may we be 
enabled, and by the Beauty of virtue may we be 
incited, to perform the obligations here enjoined 
oo us, to keep inviolably the myfteries here un- 
folded to us, and invariably to pra£life all thofe 
duties out of the chapter, which are inculcated

After thefe obfervations, little more can be 
wanted to encourage the zealous maPm to per- 
fevere in his refearches. Whoever has traced 
the art in regular progreffion from the com- 
mencement bf the firft to the conclufion of the 
feventh degree, according to the plan here laid 
dpwn, will have amafled an ample ftore of ufe- 
ful learning; and muft reflet with pleafure-on 
the good e&^s of his paft diligence a^d atten- 
tion } while, by applying the whole to the 
general advantage of fociety, he will obferve 
method in the proper diftribution of what he 
has acquired, and fecure to himfelf the venera- 
tion of mafons, and the approbation of all good 
men. 
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CHAPTER XV. 



OBSERVATIO:^S 0J{ THE ORDER OF HIGH PRIEST. 

This order appertains to the office of High 
Prieil of a Royal Arch Chapter, and no one can 
be legally entitled to receive it until he has been 
eleded to fuftain that office in fome regular chap* 
ter of Royal Arch Mafons. 

The following paffajges of fcripturc are made 
ufe of during the ceremonies appertaining to this 
order/viz. 

Gen. xiv. 1 2 — 24. ** And they took Lot» 
Abram's brother's fon, (who dwelt in Sodom) 
and his goods, and departed. And there came 
one, that had efcaped, and told Abram the He- 
brew J for he dwelt in the plain of Mamre the 
Amorite^ brother of Efiicol, and brother of Aner : 
and tbefe were confederate with Abram. And 
when Abram heard that his brother was taken 
captive, he armed his trained fervants, born in 
his own houfe, three hundred and eighteen, and 
purfued them unto Dan. And he divided him- 
felf againft them, he and his fervants, by night, 
and fmote them, and purfqed them unto Hobah, 
which is on the left hand of Damafcus. Ancl he 
brought back all the goods, and alfo brought 
again his brother Lot, and his goods, and the 
women alfo, and the people. And the king of 
Sodom went out to meet him (after h|s return 
from the flaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of the 
kings that were with him) at the valley of She- 
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veh, which is the king^s dale. And Melchifedec, 
Idng of Salem^ brought forth bread and ^ine : 
and he w^s the prieft of the Moft High God. 
And he bleiTed hinij and faid, BleiTed be Abram 
of the Moft High God, pofieflbr of heaven and 
earth : and bleued be the Moft High God, which 
hath delivered thine enemies into thy hand. And 
he gave him tithes of all. And the king of 
Sodom faid unto Abram, Give me the perions, 
and take the goods to thyfelf. And Abram faid 
to the king of Sodom, I have lifted up mine 
hand unto the Lord, tljie Moft High God, ^thc 
BpfTefibr of heaven and earth, that J \dll not take 
from a thread even to a ihoe-latchet, and that I 
will not take any thing that is thine, left thou 
fhouldeft fay, I have made Abram rich: Save 
only that which the young men have eaten, and 
the portion of the men which went with me, 
^^ Aner, Efticol and Mamre } let them take their 
portion.'* 

Numb. vi. 22 — 26. "And the Lotd fpake 
unto Mofes, faying, Speak unto Aaron, and un- 
to his fons, faying. On this wife ye fliall blefs tht 
children of Ifrael, faying unto them. The Lord 
bleis thee, and keep thee; the, Lord make his 
^ace fhine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee ; 
the Lord lift up his countenance upon thee, and' 
give thee peace.**

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CHAPTER I. 

Of the Government of Royal Arch Chapters. 

The firft three degrees of mafonry are hotdeli 
under the authority of Grand Lodges^ coxnpofed 
of the maftcj^ and wardens of all the lodges with- 
in a certain diftrid, together with the proper 
\ erand officers; the organization of which will 
' 'dc noticed in another part of this work. 

In like manner chapters of rayal arch mafons, 
. with power to confer the preparatory degrees of 
mark mafljcr, pad mafter, and moft exc^lent 
mailer, are holden under the authority of grand 
, chapters, compofed of the three principal officers 
^]]yfif all the royal arch chapters within a certain 
^diftrift, together with the proper grand officers* 
Until the year 1 797, no grand chapter of royal 
arch mafons was organized in America. Pre- 
vioufly to this period, a competent number of 
companions of that degree, poilefled of fufficient 
abilities, under the fandion 6f a matter's war* 
rant, proceeded to exercife the rights and privi- 
leges of royal arch chapters, whenever they 
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thought it expedient and proper ; although io 
moft cafes the approbation of a neighbouring 
chapter was deemed ufefiil if not eflential. 

This unreftrained mode of proceeding .wa» 
fubjeft to many inconveniences ; unfuigible char- 
acters might be admitted ^ irregularities in the 
mode of working introduce4 ; the purpofes. of 
the focicty perverted ; and thus the order de- 
graded, by falling into the* hands of thofe who 
might be regardlefs of the reputation of the in-^ 
ftitution^ If differences fliould arife between two 
chapters, who was to decide upon them ? If 
unworthy chara&ers, who for want of tlue cau* 
tion had gained admilEon, fiiould attempt to 
open new chapters, for their own etnolument^ 
or for the purpofes of conviviali^ or intemper- 
ance, who was to Teftrain them ? Jf the efta- 
blifhed regulations and ancient landmarks ihould 
be. violated or broken down, where was there: 
power fufficient to remedy the evil? 

Seniible of the exiftence of thefe and many 
other inconveniences, to which the order were 
fub]e£ted, the chapters of royal arch mafons, in 
various parts of tne United States, have, within 
a few years pail, taken the proper and neceflary . 
meafures ^ for forming and eftablifhihg ^rand^m? 
royal arch chapters, for their better government^' 
and regulation. 

On the 24th of Oftober, 1797, a conven- 
tion of delegates, from feveral chapters in the 
northern fiates, affembled at Mafons Hall, in 
E[ofton ; being appointed (as expreffed in their 
credentials) " to meet with any or every chapter 
•f royal arch mafons, within the ftates of New-.

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CHAPTER II. 

Powers vejied in the General Grand Officers. 

\ Agreeably to^he General Grand Royal Arch 
^ ConftitufJUn, Grand Royal Arch Chapters were 
cftablifhed in the feveral l^orthcrn States, where 
there were royal aft:h chapters exifting ; and in 
every inflance the pirtvate chapters have united 
with, an^ acknowledged die authority of, the 
faid gramf chapters. 

The l«ng defired» and neceflary authority for 
correi^ng abufes, and regulating the concerns, 
of royal asch mafonry, in the northern fiates, 
being thus hagpily eftabliihed, the fublime de- 

fees foon- bdcMh^ flouriihing and refpe^able. 
oyal arch jnafons in the fouthern ftates (where 
there were^o grand 'chapters) obferved with 
pleafure and fatisfaCUon the eftablilhment of 
grand chaptei^s in the northern ftates, under the 
authority of a general conflitution, aitd became 
defirous of uniting with them, under the fame 
authority. Applications were accordingly made 
for the privilege of epening new chapters in the 
^ibuthera ftates; but there being no provifion 
. jmade in the conftitution *for extending its au- 
JllKirity'beyond the limits firft contemplated, the 
X Aai|p grind chapters took the fubjeA into con- 
iideration, and paflfed a concurrent decree, veft« 
ing power and authority in the three firft general 
grand officers, or any two of them, conjoihtly, 
to grant and ililie letters of difpenfation for the 
loftitution' of lodges of mark mafter^^ paft maC- 
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ters, moft excellent mafters, and chapters of ro]r- 
al arch mafons, within any fiate in which there 
was not a grand chapter eilabliflied. By virtue 
of this authority, on the firft day of December, 
1804, the general grand officers granted a letter 
of difpenfation for forming and holdmg a chap- 
ter of royal arch mafons in the city o^JM^nnah, 
in the Hate of Georgia, by th£ name of Georgia 
Chapter ; and on the firft aay of March, 1805, 
they granted a letter of difbenfation for forming 
and opening a new royal arch chagt»r in' the 
town of Beaufort, in the ftate of South Caroli- 
na, by the name of Unity Chapter, '^ 

At the fucceeding meeting of the general grand' 
royal arch chapter, the powers before mention- 
ed were confirmed and made peltnanefit in the 
general grand officers, by the'rimtir fedion of 
the firfl: article of the'general confl||ution ; and 
the proceedings of the general grand officers 
tinder the decree before mentioned were ap- 
proved and confirmed. 



CHAPTJER IIL 
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THE GENERAL GRAND CHAPTER. , «|^ 

On the ninth day of January, 1 799, the ^ni 
chapter of the northern ftate's met, by adjourn- 
ment, at Providence, itr the ftate of Rhode- 
Ifland, and revifed their conftitution. 

The fecond feftion of the firft article of the 
conftitution, as revifed, directed that the general 
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^rand chapter fliould convene feptennially, for 
the choice of officers, and other bufincfs. A 

. meeting was accordingly holden at the city of 
Middletown, (Conn.) commencing on the 9th 

' 4ay of January, A* D. 1806. 

PrefenU 

Reprefentatives ' from the rcrpeftive grand 
chapters of the ftatcs of Rhode-Ifland, Con- 
nefticut. New- York and Vermont. 

The general grand chapter refolved itfelf into 
a committee of the whole upon the general grand 
royal arch conftitution, when fundry alterations 
and amendments were propofed and confidered, 
rand afterwards ratified and confirmed^ by the 
general grand dbapter. « 

Among other amendments of the conftitu- 
tion was tiw following, viz. The ftyle or title 
to be "The General Grand Royal Arch Chapter 
of the United States." The juriidiAion was dc- 
clared to extend throughout the United States, 
^nd to syny ftate or territory wherein no grand 
<:hapteir was regularly eftabliihed. 

A communication was prefented from Rut- 
land, in the ftatc of Vermont, informing this 
>> general grand chapter of the formation of a 
^rand royal arch chapter in the faid ftate, and 
fubjoining a copy of their regulations, and alfo 
a certificate of thef appointment of a proxy for 
the grand high prieft of the faid grand cfaapter.^ 

A communication was aHb received from the 
fecrctary of the grand chapter of the ftate of 
New-York, containing the report of a committee 
Appointed by the £dd grand chapter upon the 

^4 
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fubjecl of the formation of a-grand chapter in the 
flate of Vermont. 

The two communications before mentioned 
having been read and confidered, it was refolved. 
That this general grand chapter admit, and they - 
do hereby admit, the faid grand chapter of Ver- 
mont, into a union with us, under the general 
grand royal arch conftitution. 

A communication was received from the gene- 
ral grand king, and the general grand fcribc, 
ftating, that by virtue oiF authority derived from 
a fpecial decree of feveral of the ftate grand chap- 
ters, they had conjointly iffued a warrant for 
inftituting a chapter of royal arch mafons in the 
town of Beaufort^ in the ftate of South Caro- ^^ 
lina, by the name of " Unity Chapter ;" and alfo 
another warrant for inftituting a chapter of royal_ 
arch mafons, in the city of Savanna^m thg, ftate 
of Georgia, by the name of " Georgia Chapien^* 

Whereupon it was rcfolved, That this^ener^l 
grand chaptei: do apprqve of the proceedings of 
the general grand king, and the general grand 
fcribe, relative tp the formation of i7/wVy Chapter ^ 
in Beaufort^ and Georgia Chapter^ in Savannah ; 
and that their refpeAive warrants be confirmed^ 
and made permanent^ by either of the aforenamed 
general grand oiEcers. ^ 

A committee was appointed, confifting of the 
general grand king, and the general grand fecre- 
tary« to tranfcribe, and procure to be printed, a 
fuitable number of copies oi the conftitution, 
and tranfmlt them to the feveral ftates. 

The general grand chapter proceeded to a 
choice of officers, agreeably to the .conftitution. 
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when the companions, whofe names follow, were 
cleded to the offices annexed to their irefpedivc 
names, viz.

Agreeably to the powers veftcd in the general 
grand officers by the ninth fedion of the firft ar- 
ticle of the conftitution, the general grand high 
prieft and general grand king iflued a charter 
for the eftablifhment of a roy anarch chapter in 
the town of Hanover, in thefi^te of New-Hamp- 
ihire, by the name of St. Andrew* s Chapter^ dated 
# the twenty fixth day of January, A. D. 1807. 
• They alfo iflued a charter for the cftablilhment 
of a royal arch chapter in the town of Hopkin- 
ton, in the ftate of Jlew-Hampfhire, by the name 
of Trinity Chapter, dated the fifteenth day of 
February, A. D. 1807. 

Refolved, That the next feptennial meetings 
of the general grand chapter be holden in the 
city of New- York, on the fecond Thurfday in 
l^ptember, A. D. 1812. 
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The cafualties of war having prevented the 
feptennial meeting which was to have been hold* 
en on the fecond ThurfiJay in September, 1 8 1 2, 
the prefiding officers,' after the return of peace, 
agreeably to the powers veiled in them by th^ 
3d Sed. I ft Art. of the Confiitution, caufol no- 
tice to be iflued for convening a fpecial meeting; 
of the General Grand Chapter, in the cky of

SscT* 1. There shall be a general grand chapter of royal arch 
masons for the United States of America, which shall be holden as is 
hereinafter directed, and shall consist of a general grand high priest, 
deputy general grand high priest, general grand &ing, general grand 
•eribe, secretary, treasurer, chaplain and marshal ; and likewise of 
the several grand and deputy grand high priests, kings and scribes, 
for the time being, of the several state grand chapters, under the 
jarisdiction of this general grand chapter ; and of the past general 
grand high priests, deputy general grand high priests, kings and 
scribes, of the said general grand chapter ; and the aforesaid officers, 
or their proxies, sbsdl be the only members and voters in said general 
grand chapter.

ARTICLE L 

op TTflS GENERAL. CRAIVD CHAPTER. 

Sect. 1. There shall be a General Grand Chapter of Royal Arc& 
Masons for the United States of America, which shall be holden as in 
hereinafter directed, and shall consist of a General Grand High Priest, 
Deputy General Grand High Priest, General Grand King, General 
Grand Scribe,' Secretary, Treasurer, Chaplain, and Marshal ; and like- 
•wise of the several Grand and Deputy Grand High Priests, Kings and 
Scribes, for the time being, of the several state grand chapters, un- 
der the jurisdiction of this .general grand chapter ; and of the Past 
General Grand High Priests, Deputy General Grand High Priests, 
Kings and Scribes of the said general grand chapter ; and the afore^ 
said officers, or their proxies, shall be the only members and voters in 
said general grand chapter. And no person shaJl be constituted a 
proxy, unless he be a present or past officer of this or a state grand 
chapter. 

Sbct. 2. The general grand chapter shall meet septenpially, on 
the second Thursday in September, for the choice of officers, and other 
business : dating from the second Thursday in September, A. D.1805, 
at sudh place as may, from time to Bme, be" appointed. 

Sect. 3. A special meeting of the general grand chapter sfiall 
l)e called wheneyer the General Grand High Priest, Deputy General 
Grand High Priest, General Grand King, and General Grand Scribe,^ 
OP any two of them, may deem it necessary ; and also whenever it 
may be required by a majority of the grand chapters of the states 
aforesaid, provided su«h tequisitloii.be made kiiown in writing, by the 
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wtid grand chapters respectively, to the General Grand High Priest, 
Deputy General Grand High Priest^ King or Scribe. And it shaU be 
the duty of the said general officers, ajad they are each of them seve- 
rally autliorised, empowered and directed, upon receiving official no- 
tice of such requisition from a majority of the grand chapters {foresaid, 
to appoint a time and place of meetin|;, and notify each of the stats 
grand chapters thereof accordingly. 

Sect. 4. It shall be incumbent on the General Grand High Priest, 
Deputy General Grand High Priest, General Grand King, and Gene- 
ral Grand Scribe, severally, to improve and perfect themselves in the 
sublime arts and work of Mark Masters, Past Masters, Most Excellent 
Masters, and Royal Arch Masons; to make themselves masters of the 
severM masonic lectures and ancient charges ; to Consult with each 
other, and with the Grand and Deputy Grand High Priests, Kings 
and Scribes of the several States aforesaid, for the purpose of adopting 
measures suitable and proper for diffusing a knowledge of the said lec- 
tures and charges, and an uniform mode of working^ in the several 
chapters and lodges throughout this jurisdiction ; and the better to 
effect this laudable purpose, the aforesaid general grand officers are 
severally hereby authorised, and empowered, to visit and preside in 
any and every chapter of Royal Arch Masons, and lodge of Most Ex- 
cellent, Past, or Mark Master Masons, throughout the said States, and 
to give such instructions and directions as the good of the fraternity , 
may require ; aiwity* adhering to the ancient landmarks of the order. 

Sect. 5. In all cases of the absence of any officer from any body 
of masons, instituted or holden by virtue of this constitution, the offi- 
cer next in rank shall sucofeed his superior ; unless through courtesy 
faid offi9er should decline in favour of a. past superior officer present* 
And in case of the absence of all tiie officers from any legal meeting of 
eitlier of the bodies aforesaid, the members present, according to s^ 
luority and abilities, shall iill the several offices. 

Sect. 6. In every chapter or lodge of Masoni, instituted or hold- 
en by virtue of this constitution, all questions (except upon the ad- , - 
mission of members or candidates) shall be determined by a majority 
of votes ; the presiding officer for the time being, being entitied to vote, 
if a member ; and in case the votes should at any time be equally 
divided, the presiding officer as aforesaid, shall give the casting vote. 

Sect 7. The general grand royal arch chapter shall . be com- 
petent (on concurrence of two thirds of its members present) at any 
ijme hereafter, t« revise, amend and alter this constitution. 

Sect. 8. In case any casualty should at any time hereafter prev 
▼ent the septennial election of officers, the several general grand pfficers 
shall sustain their respective offices until successors are duly elected 
and qualified. . 

' "Sect. 9^ The General Grand High Priest, Deputy General Grand 
High Priest, General Grand King, and General Grand Scribe, shall 
severally have power and authority to institute new Rqyal Arch Chap- 
ters, and Lodges of the subordinate degrees, in any state in which 
, there is not a grand chapter regularly established. But no new. chap- 
ter shall be instituted in any State wherein there is a chapter or chapters 
.h'oJden ynder the authority of thi« censtitttlioo, without » xi^ommeth 
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^tion from the chapter nearest the residenct^of the petitioneTs. Tfefh 
fees for instituting a new Rojal Arch Chapter, with the subordinate 
degrees, shaQ be ninetj doDars ; and for a new MarkMaster^s Lodge, 
twenty dollars ; exclusive of such compensation to the Grand Secr*- 
tujf as the Grand Officers aforesaid may deem reasonabk. -

9W THX STATE QRAKD HOTAI* AKCH CHAPTERS. 

SxcT. 1. The State Grand Chapters »hall severally consist of a 
Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand High Priest, Grand King, Grand 
-6cribe, Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand Chaplsin, and 
Grand Marshal, and likewise of the High Priests, Kings and Scribes, 
S&r the time being, of 'theceveral chapters over which they shall res- 
pectively preside, and of the Past Grand and Deputy Grand High 
Priests, Kings and Scribes of the said grand chapters ; and the said 
•numerated officers (or their proxies) shall be the only members and 
voters in the said grand chaptei^s respectively. 

SscT. 2. The state grand chapters shaJl severally be holden at 
least cmce in every year, at such times and p]ace» as ihey shall res- 
jjectively direct; and the grand or deputy grand high priests respec- 
tively, for the time being, may at any time, call a special meeting, to 
be holden at such place as they shall severally think proper to appomt. 

Sbct. 3. The officers of the state grand chapters shall be chosen 
annually, by ballot, at such time^d place as the said grand chapters 
than respectively ^Urect. 

^ Skct. 4. The sevei^al state grand chapters (subject to the provi- 
sions of this constitution) shall have tiie si^e government and super- 
intendence of the several royal arch, chapters, and lodges of most 
excellent, past, and mark master masons, within their respective juris- 
dictions ; to assign their limits, and settle controversies tiiat may 
IpLppen between tiiem ; and shall have power, under their respective 
seals, and the sign manual of their respective grand or deputy grand 
high priests, kings and scribes, (or their legal proxies) attested by their 
respective secretaries, to constitute new chapters of royal arch masons, 
and lodges of. most excellent, past,^ and mark master masops, witbiM 
their respective jurisdictions. 

Sbct. 6^ The grand-and deputy grand high priests, severally, shall 
have the power and authority, whenever they shall deem it expedient, 
(during the recess of the grand chapter of which they are officers) t* 
Ufant letters of dispensation, under their respective, hands, and private 
seals, to a competent number of petitioners (possessing the qualifica- 
tions required by the 9th section <£f the 2d article) empowering them 
to open a chapter of royal arch masons, and lodge of most excellent^ 
past, and mark master masons, for a certain specified term of time ; 
provided, that the said itma of time shall not extend beyond the next 
meeting of the grand chapter of the state in whicb such dispensation 
shatt be granted ; and poyided further, thai' the same fees aaare re- 
quired by this oonstitution ibr warrants, shall be first deposited in the 
bends of the grand treasurer. And in aU oases of sooh dispensations, 
the gruftd or deputy ip^nd ^ ptiesis, tespectirely, who may ^ant 
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ttfe same, shaB make report thereof, at the next stated meeting of <he 
^rand chapters *of their respective jurisdictions, when the said grand 
chapters, respectively, may either continne or recall the said dispensa- 
tions, or may grant the petitioAers a warrant of constitntion. And in 
case such warrant shall be granted, the fees tfrst deposited shall be 
credited in payment for the same ; l)ut if a warrant should not be 
granted, nor the dispensati<m continued, the said fees shall be refund- 
ed to the petitioners, excepting only such part thereof as shall have 
been actually expended by means of their application. 

Sbct. 6. The several state grand chapters shall possess autliority, 
upon the institution of new royal arch chapters, or lodges of mark 
masters, vnthin their respective jjurisdictions, to require the payment 
«f such fees as they may deem expedient and proper ; which said fees 
shall be advanced and paid into the treasury before a warrant or char- 
teir shaD be issued. 

SscT. 7. No warrant shall be granted for instituting lodges of most 
excellent or past masters, independent of a chapter of royal arch 
masons. * 

Sect. 8. The grand chapters, severally, shall hav^ power to r^^ 
quire . from the several chapters and lodges under their respective^ ju- 
nsdictions^ such reasonable proportion of sunis, received by fhem for 
the exaltation or advancement of candidates, and such certain annual 
sums from their respective members, as by their ordinances or regula- 
tions shall hereafter be appointed ; all which said sums or dues shall 
be made good, and paid annually, by the said chapters and lodges 
respectively, into the grand treasury of the grand chapter under which 
they hold j&ieir authority, on or before the first day of the respective 
annual meetings of the said grand chapters. 
, Sect. 9. No warrant for the institution of a new chapter of royal 
arch masons shall be granted, except upon the petition of nine regiijar 
royal arch masons ; which petition shall be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate from the chapter nearest to the place where the new -chapter \% 
intended to be opened, vouching for the moral characters, and ma- 
sonic abilities, of the petitioners, and recommending to the grand 
chapter^ under whose authority they act, to grant their prayer. And 
no warrant for the institution of a lodge of mark master masons shall 
be granted, except upon the petition of (at least) five regular mark 
master masons, accompanied' by vouchers from tiie nearest lodge of 
that degree, similar to those required upon the institution of a chapter. 
Sbqt. 10. The grand secretaries of the state grand chapters sh^JJi 
severally make an annual communication to e%ch other, and also to 
the general grand secretary, containing a list of grand officers, and 
all such other matters as may be deemed ne6essary for the mutual in- 
formation of the said grand chapters. And the eiiid grand secretaries 
shall also regularly transmit to the" general grand secretary a copy of 
all their by-laws and regulations. 

Sect. 11. Whenever there sliaH have been three, or more, royal 
arch chapters iastituted in any state, by lirtue of authority derived 
from this constitution, a grand chapter may be formed in such state, 
(with the approbation of one Or more of the general grand officers) by 
the high pnosts^ kings and Scribes of thd said chapters, who shall be 

10 v» 
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authorized to elect the grand officers. Provided always, that no new 
•ttate grand chapter shall be formed until after the expiration of on« 
year from the establiehment of the junior chapter in such state. 

SscT. 12. The several grand and deputy grand high priests, kings 
and scribes, for the time being, of tlie several state grand chapters, 
ure bound to the performance of the same duties, and are mvested 
vfitli tlje same powers and prerogatives, throughout their respective 
jurisdictions, as are prescribed to the general grand officers, in the 4th 
^ecl^on, 1st article, of this constitution. 

Skit 13. The jurisdiction of the several state grand chapters, 
f hull not extend beyond the limits of the state in which they shall 
re&pectively be holden. 

ARTICLE III. 

OF TRX BUBORDIKATS CHAPTERS Aim LODGES. 

Skct. 1. All legally constituted assemblies of royal arch masons 
are called Ciiaptkrs ; as regular bodies of mark' masters, past mas- 
tt^rs and most excellent mnsien, are called Lodges. Every chapter 
ought to assemble for work at least once in every three montha ; 
and must consist of an high priest, king, scribe, captain of the host, 
}'rincipal sojourner, royal arch captain^ three grand masters, secreta** 
ry, treasurer, and as many members as may be found convenient for 
working to advantage. 

BxcTt 2. Every chapter of royal arch masons, and lodge of mark 
master masons, throughout this jurisdiction, shall have a warrant of 
constitution, from the grand chapter of tlie state in which they may 
respectively be holden, or a vrarrant ^m one of the general grand 
officers. And no chapter or lodge shall be deemed legal without such 
warrant ; and msueonic communication (either publick or private) is 
hereby interdicted and forbidden, between any chapter or lodge un- 
der this jurisdiction, or any member of either of them, and any chap- 
ter, lodge or assembly, that may be so iHegally formed, opened or 
holden, without such warrant, or any or either of their members, or 
any person exalted or advanced in such illegal chapter or lodge. But 
nothing in this section shall be construed to affect any chapter or lodge 
which was established before the adoption of the grand royal arch 
constitution, at Hartford, (on the 27th day of January, A. D. 1798.) 

Sect. 3. Wh/Miever a warrant is issued for instituting a chapter 
of royal arch ma/^ons, with a power in said warrant to open and hold 
a lodge of most j^xcellent, past and mark master masons, the high 
priest, Jiiiig and t^cribe, for the time being, of such chapter, shall be 
the master and wai^ens in said lodges, according to seniority* , 

Sect. 4, All applicatians for the exaltation or advancement of 
candidates, in any chapter or lodge, under this jurisdiction, shall lie 
over,, at least one meeting, for the consideration of the members. 

Sect. 5. No mason shaJl be a member of two separate and distinct 
bodies, of the same denomination, at one and tlie same time. 

Skct. G. No chapter shall be removed, withotitthe knowledge 
of the high pries*^ itor any motion made for that purpose io his ab- 
4t:iice ; but if the high priest be present, and a motion is made and 
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' icconded for removing the chapter to some more conyenient place 
(within the limits prescribed in their warrant) the high priest shall 
forthwith cause notifications to be issued to all the members, inform- 
ing them of the motion for removal, and of the time and place when 
the question is to be determined ; which notice shall be issued at least 
ten days previous to the appointed meeting. But if the high priest 
(after motion duly made and seconded as aforesaid) should refuse or 
neglect to cause the notices to be issued as aforesaid, the officer next 
in rank, who may be present at the next regular meeting following, 
(upon motion made and seconded for that purpose) may in like man- 
ner issue the said notices. 

Skct. 7. All mark master masons^ lodges shall be regulated, in 
cases of removal, by the samo. rules as arfe prescribed in the foregofnjf 
section for the removal of Chapters, 

Sect. 8. The high priest, and other officers, of every chapter, 
and the officers of every lodge of mark master masons, shall be cho- 
sen annually, by ballot. 

Sect. 9. The high priest of every chapter has it in special charge 
as appertaining to his office, duty, and dignity, to see that the by- 
laws of his chapter, as well as the general grand royal arch constitu- 
tion, and the general regulations of the grand chapter, be duly ob- 
served ; that all the other officers of his chapter perform the duties of 
-their respec^ve "offices faithfully, and are examples of diligence and 
industry to their companions,; that true and exact records be kept 
of all the proceedings of the chapter, b^ the secretary ; that ths treas- 
urer keep and render exact and just accounts of all the monies be- 
longing, to the chapter ; that regular returns be made by the secreta- 
ry, annually, to the grand chapter of all admissions of candidates or 
members ; and that the annual dues to the grand chapter bo regnlar- 
ly and punctually paid. He has the special care and charge of the 
warrant of bis chapter. He has the right and authority of calling his 
chapter at pleasure, upon any emergency or occurrence which in his 
judgment may require their meeting, and he is to fill the chair when 
present. It is likewise his duty, together with his king and scribe, . 
to attend the meetings of the grand chapter (when duly summoned 
by the grand secretary) either in perscm, or by proxy. 

Sect. 10. For the preservation of secrecy and good harmony, 
and in order that due deconim may be observed while the chapter is 
engaged in business, a worthy royal arch mason is to be appointed 
from time to time for tyling the chapter. Hia duty is fixed by cue- 
tom, and known in all regul^ chapters. He may be elected annu- 
ally, but is to continue in office only during good behaviour, and is to 
be jpaid for his services. - ■ 

Sect. 11. All lodges of mark master masons are bound to ob- 
crerre the two preceding articles, as far as they can be applied to the 
government of a l^ge. 

Sect. IS. No chapter shall confer Ihe degrees of mark master 
jnason, past master, most excellent master, and royal arch mason, 
upon any brother, for a less sum than twenty dollars. And no lodge 
of mark master masons shall advance a brother to that degree for a 
lass sum than fotir dollars. 
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Ssrr. 13. When either of the officers or memben of the geneia] 
grand chapter^ or of anj of the state gtnnd chapters, cannot personaW 
}j attend their respective meetings, they shall severally have the aa- 
tbority to conatitiite a pr<ny, which proxy shall have the same r%bt 
to a teat and vote as hia constituent. 

ARTICLE jr. 

OF COirSTITUTIirO KBW CHAPT2I18. 

Skct. 1. When a warrant of constitution is granted, by either of 
the general grand officers, or either of the state grand chapters, for 
constituting a new chapter 6f royal arch masons, the grand officers^ 
respectively, shall appoint a day and hour for constituting t&e same, 
and installing the new officers. On the day and hour appointed, the 
grand or deputy grand high priest,* with his officers, meet in a con- 
venient room, near to the place where the new chapter is to be con- 
^tuted. The officers of the new chapter ar6 to be examined, by tb« 
deputy grand high priest, or some companion appointed for that pur- 
pose $ after they are approved, they are to return to the hall, and pre- 
pare for the reception of the grand chapter. When notice is given, 
by the grand jparshal, that they are prepared, the grand chapter walks 
in procession to the hall, wh^n the officers appointed for the nevr 
chapter resign their seats to the grand officer^, and take their several 
stations on ihe left ; the necessary cautions are then given from the 
chair, and the ceremony commences by performing an aiithem or 
ode, adapted to the occasion. The officers and members of the new 
chapter then form fn front of the grand high priest. 
The deputy grand high priest then infonns the grand high priest^ 
_jhat ^^ A Bmsber of companions duly instructed in the sublime mj*^ 
teries, being denrous of promoting th€ honour of the art, have apphed 
to the grand chapter for a warrant to constitute a new chapter of 
royal arch masons, which having obtained, they are now assembled 
lor the purpose of being cQivsttituted, and having their officers install- 
ed in due and ancient form.^^ . 

The grand high priest then directs tiie grand secretary to read th* 
warrant, which being done, be apks the members of the new chapter 
if they still approve of the officers nominated therein; this being sig- 
nified accordingly, the grand high priest rises and says, 

*' By virtue of (he hig^ powers in me vested, I do form you, my 
wortliy companions, into a VifgulAr chapter of royal arch masons ; 
from henceforth you are authorised an<| empowered to open and hold 
a lodge of mark masters, past masters, and most excellent masters, 
and a chapter of royal arch masons ; and to do and perform all such 
things as thereunto may appertain ; oonforming in all your doings to 
the general grand royal arch constitution, and thegoieralr^ulations 
of the state^ grand chapter ; and may the God of your fathers be with 
you. jguide and direct you in all your doings.*' Qtand fibnovr^.. 

*Or thepr€sidin^ officer for ilu Hme being. 
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n& fiiniitttfe, jewels, implements, utensils, &c. belonging^ to the 
chapter (having previouBlj been placed in due form, covered, in the 
centre) are then uncovered, and the new chapter is dedicated, in an- 
tient manner and form, as is well described in the most excellent 
master^s degree. The deputy grand high priest then presents the 
first officer of the new chapter to the grand high priest, saying, 

^^ Most txcellevU grand hi^h prUtt^ 

^ I present you ray worthy companion nominated 

hi the warrant, to be installed high priest of this new chapter ; I find 
him to be skihol in the royal art, and attentive tq the moral precepts 
of our forefathers, and have thierefore no doubt but he will discharge' 
the duties of his office with fidelity.^* 

The grand high priest then addresses him as follows : . 

^^ Moit exeeUffU companion^ 

^^'Ifeel much satisfaction in performing my duty on the present 00 
casion, by installing you into the office of high priest of this new chap^, 
ter. It IS an office highly honourable^ to all those who diligently 
perform the important duties annexed to it ; your reputed masonic 
KBlikrledge, however, precludes the necessity of a'particular enume- 
ration of those duties ; I shcyU therefore only observe, that by a fre« 
quent recurrence to the constitution, and general regulations, and a 
constant practice of the several sublime lectures and charges, you will 
be best able to fulfil them ; and I am confident, that the companions 
who are chosen to preside with you, will give stvength to your en- 
deavours, and support your exertions.' I shall now propose certain 
questions to you, relative to the duties of your office, and to which I 
must request your unequivocal answer. 

" 1. Do you solemnly promise that you will redouble your en- 
deavours to correct the vices, purify &e morals, and promote the 
happiness of those of your brethren wno have attained this sublime 
degree. 

^'2. That you will never suffer your chapter to be opened unlefti 
there be present nine regular royal a?ch masons. 

" 3. That you will never suffer either more or less than three breth- 
ren to be exailted in your chapter kt one and the same time. 

" 4. That you will not exalt luiy one to this degree, who haiT not 
ihewn a charitable and humane disposition ; of who has not made a 
considerable proficiency in the foregoing degrees.r 

^ 5. That you wiU promote the general good of our order, imd on 
«]1 proper occasions be ready to give and receive instructions, and 
particularly from the general and state grand officers. 

** 6. That to the utmost of your power you will preserve the so- 
lemnities of our ceremonies, and behave, in open chapter^ with the 
most profound rei^ect and reverence, as an example to youy com- 
panions. ■ ^ 

** 7. That you will not acknowledge or have intercourse with any 
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chapter that does not worl^ under a constitutional warrant Gt^mpn-^. 

•ation. 

, *''• 8. That you will not admit any visitor into your chapter who 
has not been exalted in a chapter legally constituted, without his be- 
lug first formally healed. 

^ 9. That you will observe and support such by-laws as may be 
made by^our chapter, in conformity to the gencaral grand royal arch 
constitution, and the general regulations of the grand chapter. 

" 10. That you will pay due respect and obedience to the instruc- 
tJons of the general and state grand officers, particularly relating to 
the several lectures and charges, and will re&ign the chair to them, 
severally, when they may visit yoUr chapter. 

''11. That you will support and observe the general grand royal 
arch constitution, and the general regulations of the grand royal arch 
diapter under whose authority you act. 

'' Do you submit to all tiiese things, and do you promise to ob-* 
serve and practise them faithfully?" 

These questions being anewered in the affirmative, the companiona 
all kneel in due form, and the grand high priesf, or grand chaplain, 
repeats the following, or some other suitable prayer. 

'* Most holy luad glorious Lord, God, the great high priest of hear^ 
•B and earth! W 

*^ We approadh thee with reverence, and implore thy blessing on 
the companion appointed to preside over this hew assembly, and now 
prostrate before thee ; filUiis heart with thy fear, that his tongiie and 
actions may pronounce thy glory. Make him steadfast in thy ser- 
vice ; grant him firmness of mind ; animate his heart, and stren^^en 
his endeavours ; may he teach thy judgments and thy laws ; and may 
the incense he ehaJi put before thee, upon thine altar, prove an ac- 
ceptable sacrifice unto thee. Bless him, O Lord, and bless the work 
<9f]us handF. Accept us in mercy ; hear thou from heaven thy. dwel- 
luig place, and forgive our transgressions. 

'' Glory-be to God the Father ; as it was in the beginning,^^ &c« 
Response, " So mote it be." 

Ail the companions, except high priests and past high priests, art 
then desired to withdraw, while the new high priest is solemnly 
bound to tl^e performance of his duties ; and sifter the perlbrmanca 
of other necessriry ceremonies^ not proper to be written, they ara 
permitted to return. 

The grand high priest then addresses the new high priest, as fol- 
lows: 

*' In consequence of your cheerfVil acquiescence with, the charges 
and regulations just recited, I now declare you duly installed and 
anointed high pricEt of this new chapter ; not doubting your determi- 
nation to support the reputation and honour of our sublime order. I 
now cfteerfvilly deliver unto you the warrant uiader which you are to 
work ; and 1 doubt not you will govern with such good order and 
rt'gularity, as will convince your x^ompanions that their partiality hat 
aot been improperly placed." 
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The gmnd high priest then clothes and Crests the new high priest 
with the various impjements and insignia of the order, with suitable 
charges to each of them. 

The grand hi^h priest then installs the seyeral subordinate officers 
in torn ; and poirits out to them the duties appertaining to their res- 
pective offices ; after which he pronounces a suitable address to the 
new chapter, and closes the ceremony, with the following benedic- 
tion : 

''The Lord be with you all; let brotherly love continue ; be not 
forgetful to entertain strangers. Now the" God of peace, our supreme 
High Priest, make you perfect to do his will. 

'' Glory be to God on high, and on earth peace and good will te. 
men. As\it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall be,'^ &c. 

Sect. 3. At the institution of all lodges of mark master masons, 
under this jurisdiction, the same ceremonies as are prescribed in the 
foregoing section, are to be observed, as far as they will apply to that 
degree. 

8kct. 3. Whenever it shall be inconvenient for the general 
grand officers, or the grand or deputy grand high priests, respectively, 
to attend in person, to constitute a new chapter or lodge, and install 
the officers, they shall severally have power and authority to appoint 
tome worthy high priest, or past high priest, to perform the necessary^ 
ceremonies. • 

SscT. 4. The officers of every chapter and lodge under thi» ju- 
risdiction, before they enter upon the exercise of their respective offi- 
ces, and also the. members of aU such chapters and lodges, and every 
candidate upon his admission into the same, shall take the following 
Q4>]igation, viz. '' I, A. B. do promise and swear, that I will support 
and maintain the general grand royal arch constitution.^'

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CHAPTER XII. 
CEMEMOXIES and CHARGES, 

ON THK 

Installaticn of the OffLcevs of a Royal Arch 

Chapter. 

1. The grand officers will meet at a conve- 
nient phce, and open. 

2. The fubordinate chapter will meet in the 
cuter courts of their hall, and form an avenue for 
the reception of the grand officers. 

3. When formed they will difpatch a commit- 
tee to the place where the grand officers are af- 
fembled, to inform the grand marihal that the 
chapter is prepared to receive them ; the grand 
marflial will announce the fame to the grand 
officers, and introduce the committee. 

4. Ihe grand officers ^ill move in proceffion, 
conducted by the committee, to the hall of the 
chapter j when the grand high pried enters, the 
chapter will give iht grand honours. 

5. When the grand officers have paffed 
through the avenue, the chapter will form rank 
entire, and face to the front ; the officers of the 
chapter then file off, and form a front rank two 
paces in advance of their members. 

.6. The grand fecretary will then call over the 
names of the officers elect, and the grand high 
prieft will alk whether they accept their refpec- 
tive offices. If they anfwcr in the affic^iative^

ly furnifhed and prepj^red, in ample for^, for 
the occafion. 

8. All prefent will then kneel^ and tjic fol- 
lowing prayer wiU he recited. ^ 

PRAYER.

arch mafons, which having obtained, they . are

[15. The grand high priefi: theft xi£es and 
fays, " By virtue of the h%h powers in me vett- 
ed, I do form you, ray refpected companions^ 
into a regular chapter of royal arch mafoas ; 
from henceforth you are authorized and em- 
powered to open and hold a lodge of mark maC* 
ters, paft matters, and mo ft excellent mafters, 
and a chapter of royal arch mafons ; and to do 
and perform all fuch things as thereunto may 
appertain ; conforming in all your doings to the 
general grand royal arch conftitution, and the 
general regulations of the ftate grand chapter j 
apd may the God of your fathers be with you, 
guide and direct you in all your doings.'*^] 

[16. The public grand honours will then be 
given by the officers and members of the new 
chapter, while paffing in review in front of the 

grand qfficers.] 

17. The furniture, clothing, jewels, imple*^ 
ments, utenfils, &c^ T)elonging tp the chapter, 
(having been previoufly placed in the centre, in 
front of the grand officers, covered) are now 
uncovered, [and the new chapter is dedicated 
in ancient manner and form, as ia well disfcribe^ 
in the moft excellent matter's degree.^ 

18. The deputy grand high prieft will then 
prefent the firft officer of the new chapter to the 
grand high prieft, faying,

ted in the warrant to be installed high prifest of this- new chapter v^" 
5nd Kim to be skilful in the royal art, and attentive to the moral pre- 
cepts of our forefathers, and have therefore no doubt bot iie wiU^ dl9-^ 
ch^r|Q ih^ duties of his office -vfith fidelity .vV 
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The gnuid . high prieil then addreffes him as 
follows : , 

, ^l feel ibugK ftatufactkA in p#rfpRiiiiig- aiy d«tj en the present 
occasion, by installing you into the office of bigh priest of tMs new 
chapter. It is an office highly honourable to all those who diligently 
perfoxia the important duties annexed to it ; yo«r reputed masonic 
Knowledge, hdweyer, precludes the necessity of a particular enume- 
Fatlon of those duties ; I shall therefore only observe, that by a fre- 
quent recurrence to the constitatioD, and general regulations, and ar 
eonstant practice of the several sublime lectures ^d charges, you will 
be best able to fulfil them ; and I am confident, that the compsuiions 
who are chosen to preside with you, will give strength to your en-^ 
deavours, and support your exertions. I shall now propose certaixr 
questions to you, relative to the duties of your office, and to which V 
must request your unequivocal answer. 

** 1. Do you solemnly promise that you will redouble your en- 
deavours to correct the vices, amend the morals, and promote the 
happiness of those of your brethren who have attained this sublime 
degte&» 

''2. That you will never suffer your chapter to be opened unlesf^ 
there be present nine regular royal arch masons. 

" 3. That you will never suffer either more or less than three breth- 
ten to be exidted in vour chapter at one and the same time. 

"4. That you will not exalt any one to this degree, who has not 
shewn a ehantafole and humane disposition ; or who has not made a 
considerable proficiency in the foregoing degrees.^ 

^^ 5. That you will promote the general good of our order, and on 
all proper occasions be ready to give and receive instructions^ and 
particularly from the general and state grand officers." 

" 6. That to the utmost of your power you will preserve, the so- 
lemnities of our ceremonies, and behave, in open chapter, with the. 
most profound respect and reverence, as an example to your com<« 
panions. 

" 7. That you will not ac^owledge or have intercourse with any^ 
chapter that does not work under a constitutional warrant or dispen* 
iittion. 

" 8. That you will not admit any visitor into your chapter whi 
has not been exalted ix> a chapter legally constituted^ without his be- 
ing first formally healed. 

^^ 9. That you will observe and support such by-laws as may be 
made by your chapter, in conformity to the general grand royal arch 
constitution, and the general regulations oi the grand chapter. • 
^ " 10. That you will pay due respect and obedience to the instruc- 
tions of the general and state grand officers, particularly relating to 
the several lectuies asui chaiges, and will resign the chair to them,, 
severally, when they may visit your chapter. 
- "11. That you wiU support and observe the general grand royal- 
axch constitutiQii, and the general regulations of the grand royal acck 
ehapter under whose authority joh act^ 
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Bcnre and practise them faithfully ?" 

Thefe queftions being ^ofwcMd in the a£f m» 
ative^ the compaeions aliknod mdnc fbras, and 
the grand high prieft, or grand chsmj^in • np^tfk 
the following^ or fome other fuitable grayer. 

" Moajt hq^y and gloriou* L«ord, GcmI, the great fai^ priett of he«r- 
en ajad e^rth ! We approach thee wUh ceveraice, and ia^ore tii5^ 
^lesBiBg on the companipn appointed to pi^eside oTer this new assem- 
bly, and now prostrate hefoc^ thee ; fiU his heart with thy fear, that 
bis tongue and a^#>ns may pronpmvce thy glorjr. Make him eteadr 
^t in thy service ; grant him firmness of mind ; animate his heart, 
fM^d strengthen his endeavours ; may he teach thy judgments and thy 
laws ; and may the incense he shall put before tbee^ upon, thine at 
tar, prove an acceptable sacri&ce unto thiee. Bless bin^, O Lord, and 
bless the work of his hands. Accept us in mercy ; hear thojj iroJH 
heaven thy dwelling place, and forgive our transgressions. 

" Glory b^ to God the Father ; as it was in the beginning," &c. 
^.esponse, ^'Bomoteit\l?.e." 

1 9. The grand high prieft will then cayfe the 
high prieft eleft to be invefted with hi^ clothing, 
badges, &c. after which he wtll addrcif^ h}i:p.a& 
follows, viz. 

^ Companion, 

** In confequence of your cheerful acquiefcence 
with the charges which you have heard recited^ 
you are now qualified for inftallation as the high 
prieft of this, rayiil arch chapter ; and it is in-» 
cumbent upon me, upon this occafion, to point 
out fome of the p^rtieulsirs appertaining to your 
office, duty and dignity. 

"All legally conftitute4 bodies of royal archt 
mafons are called chapters , as r^ular bodies of 
mafons of all other degrees are called lodges* 
Every chapter ought to affemWe for work at 
l^aft once in every three months ; and muft con* 
fift of a high.prieA, Wng, fcribe, captain of the 
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,ko&9 principal fQJfrtirii^r, ^voys^ aich raptain, 
tixree .mailers of the veih, feorctary, treaJTurer, 
and as many n^einbers 2^ may be fpwid conven- 
ient fcMT working to advantage- 

" The^ officers of the chapter officiate In tlie 
lodges hodden for conferring the preparatory 
degrees, according to ranl^^^ as follows : 

" The high pri^, as ins^ftec. 

" The king^ as fepior wai»den^ 

" The fcribe, as junior warden. 

" Tl^e captain of the hoft, as marihal or maf- 
fter of ceremonies. 

" Ti^c principal ibJQufnef,,a« junior deacon. 

" The royal arch captain, ^$, ienior deacon. 

"The mailer pf the §rft yeil^ as junior over- 
feer. 

"The inailer of the fecond veil, as fenior 
overfeey. 

" The mailer of the third veil, as mailer over- 
feer. 

" The fecretary, treafurer, and tyler, as offi- 
cers of cprrefppndin^ rank* 

",The tigl^.prieft of every chapter has. it in 
. fpecial charge to fee that the by-laws of his 
jchapter, as v^U as the grand royal arch conili- 
tution, and the regylations of the grand chap^ 
ter are duly ob/J?rved ; that all the oiFicers of 
his chapter perform the duties of their refpe<5live 
offices faithfnliy, and are examples of diligence 
and induflry to their companion ; that true 
and accurate record^ of all the proceaUn^ of 
tii^ chapter ^ire kept by the fecretary ; that the 
treafurer keeps and ren.d9rs exad and juft ac^ 
counts of all the moneys and other {property ber 
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longing to the chapter ; that the regular returns 
be made annually to the grand chapter; and 
that *the annual dues to the grand chapter be 
regularly and pundually paid. He has the right 
and the authority of calling his chapter together 
at pleafure» upon any emergency or occurrence, 
which in his judgment may require their meet- 
ing. It is his privilege and duty, together with 
his king and fcribe, to attend the meetings of 
the grand chapter, either in perfan or by proxy ; 
and the well being of the inftitution requires 
that this duty fliould on no occaiion be omitted* 

•* Let the Mitrie^ with which you are invefted, 
remind you of the dignity of the office you fuf- 
tain, and its infcription imprefs upon your mind 
a fenfe of your dependence upon God ; that per- 
fedion is not given unto man upon the earth, 
and that perfect hoUnefs belongetn alone unto 
the Lord. 

" The Breajiplate^ with wKich you are deco- 
rated, in imitation of that upon which were en- 
graven the names of the twelve tribes, and worn 
by the high prieft of Ifrael, is to teach you that 
you are always to bear in mind your refponfi- 
bility to the laws and ordinances of the infiitu* 
tion, and that the honour and interefts of your 
chapter and its members fliould be always near 
your heart. 

" The various colours of the Aohes you wear 
are emblematical of every grace and virtue, 
which can adorn and beautify the human mind ; 
each of which will be briefly illuft rated in th^ 
courfe of the- charges to be delivered to your 
fubordinate officers* 
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"You will now take charge of your officers^ 
ftanding upon their right, and jMrefent them 
feverally in fucceffionlo the deputy grand high 
prieft, by whom they will be prefented to me 
for inftallation." 

fio. The high pricft of the chapter will then 
prefent his fecond officer to the deputy grand 
high prieft, who will prefent him to the grand 
high prieft, in the words of the conftitution. 
tFhc grand high prieft will alk him whether he 
has attended to the ancient charges and regula- 
tions before recited to his fuperior officer ; if he 
anfwers in the affirmative^ hg is afked whether 
he fully and freely aflTents to the fame ; if he an- 
fwers in the affirmative, the gfand high prieft 
directs his deputy to Invcft him with his cloth- 
ing, &c. and then addreffes him as follows, viz* 

Charge to the Second Officer^ or King. 

«« Companion, 

"The important fiation to which you are 
elected in this chapter requires from you exem- 
plary conduct; its duties demand your mof^sf- 
£duous attention; you are to fecond and fup- 
port your chief in all the requirements of his 
office, and, ihould^afualties at any time prevent 
his attendance, you are to fucceed him in the 
performance oijm duties. 

♦'Your badge (the level, Jurmounted by a 
crown) ihould remind you, that although you 
are the reprefentative of a king, and exalted by 
office above your comnanions, yet that you re- 
main upon a level witn them, as respects your 
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duty to Ood, to yoar neighbour, and ttt yotir- 
ttU'i that yott arc equally bound with them to 
be obedient to the laws and ordinances of the 
infiitution, to be charitable, humane and juft, 
and to feek every occafion of doing good* 

** Your office teaches a ftriking le&n of hu- 
mility. The inftitutions of political (ociety 
teach us to confider the king as the chief of cre- 
ated beings, and that the firft duty of his fub- 
jects is to obey his mandates ; but the inftitu-^ 
tions of our fublima degrees, by placing tKc 
king in a fituation fubordinate to the high 
prieft, teach us that our duty to Cod is para- 
mount to all other duties, and ihould ever claim 
the priority of our obedience to man •, and that 
however ftrongly we may be bound to obey the 
laws of civil fociety, yet that thofe laws, to be 
juft, fhould never intermeddle with matters of 
confcience, nor dictate articles of faithi 

" The f car let robe ^ an emblem of imperial dig* 
nity, fhould remind you of the paternal concern 
you Ihould ever feel fot' the wdfar^ oi yolir 
chapter, and the ardient %ealvn\\% which you* 
fliould endeavour to promote its profperity. 

" In prefenting to you the crswn^vilAch, is an 
emblem of royalty, I would i^mind yt)u, that 
to reign fovereign in the hearts and affections 
of men muft be far more grateful to a generotis 
and benevolent mind, than to rule over their 
lives and fortunes ; and that to enable y6u to 
enjoy this preeminence with honour and fatif- 
faction, you muft fubjec lyour o^n paffi^n^ and 
prejudices to the dominion of rcalbn and charity. 

" You are entitled to the fecond feat in the 
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qQnndi of your con^pamons. Let the bright 
ez^ijiple of your Uluftrious predec^ilpr in the 
grand cQ^ncil zf, Ji^r^f^em, ftimulate you to the 
faithful difcharge of yoiv duties ; and when the 
JCiag of kings ihall fummon you into his ironne- 
diate prefence, frqm his band ipay you receive 
a crown oi glory which ihall never fade away/' 

2 1 . Tlie king will then retire to the line of 
oflBlccrs, and the fcribe will be prefented in the 
manner before "mentioned. After his invefti- 
ture, the* grand high prieft will address him as 
follows, viz. 

Charge to the Third Officer^ er Scribe. 
** Companion, 

* 

" The office of faribc, to which you wre dcft- 
«d, is very important and refpe&able ; in the 
abfence of your fuperior officers, you are bound 
to fucceed them, and tq perforin their duties. 
The purjpofes of the inftitution ought never to 
fuffer for want of intelligence in its proper offi- 
cers J you will therefore perceive the neceffity 
.there is of your poQeffing fueh qualifications as 
.will enable you to accpmpliih thofe duties which 
are incumbent upon you in your appropriate 
(lation, as wxll as thofe which may occafionally 
devolve on you, by the abfence of your fupe- 
riors. 

The Purple Robe^ with which you are inveft- 
ed, is an emblem oiunion^ and is calculated to 
remind you that the harmony and unanimity of 
the chapter fliould be your conftant aim ; and 
to this end you are fludipuily to avoid all pcca- 

'7 
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fions of giving ofl^ce, or countenancing any 
thing that n^ay create divifions or diflenfions. 
You are, by all the means in your power, to 
endeavour to eftabliih a permanent union and 
good underftanding among all orders and de- 
grees of mafonry ; and, as the glorious fan at 
its meridian hei^t difpels the mifts and clouds 
which obfcure the horizon, fo may your exer- 
tions tend to diilipate the gloom of jealoufy and 
difcord whenever they may appear. 

" Your badge, (a PJumb-rule^/urmounted by the. 
Turban) is an emblem of re<Elitude and vigilance ; 
and while you fiand as a watchman upon the 
tower, to guard your companions aj^inft the 
approach of thofe enemies of human felicity, m- 
umperance and excefs^ let this faithful monitor 
ever remind you to walk uprightly in your fta* 
tion ; admoniihing and animating your com« 
panions to fidelity and induftry, while at labour, 
and to temperance and moderation while at re- 
frefhment. And when the great Watchman of 
Ifrael, whofe eye never (lumbers nor fieeps, ihaU 
relieve you from your poft on earth, may he 
permit you in heaven to participate in that food 
and refrelhment which is 

^' Such as the saints iii glory lore, 
^^ And such ait angels eat.*^ 

22. The fcribe will then retire to the jine of 
officers, and the next officer be prefented as before. 

Charge to the Fourth Officer^ or Captain ^ftbe Hq/l. 

'* Companion, 

" The office with which you are entriifted is 
of high importance, and demands your mofl zea- 
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lous confideration. The preftrvation of the moft 
eflential traits of our ancient cuftoms, ufages, 
and landmarks, are within your province ; and 
it b indifpenfably neceflary that' the part affign- 
ed to you, in the imVnediate pradice of our rites 
and ceremonies, ihould be perfectly underilood^ 
and corredly adminifiered« 

^^ He that brings the blind by a way that they 
know not, and leads them in paths that they 
have not known, ihould always be well qualifi- 
ed to make darknefs light before «theni, and 
crooked things ftraight. 

- " Your omce qorrefponds with that of mar- 
fhal, or mailer of ceremonies; you are to fu- 
perintend all proceifions of your chapter when 
moving as a diftind: body, either in public or 
private ; and as the world can only judge of our 
private di&ipline by our public deportment, you 
will be careful that the utmoft order and deco- 
rum be obferved on all fuch occafions. 

" I invefl you with thel>adge of your office,' 
and prefume that you will give to your duties 
all that ftudy and attention which their impor* 
tance demaads.'' 

^3. He will then retire to the line of officers, 
and the next officer will be prefented. 

Charge to the Fifth Officer^ or Principal Sojourner. 

" Companion, 

" The office confided to you, though fubordi- 
nate in degree, is equal in importance to any in 
the chapter, that of your chief alone excepted. 
Ypur. office correfponds with that oi junior dea- 
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con in the pfeparatory degi^ees« AtAcng f be du- 
ties required of you, the preparation and iiltro-^ 
du<^ion of candidates afe not the leaft. As in 
our intercourfe with the world experience leach* 
es that^ir^ impreffidns. are o/ten the moji durable^ 
and the moft difficult to eradicate, foic is of 

treat importance in alt cafes that thofe impre^ 
ons ihould be corred aAd jirft % henc^ it U ef«^ 
fentia) that the officer wh6 fuftains the ftation 
affigned to you (hould pofie4 a thorough kftow*^ 
ledge of his various duties } ind that M &otM 
execute them with a promptitude and propriety 
of deport inent thai fhatl give them mtvt pro- 
per f ffeft. 

<« Your RAe oftffice it ao cmbleln of humffi« 
ty ; and teaches that, in the profecution of a 
laudable undertaking, we ihoUld never declift^ 
taking any part that may be affigned us, aI-> 
though it ifiay be the ttoft difllcult Of danger- 
ous. 

*« The rofe c^lmted telfelated border, acdortfing 
the robe, is an emblem of ardcfur ^nd perfe ver* 
ance, and fignifies, that when we have engaged 
in a virtuous courfe, notwithftandimg aJS the 
impediments, hardfliips and trials we may be 
deuined to encounter, we ihouki endure them 
all with fortitude, and ardently perfevere unto 
the end ; fcfting affured of receivlngf at the ter* 
mination of our labours, a noble and glorious 
reward. 

- V •* The ^hite hannef^ entf ufted to your care, is 
emblematical of that purity of Hfe, and re^itude 
of conduct, which fliduld diftiinguifh every one 
that paffes the white veil of the /aft£^uary. 
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« Yotjr paft exertions will: be confidered as a 
pledge of your future ailiduicy, in the faithful 
difcharge of your duties.** 

24. He will then retire to the line of officers, 
and the next officer is prefented. 

Charge to the Sixth Officer , or Royal Arch CaptatM. 

" Companion, 

"The well known duties of your ftation re* 
quire but little elucidation. Tour office in the 
preparatory degrees correfponds with that of 
Jenior deacon. It is your particular province, 
conjointly with the captain of the hoft, to at- 
tend the examination of all vifiters, and to take 
care that none are permitted to enter the chap- 
ter but fuch as have travelled the rugged path of 
trial, and evinced their title to our favour and 
friendfhip. You will be ever attentive to the 
commands of your chief, and always near at 
hand to execute them. 

" I give h tp you ftrongly in charge, never to 
fuffer any one to pafs your poji without xh^Jignet 
of truth. 

" I prefent you the badge of your office, in 
expeftation of your perforniing your duties with 
intelligence, affiduity, and propriety." 

25. He then retires, and the Three Mafters 
of the Veils are prefented together. 

Charge to the Majler of the Third Veil 

** Companion, 

. " I prefent you withthe Scarlet Bamer^ which

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is the enfign of ybiik* dffice, Md ymth a ft^Ard to 
proted: and defend the fame. The rich tod bbftu- 
tiful colour of your banner is tmblematicdl of 
fervency and fidelity ; it is the appropriate col- 
our of the royal arch degree ; it admonifheii us 
that we fhould be fervent in the exerciie of our 
devotions to God, and faithftil in our rade3« 
vours to promote the happinefa of man.'' 

Cbarge to the M after rf the Second Veil. 

"Companion, 

" I inveft you with tfeie PurpTe banner, which 
is the enfign of yout office, and arm you with a 
fword to enable you to mantain its honour. 
The colour of your banner is produced by a 
combination of two diftinft colours, namely Blue 
and Scarlet *; tlie former of which is the cnarac- 
teriftic colour of the Jymbolic, orftr/l three degrees 
of mafonry, and the latter that of the royal arch 
degree. It is an emblem of union, and is the 
charafteriftic colour of the intermediate degrees. 
It admonifhes us to cultivate and improve that 
fpirit of union and harmony, between the bre- 
thren of the fymbolic degrees, and the compan- 
ions of the fublime degrees, which fhould ever 
diftinguilh the members of a fuciety founded 
upon the principles of eve'rhfting truth andunt- 
verfal philanthropy." 

Cbarge to the Mafter of the Firft Veil. 

" Companion, 

** 1 inveft you with the Blue Banner^ \dxich is 
the enfign of your office, and a fword for. its'de- 
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fence and (nrofte^on. The colour o£ ytsw ban- 
iri^ is %mc of the moft durabti and -beam'^l in 
hatnre. It is the a|]propriate tok>\ir ftdi^pted 
aild worn by o^r amiekit br ethten of the thmt 
^fymboUc tlegrees^ and is the peciiliar ehara^r- 
ifioc 6f ap i^tution Which has ft6od the reft ^f 
ages, and whidi is as mnch difiinguifhed by the 
durability oFits materials, or principles, ^s by 
the beauty of its fuperftru^ure. It is an em- 
blem of umverfal benevolence^ and inftruds us 
that in the mind of a mafon this virtue ihould 
be as expaniive as the blue arch of heaven itfelf/' 

Charge to the three Majiers of the Veils ^ as 

. Overfeers. 

** Companions, 

«^* Thofe .who are. placed as ovcrfeers of any 
work ihould be well qualified to judge of its 
beauties and deformities, its excellencies and de- 
feAs •,. they fliould be capable of eftimating the 
former, and amending the latter. This confi- 
nderation fhduld induce you to cultivate and im- 
-prove all thofe qualifications with which you 
are ^eady endowed, as well as to perfevcre in 
your endeavours to acquire thofe in which you 
tnay be in any wife deficient. Let the various 
colours of the banners committed to your charge, 
admoniih you to the exercife of the feveral vir- 
tues of which they are emblematic ; and you 
«re to enjdin the prafticc of thofe virtues upon 
all thofe who flhall prefent themfelves, or the 
work of their hands, foif your infpedlion. 

** Let no work receive your approbation but 
lueh -as is calculated to adorn and ftreiigthen 
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the mafonic edifice. Be induftrious and fairb-. 
ful in praAifing and difleminatipg a knowledge

^' I with pleafure inveft you with your badge 
as Secretary of this chapter. The qualities which 
ihould recommend a lecretary, are, promptitude 
in ifluing the notifications and orders of his fu* 
perior officers ; punduality in attending the meet- 
ings of the chapter; correStnefs in recording 
their proceedings ; judgment in difcriminating 
between what is proper and what is improper td 
be committed to writing ; regularity in making 
his annual returns to the grand chapter ; integ^ 
riiy in accounting for all monies that may pafe 
through his hands, and fidelity in J^aying the 
fame overinto the hands of the treafurer.

*' The cxcrcife and management of the fub- 
Hme degrees of mafonry in your chapter hither* 
to, are lb highly appreciated, and the good rep- 
utation of the chapter fo well eftabltihed, that I 
muft prefume thefe cooiiderations alone, were 
there not others of greater magnitude, would 
be fufficient to induce you to prefer ve and per* 
petuate this valuable and honourable character. 
But when to thefe is added the pleafure which

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BOOK III. 



CHAPTER I. 

Obfervations on the Orders of Knighthood. 

As feveral orders of knighthood are confer^ 
red, both in Europe and America, reputedly un-^ 
der the fandion of, or in connection with, ma- 
fonic afTemblies, it may be expected that fome 
notice will be taken of them in this work. 

It may be neceffary to premife, that the or- 
ders of knighthood compofe no part of thelyf- 
tem of freeuiafonry : they are, in comparifon to 
it, focieties of but yefterday ; and all of them 
fall ftiort of the excellence, harmony, univeriali- 
ty and utility of that noble inftitution. 

The defign of this part of the work will be to 
collect together fuch obfervations from fcripture 
and hiftory, as are deemed applicable to the fev- 
cral orders ; and as in America they are only 
conferred as honorary degrees, it ispoflible that 
this may be the means of producing a uniformi- 
ty in their application and ufe. 
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CHAPTER n. 

Of ih6^ Order pf Knights of the Red Crofs. 

The incidents upon which this order is found- 
ed pccurred in the reign of Darius, king of Per- 
fia. it is more immediately connected with 
jTymbolic mafonry than any other order of 
knighthood. Their meetings are called councils ; 
their faflies are decorated with ^.fword and trow- 
el^ and trinimed with red and green. 

The following paflages of fcripture are con- 
iidered by knights of this order as applicable to 
their inftitution, and are occafionally rehearfed 
in their councils. 

Ezra iii. 8, n. ** Now in the fecond year of 
their coming unto the houfe of God at Jerufa- 
lem, in the fecond month, began Zerubbabel the^ 
fon of Shealtiel, and Jefhua the fon of Jozadak, 
and the remnant of their brethren the* priells 
and the Levites, and all they that were come 
out of the captivity unto Jeruialem ; and ap- 
pointed the Levites, from twenty years old and 
upward, to fet forward the work of the houfe 
of the Lord. Then flood Jefhua, with his fons 
and his brethren, Kadmiel and his fons, the fons 
of Judah, together, to fet forward the workmeo 
in the houfe of God ; the fons of Hehadad, with 
their fons and their brethren the Levites. And 
when the builders l^d the foundation of the 
temple of the Lord, they fet the priefls in their 
apparel with trumpets, and the Levites the fons 
of Afaph with cymbals, to praife the Lord, after 
the ordinance of David king of Ifracl. And 
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they iang together by courfe, in praifing and 
giving thanks unto -the Lord ; bccaufe he is 
good, for his mercy endureth forever toward If- 
raeL And all the people fliouted with a great 
fliout when they praifed the Lord, becaufe the 
foundation of the houfe of the Lord was laid/' 

Ezra iv. " Now when the adverfaries of Ju- 
dah and Benjamin heard that the children of the 
captivity builded the temple unto the Lord God 
of Ifrael^ then they came to ^erubbabel, and to 
the chief of the fathers, and faid unto them. Let 
us build with you j for we feck your God as ye 
do ; and we do facrifice unto him, iince the days 
of Efarhaddon king of Aflur, which brought us 
up hither. But Zerubbabel and Jefhua^ and the 
reil of the chief of the fathers of Ifrael, faid unto 
them, ye have nothing to do with us to build an 
houfe unto our God ; but we ourfelves together 
will build unto the Lord God of Ifrael, as king 
CyruH, the king of Perfia, hath commanded us. 
'i hefn the people of the htnd weakened the hands 
of the people of Judah, and trouWed them in 
building ; and hired counfellors againft them, to 
fruftrate their purpofe, all the days of Cyrus 
king of Perfia, even until the reign of Darius' 
king of Perfia. And in the reign of Ahafuerus, 
in the beginning of his reign, wrote thty unto 
him an accufation againft the inhabitants of Ju- 
dah and Jerufalem.. And in the days of Artax-. 
crxes wrote Bifhlam, Mitbredath, Tabecl, and 
.the reft of their 'companions, unto Artaxerxes 
king of Perfia ; and the writing of the letter 
was written in the Syrian tongue, and interpret- 
ed in the Syrian tongue ; Rehum tl^ Chan- 
cellor, and Shinxfhai the fcribc, wrote a letter 
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againft Jerufalem to Artaxcr^es the king, in this 
fort : This is the copy of the letter that they feift 
unto him, even unto Artaxerxes the king : — 
Thy fcrvants, the men on this fide the nver, 
and at fuch a time. Be it known unto the king, 
that the Jews, which came up from thee to us, 
are come unto Jerufalem, building the rebellious 
and the bad city, and have^ fet up the walls 
thereof, and joined the foundations.- Be it 
known now unto the king, that if this city be 
builded, and the walls fet up again, then wilt 
they not pay toll, tribute and cuftom, and fo 
thou flialt endamage the revenue of the kings. 
Now becaufe we have maintenance from the 
king's palace, and it was not meet for us to fee 
the king's diflionour ; therefore have we fent 
and certified the king : that fearch may be made 
in the book of the records of thy fathers : fo 
flialt thou find in the book of the records, and 
know, that this city is a rebellious . city, and 
hurtful unto kings and provinces, and that they 
have moved fedition within the fame . of old 
time : for which caufe was this city deftroycd. 
We certify the king, that if this city be build- 
ed'again, and the walls thereof fet up, by this 
means thou flialt have no portion on this fide 
the river. Then fent the king an anfwer unto 
Rehum the chstncellor, and to Shimfliai the 
fcribe, and to the reft of their companions that 
dwell in Samaria, "knd unto the reft beyond the 
river, Peace^ and at fuch a time. The letter 
which ye fent unto us hath beeiv plainly r6ad 
before me. And I comhianderf, and fearch hath 
been made, and it is found that this city of old 
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time hath made infurre^^ion againft kings, and 
that rebellion and fedition have been made there* 
in. There have been mighty kings alfo over 
Jerufalem, which have ruled ov'er all countries 
beyond the river ; and toll, tribute and cuftom 
was paid unto them. Give ye now conimand- 
ment to caufe thefe men to ceafe, and that this 
dtty be not builded, until another command- 
ment (hall be given from me. Take heed now 
that ye fail not to do this : why fliould damage 
grow to the hurt of the kings ? Now, when the 
copy of king Artaxerxes' letter was read before 
Rehum, and Shimfliai the fcribe, and their com* 
panions, the^ went up in hafie to Jerufalem, 
unto the Jews, and made them to ceafe by force 
and power. Then ceafed the work of the houfe- 
of God, which is at Jerbfalem. So it ceafed un- 
to the fecond year of the reign of Darius, king 
ofPerfia. 

Darius the king having afcended the throne 
(^Perfia, the children of the captivity were in- 
fpired with new hopes of protedion and fup- 
port in completing their noble and glorious un- 
dertaking, which had been fo crftcn and fo long 
impeded by their adverfaries on the other fide of 
the river. 

The ancient hiflorians inform us, that Darius^ 
whilft he was yet a private man, made a vow to 
God, that if ever he came to the throne he 
would reftore all the holy veflels that were at 
Babylon, and fend them back again to Jeruia- 
lem. Zerubbabel, one of the moft exeellent and 
faithful of the rulers of the Jews, having been 
formerly diftinguifhed by the favourable notice 
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and friendihip of the king whilft in private life, 
offered himfelf to encounter the hazardous en- 
terprife of traverfing the Perfian dominions^ 
und feeking admiffion to the royal prefence, in 
order that he might feize the firft favourable 
moijnent to remind the king of the vow which 
he had made^ and to imprefs upon his mind the 
almighty force and importance of truth. From 
the known piety of the king no doubt was en- 
tertained of obtaining his confent that their 
enemies might be reitioved far from thence, anti 
that they might be no longer impeded in the glo- 
rious undertaking in which they were engaged. 
^ The council of rulers accepted, with great 
joy, this noble facrifice on the part of Zerubba* 
bel, and invefted him with the neceflary paff- 
ports and commendations to enable him to pafi 
, through their own dominions in fafety. Hay- 
ing paffed the barriers, and entered the Perfian 
dominions, he was taken captive, clothed in the 
habiliments of a Have, and put in chains ; but 
not difcouraged by this misfortune, he declar- 
ed himfelf a prince of the power of Judah, and* 
demanded dn a^idience of the foverejign. He 
was told that he could only appear in the pre- 
fence of the fovereign as a captive and flave ; 
^ to whidh he confentjed, being impreffed with a 
belief, that if by any means he could gain ac- 
ceis to the king he fliould fucceed in the objedr 
of his journey. 

Zerubbabel, having thus gained admijdion to 
the royal prefence, was recognized by the king, 
as the friend and companion of his youth, and . 
was interrogated as to his motives in attempt- 
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log to pafs the barriers of his dominions ; to 
which Zerubbabel replied, that he was induced 
to feek the face of the king by the tears and 
complaints of his brethren and companions in 
Jerufalem, who were impeded by their adyerla- 
ries on the other fide of the river in the noble 
and glorious undertaking of rebuilding the houfe 
of the Lord, in which they had been permitted 
to engage by their late fovereign mafier Cyrus 
the king J that this great work having been 
made to ceafe by force and power, he had come 
to implore the fovereign that he might be rc-^ 
ftored to his confidence, and admitted amongft 
the fervants of his houfehold. The king anfwcr- 
ed, that he had often reflected with peculiar 
pleafure upon their former intimacy ; that he 
had heard, with great fatisfa£lion, of his fame 
as a wife and accompliihed ruler among the At'- 
chtteSls of his country 5 that having a profound 
veneration for an infiitution which was reputed 
to pradife myfteries which were calculated to 
promote the glory of the nation, and the hap- 
• pinefs of the people, he would inftantly reftore 
him to favour, upon condition that he would 
reveal thofe myfteries^ which fo eminently dif- 
tinguifhed the architefts of the Jews from thofe 
of all other nations. 

Zerubbabel replied, that their inftitutlons in- 
culcated the dodrine, that truth is a divine 
attribute, and the foundation of every virtue j 
that to be good men and /rw? was the fir ft lefTon 
thev were taught ; that his engagements were 
inviolable ^ that if he could obuin the royal 
favour only by the facrifice of his integrity,^ 
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he fhould humbly beg leave to renounce the 
proteftion of the fovereign, and cheerfully fub- 
mit to an honourable exile, or a glorious death. 

The king, ftruck with admiration at the firm- 
pefs and difctetion of Zerubbabel, declared that 
his virtue and integrity were truly commenda^ 
' ble ; that his fidelity to his engagements were 
worthy of imitation, and from that moment 
he wag reftored to his confidence* 

Darijos, in the firft year of his reign, gave 
a fplendid and magnificent entertainment to 
the princes and nobility ; and after they had 
retired, finding himfelf unable to fleep, he fell 
into difcourfe with his three favourite officers, 
to whom he propofed certain queftions, tell- 
ing them, at the fam^ time, that he who 
fliould give him the mofl reafonable and fatis- 
faftory anfwer, fhould be clothed in purple» 
drink in a golden cup, wear a filken tiara, and 
a golden chain about his neck. 

He then propofed this quefiion: Which is 
greatefi:, the ftrength of wine^ of the king^ of 
womerty or of truth ? To this the firft anfwer- 
ed, wine is the ftroageft ; the fccond, that the 
* king Was ftrongeft; and the third, (who was 
Zerubbabel) that women were ftrOnger, but above 
all things truth beareth the viftory. 

On the following day the king aflen>bled to- 
gether' the princes and nobility, to hear the 
queftion debated ; and having placed himfelf up- 
on the royal feat of judgment, he called upon 
them to make a public defence of .their feveral 
opinions ; whereupon the firft began upon the 
ftrength of wine, as follows : 
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The Power of Wine. 

" O ye- princes and rulers, how exceeding 
firong is wine ! it caufeth all men to err that 
drink it : it maketh the mind of the king and 
the beggar to be all one ; of the bondman and 
the freeman j of the poor man and of the rich ; 
it turneth aUb every thought into jollity and 
mirth, fo that a man remembereth neither for- 
row nor debt ; it changeth and elevateth the 
fpirits, and enliveneth the heavy hearts of the 
miferable. It maketh a man forget his brethren^ 
and draw his fword againft hb beft friends. O 
ye princes and rulers, is not wine the ftrongeft, 
that forceth us to do thefe things ?'* 

The Power of the King. 

Then began the fecond upon the power of 
kings, and fpoke as follows : 

** It is beyond difpulc, O princes and rulers, 
that God has made man mafter of all tilings un- 
der the fun ; to command them, to make ufe 
of them, and apply them to his fervice as he 
pleafes : but whereas men have only dominion 
oyer other fublunary creatures, kings have an 
authority even pver inefi themfelves, and a 
right of ruling them by will and pleafure. Now, 
he that is mafter of thofe who are mafters of all 
things elfe, hath no earthly thing above him." 

The Power of Women and of Truth. 

Then began Zcrubbabel upon the power of 
women and of truth, and fpoke as follows : 

" O princes and rulers, the force of wine is 
not to be denied j neither is that of kin^s, that 
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unites fo many men in one common bond of al- 
legiance ; but the fupereminency of women is yet 
above all this ; iox kings are but the gifts of wo- 
men, and they are alfo the mothers of thofe that 
cultivate our vineyards. Women have the pow- 
er to make us abandon our very country and 
relations, and many times to forget the beft 
friends we have in the world, and, forfaKing all 
other comforts, to live and die with them. But 
when aU is faid, jieither they, nor wine, nor 
kings, are comparable to the almighty force of 
truth. As for all other things, they are mortal 
and tranfient, but truth alone is unchangeable 
and everlafting ; the benefits we receive from it 
are fubjeft to no variations or viciffitudes of 
time and fortune. In her judgment isr no un- 
righteoufnefs, and flie is the ftrength, wifdom, 
power and majefty, of all ages. Blefl'ed be the 
Gpd of truth.^' 

When Zerubbabel had finiflicd fpeaking, the 
princes and rulers cried out, 

" Great is truth, and mighty above all things.'* 
Then faid the king to Zerubbabel, 
*' Alk what thou wilt, and I will give it thee, 
becaufe thpu art found wifeft among thy com- 
panions.'^ 

Then faid he to Darius, 
, '* O king, remember thy vow, which thou 
haft vowed, to build Jerufalem in the day when 
thou fliouldeft come to thy kingdom, and to re- 
ftore the holy veffels which were taken away 
out of Jerufalem. Thou haft alfo vowed to 
build up the temple, which was burned when 
Judah wa^ made defolate by the Chaldees. And 
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nou:» O kinjg, this is that I defire of tbee^ that 
thou make good the vow, the parformance 
whereof with thine own moijth thou haft vow- 
ed to the King of Hejiveo." 

^ Then Darius the king ftood up and embraced 
him, and gave him pauports and letters to his 
governors and officers,^ that they Ihould lafely 
convey both him, and thofe who Ihould go with, 
him, to Jerufalem ; and that they Ihould not be 
delayed or hindered from buildiing the ciity and 
the temple, until they (hould be finilhed. He 
alfo reftored all the holy veflels remaining in hi^ 
pofTeffion, that had been taken from, Jeruialem> 
when the children of Ifrael wece carried away 
captive to Babylon, and referved by Cyrus. 

Nehemiab iv. 7 — %i. " But it came to pa&^ 
that when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Ara- 
bians, and the Ammonites^ and the Aihdedttes^ 
heard that the walls of Jerufalem were made up, 
and that the breaches began to be ftopped,. then 
they were very wroth, and confpired all of theoi: 
together, to come and to fight againft Jerufa- 
lem, and to hinder it. Neverthelcfs,. we made 
our prayer unto our God, and fet a watch 
againft them day and night becaufe of them. 
And Judah faid. The ftrength of the bearers of 
burdens is decayed, and there is much rubbifh, 
fo that we are not able to build the wall; And 
our adverfarles faid, They fhall not know, nei- 
ther fee, till we come in the midft among them> 
and flay I hem, and caufe the work to ceafe* 
And it came to pafs, that when the Jews, which 
dwelt by them, came, they (aid unto us ten 
times, From all places whence ye fliall return 
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unto us, they will be upon you. Therefore fet 
I in the lower places, behind the wall, and on 
the higher places, 1 even fet the people after 
their families, with theif fwords, their fpears, 
and their bows. And I looked, and rofe up, 
and faid unto the nobles, and to the rulers, 
and to the reft of the people, Be not ye 
afraid of thefh : remember the Lard, which 
is great and terrible, and fight for your breth- 
ren, your fons and your daughters, your 
wives and your houfes. And it came to pafb', 
when our enemies heard that it was known un- 
to us, and God had brought their counfel to 
■nought, that we returned all of us to the wall, 
every one unto his work* And it came to pafs, 
from that time forth, that the half of my fer- 
vants wrought in the work, and the other half 
of them held both the fpears, the fliields, and 
the bows, and the habergeons ; and the rulers 
were behind all the houfe of Judah. Ther 
which builded on the wall, and they that bare 
burdens, with thofe that laded, every one with 
one of his hands wrought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. For the build- 
ers every one had his fwdrd girded by his fidej 
and fo builded ; and he that founded the trump- 
et was by me. And.l faidninto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the reft of the people, The 
work is great and large, and we are Separated 
upon the wall, one far from another : In what 
place, therefore, ye hear the found of the trump- 
et, refort ye thither unto us : our God fhall fight 
for us." , 

Ezra V. " Then the prophets, Haggai the 
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prophet, and Zechariah the ion oi Iddo, propjbe- 
fied unto the Jews that were in Judah and Jeru- 
falem, in the name of the God of Ifrael, even 
unto them^ Then rofe up Zerubbabd the fon 
of Shealtiel, and Jefhua the fon of Jofadak, and 
began to build the houfe of God, which is at Je- 
rufalem : and with them were the prophets of 
God helping them. At the fam« time came to 
them Tatnai, governor on this fide th? river, - 
and Shetharboznai, agd their companions, and 
1-iid thu^ unto them : Who hath comnumd- 
cd you to build this houfe, and to make up 
this wall? Then faid we unto them after 
this manner: 'What are the names of the 
men that make this building ? But the eye of 
their God was upon the elders of the jews, that 
they could not caufe them to ceafe, till the mat- 
ter came to Darius ; and then they returned an-* 
fwer by letter concerning this matter. The copy 
of the letter that Tatnai, governor on this fide 
the river, and Shetharboznai, and his compan- 
ions the Apharfachites, which were on this fide 
the river, fent unto Darius the king : They fent 
a letter unto him, wherein was written : Unto 
Darius the king, all peace. Be it known unto 
the king, that we went into the province of Ju- 
dea, to the houfe of the great God, which is 
builded with great ftones, and timber is laid in ' 
the walls, and this work goeth faft on, and prof- 
pereth in their hands. I'hen afked we thofc el- 
ders, and faid unto them thus : Who command- 
ed you to build this houfe, and to make up theie 
walls ? We alked their names alfo to certify 
thee, that we might write the names of the men 
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that were the chief oif them. And thus they 
returned us anfwer, faying, We'are thefervants 
of the God of heaven and earth, and build the 
houfe that was builded thefe many years ago, 
which a great king of Ifrael builded and fet up. 
But after that our fathers had provoked the 
God of heaven unto wrath, he gave them into 
the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king of B;aby- 
lon, the Chaldean, who deftrpyed this houfe, 
and carried the people away into Babylon. But 
in the firft year of Cyrus the king of Babylon, 
the fame king Cyrus made a decree to build this 
houfe of God. And the veffels alfo of gold and 
lilver of the houfe of God, which Nebuchadnez- 
zar took out of the temple that was in Jerufa- 
lem, and brought them into the temple of Baby- 
lon, thofe did Cyrus the king take out of the 
temple at Babylon, and they were delivered un- 
toi one whofe name was Shelhbazzar, whom he 
m ade governor ; andfaid unto him. Take thefe 
veffels, go, carry them into the temple that is 
in Jerufalem, and let the houfe of God be build- 
ed in his place. Then came the fame Shefhbaz- 
zar, and laid the foundation of the houfe of God 
which is in Jerufalem : and fincethat time even 
until BOW hath it been in builditig, and yet it is 
not finifhed. Now therefore, if it feem good 
to the king, let there be fearch made in the 
king's treafure-houfe, which is there at Babylon, 
whether it be fo, that a decree was made of Cy- 
rus the king to build this houfe of God at Jeru- 
falem, and let the king fend his pleafure' to us 
concerning this matter.'* 

E7&ra. vi. " Then Darius theking made a.de-

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cree, and fearch was made in tbe houfe oS the 
rolls, where the treafures were laid up in Baby- 
Ion. And there was found at Achmetha, in the 
palace that is in the province of the Medes, a 
roll, and therdn was a record thus written : In 
the fir ft year of Cyrus the king, the fanje Cyrus 
the king made a ckcree concerning the houfe of 
God at Jerufafem : Let the houfe he builded, the 
place where they offered facrifice, and let the 
foundations thereof be ftrongly laid; thehei^^f 
t hereof threefcore cuWts ; and the breadth there- 
of threefcore cubits j with three rows of grttt 
ftones, and a row of new timber ; and let the 
cxpenfes be given out of the king's houfe. Amd 
alfo let the golden and filver vefels of ^^^ houfe 
of God, which Nebuchadncstwr took forth out 
of the temple which is at Jerufelcm, ahdbrought 
unto Babylon, be reftored and brought agaia 
unto the temple which is at Jerufalem, every 
one to his place, and place them In the houfe o£ 
God. Now therefore, Tatnai, governor beyond 
the river, Shetharboznai, and your companions 
the Apharfachites, which are beyond the river, 
be ye far from thence ; let the work of this houfe 
of God alone ; let the governor ci the^Jews, and 
the elders of the Jews, build this houfe of God 
in bis place. Moreover, I make a decree what 
ye fliall do to the elders of thefe Jews, for the 
building of this houfe of God ; that of the k^lg•8 
goods, even of the tribute beyond the river, 
forthwith expenfes be given unto thefe men, 
that they be not hindered. And that which 
they have need of, both young bullocks, and 
rams, and lambs, for the burnt oflPerings of the 
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God of heaven ; wheat, fait, wine, and oil, ac 
cording tp the appointment of the priefts whieh 
are at Jerufalem, let it be given them day by- 
day without fail ; that they may ofier facrifices 
of fweet favours unto the God of heaven, and 
pray for the life of the king .and of hb fons. 
Alfo I have made a decree, that whofoever (hall 
alter this word, let timber be pulled down from 
bis houfe, and, being fet up, let him be hsyiged 
thereon ; and let his houfe be made a dunghill 
for this. And the God that hath caufed his 
name to dwdl there defiroy all kings and people 
that ihall put to their hand to alter and to de- 
firoy this houfe of God which is at Jerufalem. 
I Darius have made a decree ; let it be done 
with fpeed. Then Tatnai^ governor on tins fide 
the river, Shetharboznai, and their companions, 
according to that which Darius the king had 
fent, fo they did fpeedUy. And the dders of the 
Jews buildpd, aiui they profpered throu^ the 
prophefying of Haggai the prophet, and Zecha- 
riah the fon of Iddo; and they builded and 
finifhed it according to the commandment of 
the God of Ifrael, and according to the com- 
mandment of Cyrus, and Darius, and Artax^ 
erzes king of Perfia. And this houfe was fin* 
ifhed on the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the iixtk year of the reign of Da- 
rius the king/' and in the your of uie world 
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CHAPTER III. 

Obfsrvt^tions on the Orders of Knights Templars ^ 

and Knights of Malta. 

According to the Abbe de Vertot, the or- 
der of knights of Malta, who were originally 
called hofpitallers of St. John of Jerufalem, 
took its rife about the year 1 099 ; from which 
time to the year 11 18, their whole employment 
was works of charity, and taking care of the 
fick. 

Some time after the efiablifhrnent of tWs or- 
der, Dine gentlemen (of whofe names two only 
remain on record, viz. Hugho de Paganis and 
Godfrey Adelman) formed a fociety to guard 
and prote<ft the Chriftian pilgrims who travelled 
from abroad to vifit the holy fepulchre. 

Thefe men. were encouraged by the Abbot of 
Jerufalem, who aifigned them and their com- 
panions' a place of retreat in a chriftian church, 
called the church of the holy temple, from which 
they were called templars, and not from the 
temple of Jerufalem, that having been deftroyed 
by Titus Vefpafian, 982 years before the fociety 
of Templars was inftituted. 

The fociety increafed^ rapidly, and was much 
refpeAed ; but had neither habit, order, or mark 
of difiindHon, for the fpace of nine years, when 
pope Honorius II, at the reqtieft of Stephen^ pa* 
triarch of Jerufalem, laid down a rule and man- 
ner of life for them j and ordained that they 
Ihould be clothed in wrhite ; to which garment 
pope Eugenius III added a red crofs, to be wora^ 
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«D the breafi, which they promifed by a foleddn 
oath to obferve for ever. 

Incited by the example of the knights Umplars^ 
about the year 1 1 18, the hofpitallers alfo took up 
the profeflion of arms, in addition to their origi- 
nal charitable profeflion ; occupying themfelves 
at one time in attending upon the iick, and at 
others in ads of hoilility againft the Turks and 
Saracens, ^t this time they took the name of 
knights hofpitallers. 

Both orders flouriQie^ and increaied daily ; 
but that of the templars, though the yoimgeft 
of the two, having from its original eftabliih- 
ment been wholly employed in the profeflion of 
arms, was by many efteemed to be the moil hon- 
ourable ; and therefore many noblemen, prin- 
ces, and peribns of the higheft difiindion, who 
thought the iervice of tending the ikk too fer- 
vile an employment, entered themfelves among 
the knights templars^ in preference to the other 
• order. 

Both orders, ior years, generally took the 
field together, and as well by themfelves as in 
conjundion with the troops of the crufaders, 
won many battles, and performed prodigies of 
valour. The emulation, however, which fub- 
fifted between them, often occasioned warm dif- 
putes, which rojfe to fuch a height as produced 
frequent ikirmiihes between detached parties of 
the two orders. This occafioned the pope and 
the refpedive grand mafters to interfere ; who 
in a great meafure fuppreffed thefe quarrels ; 
but the knights of the different orders ever af* 
terward continued to view each other with jea- 
lous eyes. 
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Some time after thcfe difficulties were thus 
partially fuppreffed, the Turks affembled a great 
force, and drove the whole of tlie chriftians out 
of Paleftine. The laft fortrefs they had poffef- 
fion of was that of St. John D*Acre. This was 
long and bravely defended by the knights tem- 
plars againft their beliegers. The Turks, how- 
ever, at laft forced three hundred knights, be- 
ing all that remained of the garrifon, to take 
refuge in a ftrong tower, to which alfo the wo- 
men fled for fafety. The Turks hereupon fet 
about undermining it, which they in a Ihort 
time fo effeftually accompliflied, that thckflights 
faw, in cafe they held out any longer, ihey mutt 
all inevitably perifh. They therefore capitula- 
ted, ftipulating, among other things, that the 
honour of their women Ihould not be violated. 
Upon this, the tower being opened, the Turks 
marched in ; but, in total breach of the terms 
of capitulation, they immediately began to offer 
violence to the women. 1 he enraged knights 
inftantly drew their fwords, hewed in pieces all 
the Turks who had entered, fliut the gates 
againft thofe who remained without, and re- 
figned themfelves to inevitable death, which 
they foon met with, by thS tower being under- 
mined and throv/n down upon their heads. 

After this defeat, the two orders found an 
afylum in the ifland of Cyprus ; fropi whence, 
after fome time, the knights templars, finding 
their number fo diminiftied as to leave no hopes 
of effefting any thing towards the recovery of 
the holy land, without new crufades, (which the 
chriftian princes did not feem inclined to fet oa 
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foot) retuf aed to thdir difiereot commanders ia 
the varkms parts of chri&endom. 

FroiQ this time the two orders feparated ; the 
knights hofpitaUers remained a while at Cyprus, 
from whence they afterwards went to Rhodes:, 
and thence to Malta ; which name they then af- 
iumed. The knights templars difperfed them- 
&lves^ throughout all Europe, but ftill enjoyed 
princely revenues, and were extremely wealthy* 

Vertot fays, that pope Boniface the VIII, hav- 
ing engaged in a waf m difpute with Philipii ^^"g 
of France, the two orders, as had too frequent- 
ly happened before, took of^ofite fides. The 
knights of Malta declared in favour of king 
PhiUp, while the knights templars efpouied the 
caufe of the pope* This conduct,. Philip, partly 
from a revengeful difpofition, and pp.rtly from 
the hope, gf getting pofTeiEon of the vaft wealth 
of the knights, never could forgive ; but form- 
ed^ thenceh>rward, the d^gn of fupprdSing the 
order whenever a proper opportunity fhould of- 
fer. This however- did not occur till after the 
deceafe of pope Boniface. 

Immediately on the death of that pontiff, the 
cardinals aflembled to elect his fucceflbr i but 
party dilutes ran fo high in the conclave, that 
there feemed no probaJbility of again filling the 
papal chair very fpeedily- At length, through 
the intrigues and machinations of the friends of 
Philip,, the cardinals were all brought to confoot 
to the election of any prielt ,that he fhould re* 
commend to them. 

This was the darling object the monarch had 
in view : this being accompiiflied^ he immedi-

ately ient for the^archblihop of Bordeaux, whofe 
ambition he knew had no bounds, and who 
would heiitate at nothing to gratify it; and 
communicated to him the power he had receiv- 
ed of nominating a perfon to the papal chair, 
and promifing he fhould be the perfon, on 
his engaging to perform* fix conditions. The 
archbifhop greedily jTnatched at the bait, and 
immediately took an oath on the facrament to 
the faithful performance of the conditions. 
Philip then laid open to htm five of the condi- 
tions, but referved the fixth until after the afch- 
biihop's coronation as pope ; which foon took 
place in confequence of the recommendation of 
the king to the conclave ; and the new pope 
took upon himfelf th^ name of Clement V. 

Vertof goes on to fay, that a templar and a 
citizen of Beziers,. having been apprehended for 
fome crime, and committed together to a dun- 
geon, for want of a prieft confeffed each other ; 
that the citizen, having heard the templar's con- 
fefiion, in order to fave his own life accofed the 
order to king Philip : charging them, on the au- • 
thority of what his fellow prifoner had told him, 
with idolatry, fodomy, robbery, and murder ;. 
adding, that the knights templars, being fecretly 
Mahometans, each knigbt, at his admiflion into 
the order, was obliged to renounce Jefus Chrift, 
and to fpit on the crofs in token of his abhor- 
rence of it. Philip, on hearing thefe accufa- 
tlons, pardoned the citizen, and difclofed to the 
pope his fixth condition, which was, the fup- 
preflion of the order of knights templars. 

Not only every knight templar muft know to 
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a certainty the abfolute fal&hood of thefc char- 
ges ; but every unprejudiced reader of Vertot's 
hiftory muft alfo perceive that the whole of their 
accufatlon viras the produd of Philip's own brain, 
in order to accompUih his long wifhed for objeft 
of fuppreffing the order, and getting pofTeffion 
of their vaft riches in his dominions. It is there- 
fore evident, that the ftory of the templar's con- 
feffion was all a forgery, and that the/citizen 
was no other than a tool ef Philip, who, to 
enfure his own pardon, was prevailed on to make 
oath of fuch a confeffion having been made to 
him by the templar. 

The hiftorian proceeds to fay, that in confe- 
quence of this accufation, the knights templars 
in France, and other parts of the pope's domii^ 
ions, were imprifoned by his order, and put to 
the moil exquiiite tortures, to make them con- 
fefs themfelves guilty. They, however, bore 
thefe tortures with the moft heroic fortitude, 
per filling to the lail in afierting their own inno- 
cence and that of their order. 

In addition to thcfe {proceedings, pope Cle- 
ment, in the year 1312, iflued his buU for the 
annihilation of the order of knights templars^ 
which he caufed to be publifhed throughout 
^very country in chriftendom. He at the fame 
time gave their pofTeiEons to the knights of 
Malta, which appropriation of the temfdars' ef« 
tates was aflented to by moft of the fovereigns 
in Europe ^ and there is now extant, among the 
Englifh ftatutes, an a6l of parliament, whereby^ 
after fetting forth that the order of templars has 
been fuppreiled, their polTeffions in England are 
confirmed to the knights of St. John* 

20 
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Vertot, however, further fayg, that in GeriM- 
ny, the hifiorians of th^t nation relate, that pope 
Clement having fent his bull for aboKihing the 
order, to the archbifhop of Metejr, for him to 
enforce, tha^ prelate fummoned alt his dergy to^ 
gether, that the publication might be made with 

f greater folemnity : and that they were fuddenly* 
urprifed ^y the entry of *Wallgruffor Count 
Sauvage, one of the principals of the order, at- 
tended by twenty other templars,, armed, and 
in their regular habits. 

The count declared he was not come to do 
violence to any body, but having heard of the 
bull againf): his order, catne to infift that the ap- 
pcaj which they made from that decree to the ^ 
next council and the fuccefibr of Clement, ihoulci 
be received, read and.puhliih^d. This he preff- 
ed fo warmly, that the archbifhop, not thinking 
it proper to rcfufe men whom he faw armed, 
complied. He fent^the appeal afterwards to the 
pope, who ordered him"" to have it examined in 
a council of his province. Accordingly a fynod 
was called, and after a long trial, and various 
formalities^ which were then obfer ved, the tem- 
plars of that province were declared innocent of 
the crimes charged upon them* 

Although the templars were thus declared in- 
nocent, it does not appear that either theit pof- 
feffions- or their government, as a diilinA order, 
were reftored ; but that thdreftates in the Ger- 
man empire were divided between the knights 
<!>f Malta and the Teutonic knights ; to the firfl: 
of which orders many knights templars after- 
wards joined themfelves. This appearS^^^togeth- 
er Drobable from the following .circumftance^ 
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via* It is msquefiaoiiable^ that the habit of ,the 
laiights templars was originally white ; but we 
now obferve they diftin^iih themfelve^ by the 
£ime colour as the knights of Mali a, viz, black ; 
which change cannot be accounted for in any 
other way than by an union with the knights of 
that order.

Ib the fouth-weft the fenior warden* ; *in tlx 
north-weft the junior warden 
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Ifl tbip weft, between the wardens^ a flaHrl«Mr 
the initiate ; fupported by the mafier of ceb&- 
monies^ asd a l^raid* 

Aprons. 

White, with a black border j or black, with a 
white border. The flap black, and a &ull and 
crofs bones embroidered in filver thereon. 

A full fuit of black, with a rapier and military 
hat ; a broad black faih on f he right fhoulder, 
acrofs the body to the left fide, Qrnamented with 
a filver ftar oppofite to the left breaft, having 
fcven points ; the grand mailer or commander, 
a ftar of nine points ; in the centre of the ftar^, 
a crofs and ferpent of gold, furronndedby a cii*- 
de, on which is engraved or enamelled, '' In hoc' 
figno vinces/* 

The following paflages of fcripture are occa- 
fionally rehearfed in encampments of knights 
templars. 

James i. 1— 10, 26, 27. " James, a fcrvant of 
God and of the Lord Jefus Chrift, to the twelve 
tribes which are fcattered abroad, greeting. My 
brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into di- 
vers temptations ; knowing this, that the trying 
of your faith worketh patience. But let patience 
have her perfeA work, that ye may be perfeft 
and entire, wapting nothing. If any of you 
lack wi£dom, let him a& of God, that giveth to 
all men liberally, and upbraideth not ^ and it 
fkLzMht given him. But let him a0s: in faith, 
nothing 'Wavering .; for he that wavereth is like 
a wave of the fea, driven with ihe wind, and 
toffed. For let not that man think that he fliall 
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receive any thing of the Lord. A double mind- 
ed man is nnfiable in ^ all his ways. Let the 
brother of low degree rejoice in that he i& exalt* 
ed. If any man amb^^ you feem to be religious, 
and brjdleth' not his tongue, but decieiveth his 
own heart, that man's religion is vain. Pure 
religion, and undefiled, before God and the Fa- 
ther, is this : To vifit the fatherleis.and widows 
in their afflidion, and to keep himfelf unfpotted 
from the world/*

Hien re-i * 
leafed he Barabbas unto them : and when he had ' 
fcourged Jefus, he delivered him to be crucified* 
Then the foldiers of the governor todk Jeftis in* . 
to the common hall, and gathered unto him Ihd 
whole band of foldiers« And they ftripped him, 
and put on him a fcarlet robe. And when they 
had platted a crown of thoros they put h upon^ 
his head, and a reed in his r%bt hand; 2»id' 
they bowed the knee before bimy and mocked' 
him, faying, Hail, king of the Jews ! Andtbey i 
fpit upon him, and took the reed, and fmote* 
him on the heads And after that they Kad-^ 
mocked him they took the robe off from him,-.' 
and put his own raiment on him, and led bins : 
away to crucify him. Abd as they came out* 
they found a man of Cyrene, Simon by name: 
him they compelled to bear his crols. And 
whop they were come unto a place called Gol* 
gotha, that is to fay, a place bf a ikull, they 
gave him vinegar to drink, mingled with gaH 7 
and when he had tailed thereof he would not = 
drink. And they crucified him, and parted Mb 
garments, calling lots : that it might be fulfii^d 
which was fpoken by the prophet. They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my vef-.^ 
ture did they call lots. And fitting down, they 
watched him there ;. and fet lip over his hfead 
his accufation written, THIS IS JESUS THE. 
KiNG OF THE JEWS.*' 

Matt. xxvi. 1 4^^25 and %6 — 49. ** Then one 
of tlie twelve, called Judas Ifcarlot, went untd 
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the thief t)rieib, and fdd tifito tha^a, What wilt 
ye give me, and I ^^ill deliver him unto you ? 
And they coventoted with him for thirty pie- 
ces of fflver. And from that time he fofighfc 
oppdrtumty to betray him. Now, the firft day 
of the feaft of unlcaVened bread, the difciples 
came to Jefus, ikying unto him, Where wilf 
tbdti thdt we pfrepare for thee to €%l the paf& 
oyer ? And he faid. Go into the city to ftich a 
man, and fay nnto him. The mafter faith. My 
time is at band ; I will keep the paflfover at thy 
houfe with my difcipks. And the difciples did as 
Jefus had appointed them ; and they made ready 
the paffover. Now, when the even was come, 
he fat down with the twelve. And as they did 
eat, he faid. Verily I fiy linto you, that one of 
you fliall betray me. And they were exceeding 
forrdwful, ^ad began every one of them to fay 
unto him, Lord, is it I ? And he anfwered and 
faid, He that dippeth his hand with me in the 
di£h, the fame ihall betray me* The fon of man 
goeth, as it is written of him : but wo unto that 
man by whom the fon of man is betrayed I It 
had been good for that mdn if he had not been 
born. Then Judas, which betrayed hinfi, an- 
fwered and &id, Mafter, is it 1} He laid unto 
him. Thou ha&laid. Then cometh Jefus with 
them unto a place called Gethfemane, and faith 
unto the difciples. Sit ye here, while I go and 
pray yonder. And he took with him Peter and 
the two-fons of Zebedee, and ,began to be for. 
rowf^I and very heavy. Then faith he unta 
them. My foul is exceeding forrowful, even un^ 
to death ; tarry ye here, and watch with me. 
And he went a little fartb^r, and feU on his face. 
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and prayed, faying,- O my Father, if it be (ioffi^ 
ble, let this cup p«ift irom me^; never thekfs, not 
as I will) but as thou'wilt^ *And he cometh un* 
to the difciples, and findeth them afleep^ and 
faith unto Peter, What! could ye ilot watch 
with roe one hour ? Watch and pray, that • ye 
enter not into temptation : the fpirit indeed is 
^illingt but the ilefii is weak. He went away 
again the fecond time, and prayed, fatyiiig^ O 
my Father, if thb cup may not pais away from 
me, except I drink it, thy will be done» i^nd 
he camcTmd found them aflecp again ; for thett 
eyes were heavy* And he left them,*and weat 
away again, znd prayed the third time, iaying 
the fame words. Then cometh he to his diici4 
pies, and faith unto them. Sleep on. now, and 
take your reft : behold, the hour is at hand^ and 
the fon of man is betrayed into the hands of 
finners. Rife, let us be going : behold, he is at 
hand that doth betray me. And while he yet 
fpake, lo, Judas, one of the twelve, came, and 
with him a great multitude, with fwords and 
f^aves, from the chief priefts and elders of the 
people* Now he that betrayed him gave them 
a fign, iaying, Whomfuever I ihall kifs, that 
fame is he : hold him faft. And forthwith he 
came ro Je&xs^ and faid, Hail> mailer } and kifl* 
cd him.^' 

ji^si. 15—^16. **And in thofe days Peter 
fiood up in the midft of the difciples, and faid, 
(the number of the names together were abou^ 
an hundred and twenty,) Men and brethren, 
^his fcripture muft needs have been fulfilled^ 
which tlie Holy Ghoft, by the mouth of David^ 
i^ake before conicerning Judas^ which was guide 
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to ihem that took Jeftia. - For he wa« nuinber- 
cd with us, and had obtained part of this fninift- 
ry^ Now,, this man pitrGha&d a field with the 
reward of iniquity ; and^ falling headlong, be 
burft afuhder in the midft, and all his bowels 
gufhed Qut. And it was known unto all the 
dwellers at Jerufalem ; infomuch as that field is 
called, in their proper tongue^ Acddama, that is 
to fay, the field of Idood. For it is written in 
the book of Pfalms, Let his habkation be des- 
olate, and let no man dwell therein ; alkl^ His 
fciflidprick let another take* W hesefore, of thefe 
Afien which have coinpanied witJi us all the time 
that the Lord Jefus weift in and out among us, 
beginning from the baplifm of John, unto that 
fame day that he was taken up frcmi us, muft 
one be ordained to be a. witnds with us of his 
l-efurreftion. And they appointed two, Jofeph, 
called Barfabas, who was furnamed Jnftus, and 
Matthias. And they prayed, and faid. Thou, 
Lord, which knoweft the hearts of all men, flbew 
whether of thefe two thou haft chofen, that hcj 
may take part pf this miniftry and apoftlefliip, 
from which Judas hf tranfgreffion fell, that he 
might go to. his own place. And they gave 
forth their lots : and the lot fell upon Matthias ;

And when the 
barbamns-faw the venomous beaft hang on his 



liandy they £Kid amopg themfelvesv No doubt 
this man is a. murderer) whom, though he hath 
efcaped the fea, yet vengeance fn&reth not to 
Uve, And he 0iook off the beaft into the fire» 
and felt no barm* * Howbeit ^hey looked when 
he Should h^ve fwoUen,,or i^Uen down dead fud- 
denly ; but after they had looked a great while, 
^d faw no harm come to him, they changed 
their minds, and faid that he was a god." 
> St* y<?^»xix. 19. "And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the crofs. And the writing was, 
JESU3 OF NAZARETH, THE KINO OF 
THE JEWS." 

St. John XX. 24-^29. " But Thomas, one 
of the twelye, called Didymiis, was not with 
them when . Jefus came. The other difeiples, 
therefore, faid unto him. We have feen .the 
Lord. - But he faid unto them. Except I fhall 
fee in his hands^the print of the nails, and put 
my finger into the print of the nails, and thruft 
my band into his fide, I will not believe. And 
after eight days, again his difciples were within, 
and Thomas with them. Then came Jefus, the 
doors being .{hilt, and flood in the midft, and 
faid.

The Kmghts of Tutons^ or AlUmagnej wore a 
white garoicnt with a black crofs. 

The Knigbts oi Calatrava^ a bliick garment, 
with a~ r^d crols on the breafi. 

The Knights of Alcantara j a green cro&« 

The Knights of the Redempthn wore a white 
garment, ixrith a black crofs. 

The Knights of Cbrifi wore a black garment 
with a double cro& 

The Knights of the Mother of Chri^, a little 
red crofsj. reflected with gold 

The Knights of Lazarus wore a green croft 
on the breaft. 

The Knights of the Star wore a flar on their 
hats. 

The Kmghu of the Band wore a band of three 
fingers width, faftened on the left jhoulder, and 
brought o^:cr the breaft, under the right arm. 

The Knights of the Aimun€iation of the Wirgin 
Mary wore a collar made of plates of "gold 0fA 
filver, with a picture of the Virgin Mary pen- 
dent thereto. . ^ 

The Knights of St. Michael wwe a chun of 
gold, woven like little fiiells, and a picture of 
St. Michael pendent thereto. 

The Knights of 5/. Stephen wore a black gar- 
ment, with a red crofs*

the middle of a crofs.

Monday 9 i^tb May^ A. JD. 1805. 

The convention met, agreeably to adjourn* 
ment, to take into coniideration the report of 
the committee appointed on the fixth inftant, 
for devifing and preparing a forooL of conftitu- 
tion ; which being read and amended was unan- 
imoufly approved and adopted* 

The convention then proceded to a choice of 
officers^ who were inflfalled in ample form. At 
an alTembly of this grand encampment, holden 
in Bofton^ in the month of May, A. D« 18 16, it 
was refolved that three delegates be appointed 
on the part of thk grand encampment to meet 
a general grand convention to be holden in the 
city of Philadelphia, pr the city of New York, 
in the month of June, A. D. 1 816, for the pur- 
pofe of forming a general grand encampment of 
knights templars for <*he United States, and a 
conftitution for the government of the fame ; 
and the M. E.Thomas Smith Webb, M. E. 
Henry Fowle, and M. E. John Snow, were ap- 
pointed accordingly* 

The delegates proceeded to the city of New- 
York, where a convention aflembled confiding' 
of the reprefentatives of nine encampments and 
councils. 

The convention, after mature deliberation,^ 
formed and adoj>ted a conftitution, and opened 
a general grand encampment of knights tem- 
plars, and the appendant orders, for the United 
States.

ARTICLE I. 

OF THE CEITERAL GRAND EjrCAJtf FMEJ^T. 

Sect. 1. There ehall be a General Grand Encampment of Knight* 
Templars, and the Appendant Orders, for the United States V>f' 
Ameripa,< which shaU consist of a general erand master, deputjr 
general grand master, general grand generalissimo, general grand 
captain general, general grand prelate, general grand senior war- 
den, general grand junior warden, general grand treasurer, gen- 
eral grand recorder, general grand warder, general grand stand- 
ard bearer, general grand sword bearer, all past genercd grand mas- 
ters, deputy general grand masters, general grand generalissimos, and 
genera] grand captain generals of this general grand encampment^ 
the grand masters, deputy grand masters, grand generalissimos, and 
grand captain generals of all such state grand encampments as may 
be instituted or holden by virtue of this constitution ; and the said 
enumerated officers, or their proxies, shall be the only members and 
voters in tiie said general grand encampment. 

Sect 3. The general grand encampment thall be instituted and 
opened on the ^2d day of June, A. D. 1816 ; it shall meet on the 
third Thursday in September, A. D. 1819, and septenniaDy thereaf- 
ter, for the choice of officers, and other business, on the third Thurs- 
day in September, at such place as may from time to time be appointed • 

Sect. 3. A special meeting of the general grand encampment shall 
lie caHed wheneTer any two of the first four general grand officers ihay 



deem it wtemmrf ; tnd abo wlieiieTer it maj be itqiiifed»bj a 
jori^ of the grand encun^tnti of the statfts afovesaid ; pfovided.

Sjbciv 4. The genera} gmd master, depntj general grand master^

b)y of knights of the nd<Mm^ knights tcmp&rs, andof Midta, tbimigli* 
out the jurisdiction of the genetal grand encampment, and to give- 
such instructiooi and direotiens as &e good of the inslitnlion may- 
require ; ahraye adhering to the ancient landmarks* 

SsGT. 5. In all oases of the absence of any officer from any aB>> 
sembly institnted or holden by virtne of th» coostttiitieii^ the officer 
next in rank shall succeed his sujpetior ; uilen tfaniugh coorttty sadi 
officer should decline in AiToov of a past saperior eAoer present. And 
in case of the absence of aSk the o£lcers« the membem present, ac» 
cording to seniority and abilities, shall fill the aewal offices.

after, to revise, amend, and alter this constitation. 

Sect. 8. In case any casualty shoidd at any time hereafter pra» 
vent thq septennial election of officers, the seven} general grand offir 
cers shall sustam their respective offices until tuQcesson shall be duly 
elected and qualified. 

Sect. 9. The general grand master, deputy general grand mastei^ 
g« g. generalissimo, and g. g. captain general, shall severally have 
power and authority to institute new councils of knights of the red * 
cross, and encampments of knights templars, and of Malta, in any 
state or territcn^ wherein tiiere is not a grand encampment regularly 
established. Oflie fees for instituting a new Council and Encamp* 
ment, in manner aforesaid, sbaB be xunety dollars, exclusive of suc^ 
compensation for executing the letters of dispensation, or charter, as 
may be deemed reasonable. 

Sect. 10. The general grand master, and deputy general grand 
master, are severally authorized to appoint a general grand visitor, or 
more than one if necessary, to superinted and perform such dist^t 
business, and to communicate such instructions as may come witiiin 
the cognizance of the said grand officers respeotivcdy^ confonoably to * 
the duties, and 'prerogatives of their respective offices^

ARTICLE IIL 

OV StmoRDIirATE COtTNCJLS AXB EirCAMPMEXTS. 

Sect. 1* All regular assemblies of knights of the red cross aca ' 
called Councils ; and all regular assemblies of knights templars, and 
knights of Malta, are called Encampments, Every council and en- 
campment ought to assemble at least .quarterly, for business and im- 
provement. Every encampment shall consist of a grand commander, 
generalis^mo, captain genera], prelate, senior Warden, junior warden, 
treasurer, recorder, warder, standard bearer, sword bearer, and as 
many members as may be found convenient. 

Sect. 2. No encampment shzJl confer the orders of knighthood 
for a less sum than twenty dollars, nor upon any one who shall not 
have regularly received the several degrees of entered apprentice, 
fellow craft, master juason, mark master, past master, most excellent 
master, and royal arch mason. The nile of succession in conferring 
the orders of knighthood shall be as follows, viz. knight of the red 
cross, knight templar^ and knight of Malta. 

Sect. 3. Every council and encampment shall have a charter or 
warrant, from the grand encampment of the state in which they may 
respectively be holden, or from one of the first four general grand 
officers. And no council or encampment that may hereafter be form- 
ed and opened shall be deemed legal, without such charter or war- 
rant ; and communication is hereby interdicted and forbidden, be- 
tween any council or encampment under this jurisdiction, or any 
member of either of them, load any coiracil, eacampment or assem^ 
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Uj, that may be so formed, opened or hoMen^ witfaotTt such charter 
or wanant, or any or either of their members, or any person intro- 
duced into such illegal assembly. 

SscT. 4. The grand commajider of eyery encampment and coim- 
til has it in speciad charge to see that the by laws of his cooncil or 
encampment are duly observed, as well as the general constitution, 
and the r^ulations of the grand encampment ; that accurate records 
are icept, and just accounts rendered ; that regular returns are made 
to the grand encampment, and to the general grand recorder, annual- 
ly, and that the annual dues are promptly paid ; he has authority to 
cail special meetings at pleasure; and it is his duty, together with^ 
his second and third offices, to attend aU meetings of the grdnd en- 
campment, in person or by proxy^ 

•Sect. 5. It shall net be deemed regular for any encampment, or 
council, to confer tiie orders of knighthood upon any sojourner whose 
fixed place ^f abode is within any state in which there is an en- 
campment regularly established ; and ip case any encampment shall 
confer the said orders, contrary to this section, such encampment 
shall, on demand, pay over to the encampment situated nearest the 
candidate's fixed placie ef abode, the whole amount of fees received 
for his admission. 

Sect. 6. The officers of every couacO and encampment under 
this jurisdiction, before they enter upon the exercise of their respec-

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V. Gos foArt Maa to partake of tht tmEnittd etn^ li^i|>niew 
which he found from eternity in himwlf* Strive to reiemhle tMi d^ 
Tine Original by making aU mankind as happy as thou oanst« No- 
thing good can be imaghied, that is not an object of thy activity. Let 
effectual and nnirersal benevolence be the plumb rule of thy actions.^ 
Remain not insensible to the cries of the miserable. Detest avaric^ 
and ostentation. Do not look for the reward of virtue in the plau- 
dits of the multitude, but ia the innermost recesses of thine own 
heart ; and if thou canst not make as many happy as thou wishest, 
reflect on the saored tie of benevolence that unites us, and exert tby- 
•elf to the utmost at our fruitful labours. 

VI. Be aiTable and serviceable ; kindle virtue in every heart. Rc>

Thb Ineffable Degrees of Mksoiuy , the histoiy 
and charges of which arc contained in the follow- 
ing^ pagesi are as ancient (it is alleged) as the time 
of king Solomon ; the proof of which is probably 
known only to those Ivho are professors of the 
degrees. 

The general design of this part of the work is 
to preserve the history and charges of the several 
inc^ble degrees from falling into oblivion ; with 
which they have been long threatened, as well 
from the small number of conventions of masons 
who possess them, as from the litde attention that 
has been paid to their meetings of late years. 

It will also serve to convince masons who pos* 
sess the degrees treated of in the first part of thb 
work, that there is a total difference between 
those and the ine&ble degrees ; for it is a cir« 
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cumstance necessary to be known, that there is. 
no part of these degrees that have any resem- 
blance to the fourth, fifth, sixths or seventh de* 
grees before mentioned, or that have any refer- 
ence or allusion to any ef the circumstances ot^ 
which those degrees lyere founded. But, not-^ 
withstanding this diflference, it will clearly appear^ 
from the account here given of the ine&ble de*- 
grees, that much ingenuity is displayed in their 
formation ; that their design is noble, benevoleot 
and praiseworthy; and that the institution was 
intended for the glory of the Deity and the good 
of mankind..

CHAPTER L 

Observations on the Degree of Secret Masteri- 

The lodge of Secret Masters is spread with blaek* 
The master represents Solomon eoming to the temple to 
deet seven experts. He is stjled^ Most Powerful. 

There is only one warden, who is eaHed Adoniram, af- 
ter him who had the inspection of the workmanship done 
at Mount Libaous. He was the first made secret master* 

SVlomon holds a sceptre in his hand, standing in the 
East, before a triangular altar, upon whieb is^a erown^ 
and some olive and laurel leaves. Adoniram, the inspect 
tor, stands in the West. 

Tbe first officer is decorated with a bine ribbon, from 
the right shoulder to the left hip, to which han^ a tri- 
angle. The second officer is decorated with a white rib- 
bon, bordered with black, in a triangular form, and an 
ivorj key suspended therefrom, Vith a figure of Z upon it. 

All the other brethren are decorated in the same man- 
ner, with white aprons and gloves, the strings of the 
aprons black ; the flap of tbfe apron is blue, with a golden 
eye upon it This lodge should be enlightened by eighty- 
one eandlej; distributed by nioe times nine.

A eandidate, after being ttrieilj examined by the in- 
•peetofi who matt voaeh for his qualifieationi, is thus ad- 
dreiiad by the M. P. 

"Brother, 

" You have hitherto only seen the 4hick vefl 
that covers the S. S. of God's temple ; your fidel- 
ity, zeal a^nd constancy have gained you this fa- 
vour I now grant you, of shewing you our trea- 
sure, and introducing you into the secret place " 

fie is then invested with the ribbon, the erown of lau- 
rels and olives, by the M. P. wh# thus addresses him : 

" My Brother, 

*^ I receive you as secret master, and give you 
rank among the Levites. This laurel, the em- 
blem of victory, is to remind you of the conquest 
you are to gain over your passions. . The olive" is 
the symbol of that peace and union, which ought 
to reign among us. It belongeth to you to de- 
serve the favour, that you may be enabled one 
day to arrive in the secret place, to contemplate 
the pillar of beauty. I decorate you with the 
ivory key hung to a white and black ribbon, as^ a 
symbol of your fidelity^ innocence and discretion. 

" The apron and gloves are to be marks of the 
candour of all S. M. in the number of which you 
have deserved to be introduced. In this quality, 
my brother, you are to become the faithful guar- 
dian of the S. S. and I put you i{i the number of 
seven, to be one of the conductors^ of the works 
which are raising to the divinity. The eye upon 
yoi:Mr apron is to remind you to have a careful 
watch over the conduct of the craft in gen^..'^ 

' The lodge is closed by the mysterious nnmbei;. ' 
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CHAPTER II. 

Observations on the Degree of Perfect Master. 

*■ * 

TfiB lods-e of perfect masters is huns with green tapes- 
trj) on eight columns, foar on each side, placedi at equal 
distances ; to be illuminated with sixteen lights, placed at 
the lour cardinal points. A table before the canopy cov- 
ered with black. The R. W. and respectable master 
represents the noble Adoniram, being the iirst that was 
elected S. M. because S. chose him the first of the seven. 
He commanded the works of the temple before H. A. ar- 
rived at Jerusalem, and afterwards had the inspection of 
the works at Mount Libanus. He is decoratecl with the 
ornaments of perfection, and is a prince of Jerusalem^ 
with those decorations. He occupies the place of S. In 
the east under the eanopy. 

There is only one warden, who represents Stoekin, in 
the function of an inspector, with, the ornaments of his 
highest degrees, which he received in the westl 

The assistants, being at least perfect masters, ought to 
be decorated with a large green ribbon hung to the neck^ 
with a jewel suspended thereto, being a compass extended 
to 60 degrees. 

The brethren all have aprons of white leather with 
green Haps; on the middle of the apron must be em- 
broidered a' square stone, surrounded by three circles, 
with the letter P in the centre. 

After a candidate is dnly examined in the profieienej 
be has made in the foregoing degree, he is regularly in- 
troduced, and is thus addressed by th& M. P« 

**MyBr0TH£R, 

" It is roy desire to draw you from your vicrous 
life, and, by the favour I have received from the 
most powerful ^ kings, I raise you to the degree 
of perfect master, on condition that you strictly ad- 
here to what shall be presented to you by our laws.'* 

The ceremonies, &e. of this degree, were originally es- 
tabiibhed m a grateful tribnte of respeet to thfr memory 
•fa departed worthy brother. 

The lodge is closed by foai tiaies fomr. 
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CHAPTER ni. 

Observations on the Degree of Intimate Secretary, 

Thb lodge of I. 8. IS famished with hiaok hanffiiii^t 
and represents the hall of audience of Solomon. It should 
be enlightened with twenty seven lights, in three eandie- 
•ticks of nine branehes eaeh, placed E. W« and S. 

This lodge eonsists of two persons onlj | who represent 
8. and H. K. of T. Thej are eoverea with blue ini^- 
ties, lined with erminey with erowns on their heads, eeep- 
tres in their hands, and seated at a table, on which are 
placed two naked swords, a roll of parehment and a 
death's head. 

All the rest of the brethren are considered onlj as per- 
fect masters, and are termed the guards. They should ' 
have white aprons, lined and embroidered with a blood 
colour, with strings of the same ; atid ribbons of the same 
colour round their necks, to which must be suspended,, 
hanging on the breast, a solid trisngle. 

Charge to a new made Intimate Secretary^ 

" My Beother, 

** I receive you an Intknate Secretary, on your 
promise to be faithful to the order in which you 
have just now entered. We hope, brother, that 
your fidelity will be proof to.evcry trial ; and that 
this sword, witli which we arm you, will defend 
you from the attacks of those, who may try to 
extort from you those secrets which vre are nOw- 
about to confer upon you." 

HiMory. 

Solomon had a||;reed with the king of Tyre» in return 
for the materials taken from Mount Lebanon, and those 
drawn from the quarries of Tyre, made use «f in. eon- 
stroeting the temple (in part pajment af whiob,^ he ha4 
already furnished him with a measure of oil, l^onej and 
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wheat) to have given him a provinee in Galilea, of thirtj 
eitiesy immediately alter the temple was eoropleted. 

A year bad elapseS before this was complied with on 
the part of Solomon ; and when Hiram Vent to visit this 
liewlv aeqttired territory, he fonnd the lands poor, the 
people rade, uncultivated, and of bad morals; and that 
the keeping of it would be attended with more expense 
than profit. He therefbre went in person to Solomon, to 
eomptain of the deeeit. Bein^ arrived, he made his en- 
try tlirou^ the guards in the eoart, and went hastily to 
m king's apartment 

The oountenanee of the king of Tyre was so expressive 
of anger, as he entered, that one of Solomon's favourites, 
named Joabert, p'ereeived it, and, apprehensive of tha 
«onseqa%nee, followed him to the door to listen. Hiram, 
observing him, ran and seized upon him, and delivered 
him into the custody of the guards ; however, by the in- . 
tereession of Solomon (who represented that Joabert was^ 
of all those about the temple, most attached to him, and 
that his intentions could not have been evil) Hiram agreed 
to pardon him ; and before they parted, renewed their 
former friendship, and eonelnded a treaty of perpetual al- 
lianee, which was signed by them^ and to which Joabert 
was Intimate Seeretary. 

This lodge is closed by three times ninc*^ 



CHAPTER IV. 

^ Observations on the Degree of Provost and Judge. 

This lodge is adorned with red, and lighted by five 
great lights ; one in eaeh corner, and one in the centre* 
The master is placed in the east, under a blue canopy, 
surrounded with stars, and is styled, thrice illustrious. 
He represents Tito Prince fiarodim, the eldest of the P. 
M. and I. S. first grand warden, and inspector of the 
three hundred architects $ whose office was, to draw 
pluns for the workmen. 

After the eandidate is introduced in dae forniy the mas- 
ter thus addres&ea hioi : 
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•*Re^fectable Brotree, 

" It gives me joy, that Tarn now about to re- 
compense your zeal and attachment to the insti- 
tutioQ of maadnry, by appointing you provost and 
judge, over all the works <tf this lodge ; and, m 
we are well assured of your prudence and discrc-t 
tion, we without the least hesitation entrust you 
with a most important secret* We expect you 
will do ysor duty in the degree to whiofa yeu will 
now be elevated, as yX)u have done in diose aU 
ready taken." . 

He is then deeorated with'a 'gdideak^y iQifpended %'ik 
red ribbeii, and an apron with a poeket fjt Hb centre. 

The intention of Solomon in forming this de^ee^ was^. 
to strengthen the means of preserving order atnbng saeb )a 
▼ast nnimher of crafttn^dn. Jfoafoert, being liotioiLired witli 
the Intimate eonfidenee of hit kia^, reeeif efd tbis ' neve 
mark of distinetion. 

Solomon first ereated Tito Friaee Harodim^ Adoniram 
and Abda his father, nrorosts and judges, and gare them 
orders to initiate Joabert, his favourite, into the seeret 
mytteriee of this degree^ and to gife him 'the k^s of alf 
file buildiDg. 

Lodge is closed by four and one. 



CHAPTBR Y. 

Observations on the Degree of Intendant of the- 
JSuildingSy or Master in Israel. 

This lodge is decorated with red hangings, and illamt- 
mated with twenty seven lights, dtstriboted by three 
times nine rednd the lodge. ' Tfiere must be also, five 
other great lights on the altar before Ike most pansanty 
who represents Solomon seated with a seepire in his kand. 

The first warden, called inspector, represents the most 
itinetrious Tito llarodim: second warden re|^swDts 
Adoniram^ the too of Abda ; all tlie rest arenrranged an* 
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«iu4y« Tilt mMt puitMUKt, tud all'tlie brethrMif Mt^ 
Ci^rated.with a Urge red ribbaD, from tbe right ihonl- 
4%r to the left hip, to whieh is su§peoded a triangle fasten- 
ed 1^ a small gre^n ribbon. On one side of the triangle 
jtfe ongraTtd .(he words, AncAoriii, ^ffcAnrd, Jadmai; 
«A;tlie reTorsOf Jttfba, JKV' ^^^» ^^^ apfont are wliitQ» 
lined with red, and bordered with green ; in the eentre^ 
a. star, with nine points, above a balanoe^ and on the 
flap a triangle, "with these Ic^tters, B. A. I. on eaefa angle* 
A ea^didate, alter being previonsW prepared and hav« 
ing gone throngk the eeremonieS) is thns aadressed t 

** My Brother, 

^' Solomon, willing to carry to the highest de« 
gree of perfeetion the work he had begun in Je^ 
rusalem, found it necessary, from a 'circumstance 
with which you are acquainted, to employ tUe 
five chiefs of the five orders of architecture : and 
gave command over them to Tito, Adoniram, 
and Abda his father ; being well assured that their 
zeal and abilities would be exerted to the utmost 
in bringing to perfection so glorious a work, la 
like manner we expect you will do all that liei in 
your power to promote the grand design of ma* 
sonry." 

This ledge is elosed by fire, seven, tnd fifteen. 

CHAPTER VL 

Observations an the Degree of Elected Knights^ 

CBtleda Chapter. 

Tbxs chapter represents the aodienee ehanber of Sole- 
noB^ and is to be decorated with white and red hangings-^ 
the red with white fianws. 

There am nine h^hU in the east, and eight in the west. 
The master represents Befonon, seated in the east, with a 
table befeie faiv^ eorcred with blaak^ and is styled, Meet 
Potent. 
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Thete it only one wmrden^ in tbe west, who represents 
Stoekin, witli ooTen liretlMen ronml him. All the hretbren 
«inst be dretoed in blaek, and their hats flapped, with a 
broad blaek ribbon from the left shoulder to tbe ri^t 
Up, on Uio lower part of wbieb are nine red rooes, foar 
on eaeb side, and one at the bottom, to whiob is sospend- 
•d a poniard. Tbo^rons are white, lined with blaeky 
•peeklod with blood; on the fiap a bloody arm with a 

{oniard, and on the area a biotsdy nrm holding^ by the 
air a bloody bead. 

History of this Degree. 

In the reign of Solomon, sereral of the workmen had 
been goilty of some orime of an enormons nature, and 
made their escape from Jerusalem, A great assembly, of 
masters had sat in consultation on the best means of Jis- 
corering and apprehending them. Their deliberationn 
were interrupted by the entranee of a stranger, who de- 
manded to speak to tbe king in private. Upon being ad- 
mitted, he acquainted Solomon that he bad diseovered 
where Akirop, one of the traitors, lay eoneealed j and 
offered to eondnet those whom the king should please to 
appoint, to go with him. This being eommanieated' to 
the brethren, one and all requested to be partakers in the 
Tengeanee due to tbe riilain. Solomon cheeked their ar- 
dour, declaring that only nine should undertake the task; 
and to avoid giving any offence, ordered all their names 
to be put into an urit, and that the first nine that sboirld 
be drawn, should be the persons to aecompanj^ the 
stranger. 

At break of day, Joabert, Stoekin, and Seven others, 
conducted by the stranger, travelled onwards, through a 
dreary country* On Ihe way, Joabert found means to 
learn from the stran^r, that the villain they were in 
quest of had hidden himself in a cavern not far from the 
plaeo wbere thoy tbea were ; he soon foond the cavern, 
and entered it alone, where, by the light of the lamp, he 
diseavered the villain asleep, with a poniard at his fttt. 
Bttflamed at the 8%ht,aiid aetoated by an impatffent iieal, 
he immediately seined the poniard, and stabbed bim^ fiftt 
in the heady and then in toe hearl : be had only tiase t» 
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erj Tengtanee i$ ta^m, tod eipired* When the other 
eight arrived luid had refreshed themaeWes at the spring, 
Jaabert severed the head A-om the body, and taking it in 
one hand and hfs pontard in the otber^ he, with- his 
hrethreo, returned to Jerasalem. Solomon was at first 
very much offended^ that Joabert had pnt it out of his 
power to lake veng;eanoe himself, in ^senee of, and as a 
warnina; to the rest of the workmen to be faithful to their 
trust ; but, by proper intercession, wals again reeoneiled. 

Joabert became highly favoured of Soiomon, who con- 
ferred upon him, and his eight conipanions, the title of 
Elected Knights. 

The ehapter is closed by eight and one. 



CHAPTER VII. 

Observations on the Degree of Elected Grand 
Master^ or Illustrious Elected ef Fifieen. 

This ledge represents Solomon's apartment, and is to 
be decorated in the same manner as that of the J^lne 
Elect There are two wardens ; the senior is called in- 
spector. 

This lodge should consist of only fifteen members ; 
bui should there be more at a time of reception, they must 
attend in the antiehamber. 

The apron peculiar to this degree is white, and border- 
ed with black ; and on the flap three heads or spikes in 
form of a triangle; the jewel is the same as that of the 
JVt»« Electa only on that part of the black ribbon which 
- crosses the breast, there should be the same device as 
upon the apron. 

History of this Degree. 

About six months after the exeontion of the traitor 
mentioned in the preceding degree of elected Knights, 
Qeagabee, an intendanf of Sdomon, in the country of 
Cheth, whieh was tributary to him, eaased diligent in- 
quiry to be made if any person had lately taken shelter 
in those partS; who might be supposed to have fled from 
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Jeruialem : he jpoblifked at the tame time a partienlar 
deferiptioD of aU those traitors who had made their es- 
eape : shortly after^ he received information that several 
persons answering his description had lately arrived 
there, and, believing themselves perfectly secure, had be« 
gun to work in the quarry of Bendaca. 

As soon as Solottoa was made aeqnainted with this 
eirenmstance, he wrote to Maaeha. king of Cheth, to lU- 
sist in apprehending them, and to eause them to be deliv- 
ered to persons that he should appoint, to secure them, 
and have them brought to Jerusalem, to receive the pun- 
ishment due to their erimes. 

Solomon then elected fifteen masters, in whom he could 
place the highest eoufidence, and among whom were 
those, who had been in the cavern, and sent them in 
quest of the villains, and save them an escort of troops. 
Fiv^ days were spent in the search, when Terbal, who 
here Solomon's letter to Moriha and Eteham, discovered, 
them, cutting stone in the quarry ; they immediately 
seized them and bound them in chains. When they ar- 
rived at Jerusalem, they were imj^isoned in the tower of 
Aehizer, and the next morning a punishment was inflicted 
on them adequate to their erimes. 

Lodge i» closed by three times five. 



CHAPTER Vni. 



Illustrious Knights^ of Sublime Knights elected. 

This lodge is called a grand chapter; Solomon pre- 
sides, and of course is to be decorated with a sceptre. In 
place of two wardens, there are a grand inspector, and 
grand master of ceremonies. 

The jewel worn in this l<^dge is a sword, intended to 
represent a sword of justice, hung to a large black ribbon ; 
on the part crossing the breast, must be an inflamed heart; 
which 16 also to be painted on the flap of the apron. The 
chaptei' is illaminated by twelve lights. 
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« 

History of this Degree. 

After vengeance had been fuUj taken on. the traitors 
meotioued in the foregoing degrees, Solomon instituted 
this, both as a reward for the zeal and integrity of the 
.grand masters elect of fifteen, and also bj their prefer- 
ment to make room for raising other worthy brethren 
from the lower degrees to that of grand master elect of 
fifteen. He accordiugly appointed twelve of the fifteen, 
chosen by ballot, \o constitute a grand chapter of illustri- 
ous knightaf^ and gave them eommand over the twelve 
tribes. He expressed a particular regard for this order, 
and shewed them the precious things in the tabernacle. 

Here follow the names of tHe twelve illustrious kniehts, 
with the tribes over which they respectively presided:

CHAPTER IX. 

Observations on the Degree of Grand Master 

Architects* 

This chapter is painted white, with red flames ; by 
which is signified the purity of heart and zeal, that 
should be the characteristic of every grand master ar- 
ehitect. It must have in it a delineation af the five or-

ders of architecture ; toa^tber with a representation of 
the north star, with seven small stars round it, whieb 
signify, that as the north star is a guide to mariners, so 
ought virtue to be the guide of grand master architects* 
The Jewel is a gold medal, on both sides of which are 
engraved the five orders of architeeture, suspended bj a 
broad, dark, stone-eoloured ribbon, from the left- shooider 
to the right hip. 

Everj grand master architect most be furnished with a 
case of mathematical insirunents* 

Address to a candidate on his admission to this 

degree. 

**BllOTHER, 

** I have elevated you to this degree from an 
expectation that you will so apply yourself to 
geometry, to which you are now devoted, as will 
procure you knowledge sufficient to take away 
the veil from before your eyes, which yet remains 
there, and enable you to arrive at the perfect and 
sublime degree." 

History* 

Solomon established this degree vith a view of forming 
a school of architecture for the instruction of the brethren 
employed in the temple of God, and animating them to 
arrive at perfection in the rojal art. He was a prince 
equally famed for his justice, as for his wisdom and fore- 
sight; h^ was therefore desirous of rewarding (he talents 
and virtues of the faithful, in order to make them per- 
fect, and fit to approach the throne of God. He accord- 
ingly cast his eyes upon the chiefs of the twelve tribes, 
as persons extremely proper to fulfil the promise made to 
l^noch, to Moses, and to David, that with great zeal, ia 
fulness of time, the bowels of the earth should be pene^ 
trated. 

This chapter is closed by one and two. 
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CHAPTEHf X. 

Observations on the Degree of Knights of the 

Ninth Arch. 

To form a lodge of this degree, five persons at least 
must be present. 

1st. The most potent grand master, representing Solo- 
mon, in the east^ seated in a ehair 'of state, under a rich 
canopy, with a crown on his head, and a sceptre in his 
hand. He is dressed in royal robes of yellow, and an er- 
mined vestment of blue satin, reaching to the elbows ; a 
broad purple ribbon from the right shoulder to the left 
hip, to which is hung a triangle of gold. 

2d. The grand warden representing 4he king of Tyre^ 
on his left Hand, seated as a stranger, clothed in a purple 
robe and a yellow vestment. 

8d. The graud inspector, representing G-— , in tha 
west, with a drawn sword in his hand. 

4th. The grand treasurer, representing Joabert, in the 
north, with a golden key to his fifth button hole, and upon 
it the letters 1. V. I. L. Juvenis verbiim intre Leonis. 

5th. The grand secretary, representing Stockin, in the 
south. 

The four last mentioned officers to be ornamented with 
the same ribbon afid jewel as the M. P. and to sit covered* 
The three last to have robes of blue without vestments. 

No person can be admitted to this degree without hav- 
ing previously taken all the preceding degrees. 

History and Charge of this Degree* . 

"My Worthy Brother, 

*' It is my intention at this time to give you a 
clearer account, than you have yet been acquaint- 
ed with, of masonry ; of which at present you 
barely know the elements. 

*' in doing this it will be necessary to explain 
to you some circumstances of very remote anti- 
quitv. 

. b2 
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'' Enoch, the son <^ Jared» was the sixth S(mi in 
descent from Adam, and lived in the fear and love 
of his Maker. 

" Enoch, being incited by the Most High, 
and in commemoration of a wonderful vision, 
built a temple under ground, and dedicated the 
same to God. Methuselah, the son of Emicb, 
constructed the building, without being acquaint- 
ed with his father's motives. 

" This happened in that part of the world 
which was afterwards called the- land of Canaan, 
and since known by ^he name of the Holy Land. 

" Enoch caused a triangular plate of gold to be 
made, each side of which was a cubit long ; he 
enriched it with the most precious stones, and 
encrusted the plate upon a stone of agate, of t\>e 
same form. He then engraved upon it the ineffa- 
ble characters, and placed it on a triangular pe*- 
destal of white marble, which he deposited in the 
deepest arch. 

*• When Enoch's temple was completed, he 
made a door of stone, and put a ring of iron there- 
in, by which it might be occasionally raised ; and 
placed it over the opening of the arch, that the 
matters enclosed therein might be preserved from 
the universal destruction impending. And none 
but Enoch knew of the treasure which the arch- 
es contained. 

^ And, behold the wickedness of mankind in- 
creased more and became grievous in the sight 
of the Lord, and God threatened to destroy the 
whole world* Enoch, perceiving that the know- 
ledge of the arts was likely to be lo^t in the gen- 
eral destrnction, and being desirous of preserving 
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the principles, of the sciences, for the posterity of 
those whom God should be pleased to spare, 
built two great pillars on the top of the highest 
mountain, the one of brass, to withstand water, 
the other of marble, to withstand fire ; and he 
engraved on the marble pillar, hieroglyphics, sig- 
nifying that there was a most precious treasure 
concealed in the arches under ground, which he 
had dedicated to God. And he engraved on the 
pillar of brass the principles of the liberal arts, 
particularly of masonry. 

•* Methuselah was the father of Lamech, who 
was the father of Noah, who was a pious and good 
man, and beloved by God. And the Lord spake 
unto Noah, saying, * Behold I will punish the sins 
of mankind with a general deluge ; therefore build 
an ark, capable of containing thyself and family, 
as also a pair of every living creature upon earth, 
and those only shall be saved from the general de- 
struction, which I am about to inflict for the ini- 
qu ities of the people. ' 

" And God gave unto Noah a plan by which 
the ark was to be constructed. Noah was one 
hundred years in building the ark ; he was six hun- 
dred years old when it was finished, and his son 
Seth was ninety nine. His father Lamech had di- 
ed a short time before, aged 777 years. There 
was not at this time any of the ancient patriarchs 
living save Methuselah the grandfather of Noah, 
who was about 969 years old, and it is supposed 
that he perished in the general ruin. 

'^ The ark being finished, Noah, agreeable to 
the instructions he had received from the Most 
High, went into it with liis family, and took with 
him such things as he was commanded. 
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•* The flood took place in the year of the world 
1656, and destroyed most of the superb monu- 
ments of antiquity. The marble pillar of Enoch 
fell in the general destruction ; but by divine per- 
mission, the pillar of brass withstood the water, by, 
which means the ancient state of the liberal arts, 
and particularly masonry, has been handed down 
to us. 

" We learn from holy writ, the history of suc- 
ceeding times, till the Israelites became slaves to 
the Egyptians ; from which bondage they were 
freed under the conduct of Moses. The same 
sacred book informs us that Moses was beloved 
of God, and that the Most High spoke to him on 
Mount Sinai. To Moses God communicated his 
divine law, written on tables of stone ; with many 
promises of a renewed alliance. He also gave 
him the true pronunciation of his sacred name : 
and God gave a strict command unto Moses, that 
no one should pronounce it ; so that in process of 
time the true pronunciation was lost. 

" The same divine history particularly informs 
us of the different movements of the Israelites, 
until they became possessed of the land of prom- 
ise, and of the succeeding events until the Divine 
Providence was pleased to give the sceptre to Da- 
vid ; who, though fully determined to build a tem- 
ple to the Most High, could never begin it ; that 
honour being reserved for his son. ' 

" Solomon, being the wisest of princes, had 
fully in remembrance the promises of God to Mo- 
ses, that some of his successors, in fulness of time, 
should discover his holy name ; and his wisdom 
inspired him to believe^^hat this could not be ac- 
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«omplished until he had erected and consecrated a 
temple to the living God, in which he might de- 
posit the precious treasures. ^ 

** Accordingly, Solomon began to build, in the 
fourth year of his reign, agreeably to a plan given 
to him by David his father, upon the ark oi alli- 
ance. 

*^ He chose a spot for this purpose^ the most 
beautiful and healthy in all Jerusalem. 

" The number of the grand and sublime elected, 
were at first three, and now consisted of five ; and 
eontinued so until the temple was completed and 
dedicated ; when king Solomon^ as » reward £c^ 
their faithful services, admitted to tins degree the 
twelve grand masters, who had faithfully presided 
over the twelve tribes ; also one other grand mas- 
ter architect. Nine ancient grand masters^ emi- 
nent for their virtue, were chosen knights of ttic 
royal arch, and shortly afterwards were admitted 
to the sublime degree of perfection. 

" You have been informed in what manner the 
number of the grand elect was augmented to twen- 
ty seven,^ which is the cube of three : they con- 
sisted of two kings, three knights of the royal arch, 
twelve commanders of the twelve tribes,nine elect- 
ed grand masters, and one grand master architect."

CHAPTER XL 

Perfection^ or Grand Elect, Perfect and Sublime 

Mason. 

The lodge of perfection, or ultimate degree of aneient 
masonry, should represent a subterraneous vault painted 
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red, and adorned with many eoktars, and columns of a 
flame eoloari Behind the master must he a light to shins 
throuj^h a triansplar sun ; and before him there most he 
a pedestal uppeffing to be broken. There ought to he sev- 
eral other lights, arranged numerically, according to th« 
different stages of masonry. 

The most perfect grand elect and sublime master in 
.this degree, is to represent Solomon, seated in the east, 
dresHcd in royal robes, and having a crown and scentre 
placed on a pedestal before him. The two grand wardens 
are seated in the west. On the right hand of the most 
perfect sits the grand treasurer, having a table before him, 
upon which must be placed some perxumes, with a.smali 
ailver hod, and a trowel of gold. On his left hand sits 
the grand secretary, with a table also before him, on which 
most he seven loaves of shew bread, with a eup of red 
wine for libation, and alsojewels for the eandldates at their 
reception. * 

The jewels appertaining to this degree are a^rowik- 
ed compass, extended to ninety degrees ; or a quadrant, a 
sun in the centre 5 and on the reverse a blazing star, eii- 
closing a triangle, hung to a broad €anie coloured ribbon^ 
of a triangular form, round the neck 5 and also, a gold 
ring with this motto, " Virtue unites, what death cannot 
part." 

The apron most be flamed with red, a blue ribbon round 
the edge, and the jewel painted on the flap. The breth- 
ren must be dressed in black,~with swords in their hands. 

Prayer at Opening. 

" Almighty and Sovereiga Architect of heaven 
and earth, who by thy divine power dost ultimate- 
ly search the most secret recesses of thought ; pu- 
rify our hearts -by the sacred fire of thy love ; 
guide u& by thine unerring hand, in the path of 
virtue, and cast out of thy adorable sanctuary all 
impiety and perverseness ; we beseech thee that 
our thoughts may be engaged in the grand work of 
our perfection, which, when attained, will be an 
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ample reward for our labour ; let peace and chari- 
ty link us together in a pleasing union, and may 
this lodge exhibit a faint resemblance of that hap- 
piness which the elect will enjoy in thy ^ kingdom. 
Give us a spirit of holy discrimination, by which 
we may be able to refuse the evil and choose the 
good : and also that we may not be led astray by 
those who unworthily assume the character of the 
grand elect* Finally be pleased to grant, that all 
our proceedings may tend to thy glory, and our 
advancement in righteousness. Bless us and pros^ 
per our works, O Lord! Amen." 

When a candidate is introdoeed, after tertain solemn 
forms, the master of the ceremonies says, 

" I impress you, my brother, with an ardent 
zeal for the honour of the Grand Architect of the 
Universe ; to the end that you may live always in 
Ms adorable presence with a heart disposed to ev- 
ery thing that is pleasing to him.'^ 

The most perfeet then presents the eandidafe with the 
bread and wine, saying^, 

" Eat of this bread with me, and drink of the 
same cup, that we may learn thereby to succour, 
each other in time of nped by a mutual love and 
participation of what we possess.'* 

He then presents to him a gold rin^, saying, 

" Receive this ring, and let it be remembered by 
you as a symbol of the alliance you have now con- 
tracted with virtue and the virtuous. You arc 
never, *my dear brother, to part with it while you 
live ; nor to bequeath it at your death, except to 
your wife, your eldest son, or your nearest friend." 

When this part of the eeremony is ended, the brethren 
make a libation, according to ancient usage. 
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The mott perfect then decior«tes the eandiJate aeeerd- 
ittg to the ornameiiti of the order, tajiog^ 

^' I now with the greatest pleasure salute you, 
my brother^ as a grand eket, perfect and sublime 
mason, which title I now confer on you, and grace 
you with the symbols thereof. Receive this rib- 
bon, the triangular figure of which, is emblemati- 
cal of the divine triangle. The crown upon your 
jewel is a symbol of the royal origin of this de- 
gree. The compass, extended to ninety degrees, 
denotes the extensive knowledge of die grand 
elect. These jewels, suspended on your breast, 
should make you attentive to your duty and sta- 
tion.'' 

Charge. 

" Thus, my venerable brother, by your tinblam- 
able conduct, assiduity, constancy and integri- 
ty, you have at last attained the title of grand elect, 
perfect and sublime mason, which is the summit 
of ancient ma50nry,and upon your arrival to which, 
I most sincerely congratulate you. 

** I must earnestly recommend to you the strict- 
est care and circumspection- in all your conduct, 
that the sublime mysteries of this degree be not 
profaned or disgraced. 

** As to what remains ofcompleting your know- 
ledge in the ancient, state of masonry, you will find 
it by attending- to the following 

" Hist dry. 

** When the temple of Jerusalem was finished, 
the masons, who were employed in constructing 
that stately edifice, acquired immortal honour. 
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yhexr order became more uniformly established 
and regulated than it had been before.- TTieir 
delicacy in admitting new- members c^ their or-^ 
der, brought it to a degree of respect ; as tte 
merit of the candidate was the only thing they 
then paid attention to* With these principles 
instilled into their minds, many of the ^and elect 
left the tem^ after its dedication, and dispersed 
themselves among the neighbouring kingdoms, 
instructing all who applied, and were found wor- • 
thy, in the sublime degrees of ancient craft ma- 
sonry; 

" The. temple was finish^ in tte year of the 
world 3000. 

" Thus far the wise king of Israel behaved wor- 
thy of himself, and gained universal admiration ; 
but in process of time, when he had advanced in 
years, his understafiding became impaired ; he 
grew deaf to the veice of the Lord, and was 
strangely irregular in his conduct. Proud of 
having erected an edifice to his Maker, and much 
intoxicated with bis great power, he plunged into 
all manner of li^cntiousnejis and debauchery, and^ 
profaned the tempte, by offering that incense to 
the idol Moloch, which only should have been of- 
fered to the living God. 

" The grand elect and perfect masons saw this, 
and were sorely grieved ; being fearful that bfa 
apostacy would end in some dreadful consequen- 
ces, and perhaps bring upon them their enemies, 
whom Solomon had vainly and wantonly defied! 
The people, copying the follies and vices of their 
king, became proud and idolatrous, neglecting 
the true worship of God for that of idols. ' 
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** As an adequate punishment for this defection, 
€rMl inspired the heart of Nebuchadnezzar, king 
of Babylon, to take vengeance on the kingdom of 
Israel. This prince sent an army, with Nebu- 
zaradan, captain of the guards, who entered Ju- 
dah with fire and sword, took and sacked the city 
of Jerusalem, razed its walls, and destroyed that 
superb model of excelkneCj the temple. The 
people were carried captive to Babylon, and the 
• conquerors carried with them all: the vessels of 
gold and silver, 8cc. This hilppened 470 years, 
6 months and 10 days after ks dedication. 

•' When the time arrived that the christian 
pdnces entered into a league to free the hoJy land 
from the oppression of tli^ infidels, the good and 
virtuous masons, anxious for so pious an under- 
taking, voluntarily ofiered their services to the 
confederates, on condition that they should have 
a chief of their own election, which was granted ; 
accordingly they acceded their standard and de- 
parted. 

** The valour and fortitude of .those elected 
knights were such, that they wire admired by, 
and took the lead of, all the princes cS Jerusalem, 
who, believing that their mysteries inspired them 
M'ith courage and fidelity to the cause of virtue 
and religion, became desirous of being initiated ; 
upon being found Worthy, their desires were com- 
plied with, and thus the royal art, meeting the 
approbation of ^reat and good men, became pop* 
ular and honourable, and was diffused to the wor- 
thy, throughout their various dominions, and has 
continued to spread, far and wide, through a suc- 
cession of ages, to the present day."

CHAPTER I. 

General Remarks. 

• 

A Grand Lodge eofiflists of the laaiter and ward^e 
of all the regular bdges jif maater masonsy within its ja.r 
rindiclion^ with the grand master at their head, the de- 
puty grand master on his left, and the grand wardens and 
deaeons in their pr<eper plaees ; attended kUo by the 
grand secretary, grand tieasurer, gprand qhaplain, granl 
sword bearer, grand marshal, and also the past grand and 
deputy grand masters, and past masters of regular lodges 
while members of a lodge within the jurisdiction. 

In Englan4> until the year ±717, a sufficient niimber of 
masons met together, had ample power ti» make masons, 
and discharge every duty of masonry by inherent privi- 
leges, vested in the fraternity at large, without a warrant 
of constitution. But at the meeting of the grand lodge of 
England, on St. John the Baptist's day, in that year, the 
feliowittg regulation was adopted : 

'^ The privilege of assembling as masons^ whioh has 
hitherto been unlimited, shall be vested in certain lodgejs 
of masons, convened in certain places ; and every lodge 
hereafter convened, shall be legally authorized to act by 
a warrant from the grand master foir the time being, grant- 
ed to certain individuals by petition, with the consent 
and approbation ef the grand lodge in communication ; 
and Vithout such warrant, no lodge shall hereafter b^ 
deemed regular or constitutional.*'

Commencement ofMasoiiry in America. 

On applitatioii of a namber of brethreD residing in Bos* 
toB) a warrant was granted by the right hotfbarableaBd 
aost worshipful Aatbony, Lord Viseount Montague, 
grand masior of natoiis hi EDglaad) dated the sotb of A- 
pril, 1733, appointing the ri^ht worshipful Henry Piiee 
grand master in North Ameriea, with full power, aiid aa- 
Ihortty to appoint his deputy, and other masonic uffieers 
C aeeessary for forming a grand lodge } and also to eonsti* 
tnie .lodges of free and aeeepted masi»is» as often asoeea- 
sion should require. 

In eonsequeaee of this commission, the grand master 
opened a grand lodge in Boston,* on the 30th of July, 
i788, in due form, and appointed the right worship fal 
Andrew Belcher deputy grand master, the worshipful 
Thomas Kenneliy and John Qaann, grand wardens* 

The grand lodge being thus organia^d, under tbe desig- 
nation of iSit. John's Grand LodgCj proceeded to grant war- 
rants for instituting regular lodges in rartous parts of A me- 
rica; and from this grand lodge originated the first lodges 
in Massachusetts, New-Hampshire, Rhode-Island, Con* 
neetieut, New- Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virf^inia, 
North-Carolina, South-Carolina, Barbadoes, Antigua, 
Newfoondland, Louisburglk, Nora^Sootia^ Quebee, Sur- 
inam, and Bt Christopher's. 

There was also a grand lodge holden at Boston, upon 
the ancient establishment, under the designation of 
<^ The Massachusetts Grand Lodge^^ which originated as 

follows • 

In \75B, a number of brethren residing in Boston, wbo 
were ancient nuisons, ia oi^osequence of a petition to the 
grand lodge of Scotland, reeeived a deputation, daied 
Nov. SO, l7S^^ ffijm Sholto Charles Douglas, Lord Aber- 
douTf then grand master, eo^stitnting them a regular 
lodge, under the title of St. Andrew's Lodge^ No. 92, to be 
holden at Boston. 

Thk establishment was discouraged and opposed by 
the 6t.John^6 grand lodge, who thought their privileges

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infriaged bv the grand lo^of BeoUand f they therefore 
refused te iave any intereeurse with St. Andrew's lodge, 
for several years. . 

The prosperous state of St. Andrew's lodge soon led its 
members to make great exertions for the establish ment of 
an aneient grand lodge in* America; which was soon ef* 
fected in Boston, by Ae assistance of travelling lodges, 
belonging to the British array, who were etationed there. 

Bee. ^r, iree. The festival of the evangelisU was cele- 
brated in doe form. When the brethren were assembled^ 
a commission from the right heneurable and most worship- 
ful George, Barl ef Dalbousie, grhnd master of masmis in 
Seotland, dated the tmh of May, ±7%%, appointing Joseph 
Warren to be grand master of masons in Boston, and with- 
in one hundred miles of the same, was read, and he was, 
according to ancient usage, duly installed into that offiee. 
The grand master then appornted and installed the other 
fijrand officers, and the grand lodge was at this time com- 
plete! v organized. 

Between this period and the year irot, this grand lodge 
granted warrants of constitution for lodges to be liolden in 
Massachusetts, New-Hampshire, Conneeticnt, Vermont 
and New-York. 

In the year 1778, a commission was received from the 
right honourable and most worshipful Patrick, Earl of 
Dumfries, grand master of masons in Seotland, dated 
March 3, l7r», appointing the right worshipful Joseph 
Warren, Esq. grand master of masons for the corUimnt of ^ 
•America, 

In 1775, the meetings of the grand lodge were suspend- ^ 
ed, by the town of Boston becoming a garrison. 

At the battle of Bunker's hill, on the l7th of, June, this, 
year, masonry and the grand lodge met with a heavy loss, 
in the death of grand master Warren, who was slain oott- 
tending for the liberties of his eountry. 

Soon after the evacnatioi) of Boston by the British army, 
and previous to any regular commutticfftton, the brethren, 
inftoenced by a pioos- regard to the memory of the late 

frand master, were indaeed to search for his body, Whieh 
ad been rndely and indiscriminately buried in the field of 
sktt^ter. They aeeordfngly repaired to the place, and, 
by direetionof apersott^M wjis on^he ground at the time 

c » 
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•f kifl burial, a tpol wat f«s«d whare.^tlie earth liaid 1»eii 
reeendj tarntd ub. Upon r«BM»Tiiig the tur^ aad ope«* 
iag the graFa, whieh was oi Ifae braw af * Uiy and aflja« 
earn to a eaiaU eluster of spriga, the reauuM were diteaY- 
ared| in a mangled eonditian, but were eaaiJir aaeertiuB-^^ 
ed $* and, being deeeatlj raised^were eonre^d to the stale 
lioote in BotUm | froni whenee, by^ large and reapeetable 
naaber of brethreat with the late grand oi&eerft, atlarfm^ 
ia proeeeaion, they were carried to the stone ^hapei, where 
an animated ealogimn waa delir««d h^ beather Perez 
Morton. The boay wa^ then deposited in the silent vanity 
*< without a soalptored stone to mark thaepot; bttt as the 
whole earth is the tepulehrc of iUustrians nefl) his fame, 
his glorious aetioasy are engraren oa the tablet of aniverf 
sal remembranee ; and will sarvire asaHile momiiaenta. 
or IocaI inseriptioas/' 

i7779 March a. The brethren, who had been dhp^med 
in eonse^oeaee of the war, being now geaeraliy ealieeted, 
they assembled to take into eonslderation the state of ma- 
sonry. Being deprived of their ehief by the melansholy 
death of their grand master, «s before mentioned, after 
due eoasideration they proeeeded to the formation of a 

Srand lod^e, and eleeted and installed the mast worshipful 
oseph Webh, their grand abater. 

1783, Jmimary 8. A eommittee was appointed to draft 
resolutions explanatory of the power and aathoHty of this 
grand lodge. On the Mth of June following, the eommit* 
tee reported as Allows, viz* 

<< The eommittee appointed to take into consideration^ 
the eonduet of tb^se brethren who aMume the powers and 
prerogatives of ** grand lodge, ontbe aneiest eatablish* 
meat, in this plate, and eiamine the extent of their au* 
thority and jiirisdietion, together with the powers of an j 
other aneient masoate institution within the same, beg 
leave to report the result of their examination, £»ttaded on 
the following faeis, viz. , « 

<« That the eommission from the grand lod^ of Scot- 
land, granted to our }at« graad master Jaseph Warren, 
Esq. having died with him, and of course hia deputy, 
whose appointment was derived from his nomuiatioB, ha« 
ing no longer in existence, they saw Ihemselves withaat a

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ht9Af and without a single grand offieer ; aad of eonse- 
qneaee it was evideat, that aot ooljr the grand lodge, but 
all the partiealar ledges uader its jarisdiction, must cease 
to asseniile) the brethren be dispersed^ tbe pennjless go 
vaassisted, the eraft laagaish, and ancient masonr/ be ex* 
tinet in this part of the world. 

*^ That in eonseqaenee of a summons from the former 
grand officers to the masters and wardens of ail the regu- 
lar eoBstttuted lodges, a grand commuiiieation was held, 
to consult anA- advise on some means to preserve theinter- 
eourse of the brethren. 

*^ That tbe pelttteal head of this coantrv having de-' 
stroyed all coaBeaioa and eorrespondence between the 
sn]i|eete of these states and the country fh>m which tbe 
grand lodg^~ arigiimiljr derived its commissioned authori- 
ty 9 and the principles of the craft incu^lcating on its pro* 
fessors subsussioa to the commands of the civil authority 
of the country they reside in : tbe brethren did assume an 
elective supremaevy and under it chose a grabd master and 
grand officers, and er^ted a grand Jodge, with independ- 
ent powers and prerogatives^ to beeiicreised however on 
principles consistent withvand subordinate to the regula- 
tions pointed oat in the constitutions of ancient masonry. 

^^ That the reputation and atUity of the eraft, under 
their jurisdiction, has beeuT most extensively diffused, by 
the flourishing state f^f fourteen lodges eonstitnted by their 
authority, within a snorter peric^ than that in whi^h 
three only received dispensations under the former grand 
lodge. 

<* That in the, history of o«*«raft we find, that in En- 
gland there are two grand lodges independent of each oth« 
er ; in Scotland the same ; and in Ireland their grand 
loAve and grand master are independent either of England 
or Scotland. It is clear that the authority of some ofiheir 
grand lodges originated in assumption ; or otherwise, they 
would acknowledge the head from whence they derived. 

<< Yonr eommittee are therefore of opinion, that the do- 
ings of the present grand lodge were dieuted bv princi- 
ples of the clearest necessity, founded in the highest rea- 
son, and warranted by precedents of the most approTcd 
authority.'' 

This report was accepted, and corresponding resolutions 
entered into by the grand lodge, and recorded. 
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1791, Dec. 5. A eomttiitted wat apf^inteii, agreea^ily 
to a rote of the geeond of Maroh, 1790, ^ to eonfer witli 
the effieerg of St. John's granil Mf^ npon the safajeet of a 
eomplele masonie union throughout thig eonaonweakb.'* 

On the 5th of March, 179:2, the eomaiittee brougirt in 
their report, and presented a eopy of the lawe and eoRsti-* 
tntion for assoeiatins and uniting the tvi^ grand lodges, as 
agreed to by St. John's grand lodge, wlileh, being read 
and/deliberately eonsidered, ivas nnaniaiott%ly approved of. 

June 19, 1793. The officers and medlbers of the two 
grand lodges met in conjunction, agreeable to preWong ar« 
rangements, and instaifed the most we^shipfol John Opt- 
ler grand master ; and resolved, *^ tbat tht» grand lodge, 
organized as aforesaid, shall forever hereafter be known' 
bj the name of The Grand Lodge of the ^ost Jhicient and 
Honrmrable Society of Free and Jitcep^ed JUasvnsf^r the 
Commonwealth of JiassachusetU J* 

In addition to the powers vested by charter in the two 
grand lodges before mentioned, for instituting subordinate 
lodges, the grand lodge of England appointed provincial 
grand masters \ik several of th^ states, and invested them 
also with authority to grant warrants for holding lodges. 

The revolution, which separated the A«i$Hcatt States 
from the government of the mother country, aUo exonerat- 
ed the American lodges from their allegiance to foreign 
grand lodges ; because the principles of masonry incul- 
eate obedience to the governments under which we live^ 
The lodges, in the several States, therefore, af^er the ter- 
mination of the war, resorted to the propier and necessary 
means of forming* and establishing independent grand 
lodges, for the government of the fraternity in their res- 
peetive jurisdictions.
